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Gables housing 
money is topic 
of local debate

Although the Board of Selectmen 
plans to tap into funding received 
from a local housing developer with¬ 
in the next few weeks, one Winches¬ 
ter housing official has charged that 
the board is moving too slowly. 

Dennis O’Malley, chairman of the 
Housing Authority, called on the 
Board of Selectmen, in a certified 
letter dated Aug. 16, “to immediate¬ 
ly draw on the letter of credit given 
by the developer of ‘The Gables’ and 
invest the proceeds in accordance 
with the Winchester Housing Trust 
Fund.’’ 

O’Malley continued, “Your conti¬ 
nuing failure to do so is inexcusable 
and a breach of your fiduciary duty 
to act in the town's best interest.’’ 

O’Malley said he wants the board 
to cash the letter of credit received 
by the town from The Gables deve¬ 
loper under the independent elderly 
housing bylaw, which requires local 
developers to kick in money or hous¬ 
ing units to add to the town’s elderly 
housing unit stock. 

However, Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen William O’Leary said 
the board has been “moving for¬ 
ward” on the issue and noted that 
the board will vote at its Sept. 9 
session to accept the $511,000 from 


The Gables. 

Under the bylaw, the town has the 
option of requiring a local developer 
to pay 5 percent ($511,000) of the 
estimated construclion cost to the 
selectmen and the selectmen can 
rent up to 10 percent of the units in 
the facility; or the selectmen could 
obtain from the developers, new or 
existing off-site housing equal in 
value to $511,000; or the selectmen 
could deposit the entire $511,000 
from The Gables into the Winchester 
Housing Trust Fund. 

O’Leary said the selectmen will 
chose the final money option, noting 
that that decision would offer “the 
most flexibility" and provide the 
most families with housing oppor¬ 
tunities in town. 

He added that the board has 
requested input from local town 
boards, including the Planning 
Board. Housing Authority and Hous¬ 
ing Partnership Board. In addition, 
the Board of Selectmen has formed a 
longterm housing study group, com¬ 
prised of representatives from each 
of the aforementioned committees, 
as well as members of the Interfaith 
Housing Council. Homehold, and the 
Fair Housing Board. This study 
group will look at the housing situa¬ 
tion as a whole in Winchester, with 
an eye toward pinpointing areas 
where the $511,000 could be spent. 


Local businesses are feeling starts and stops of economy

While the country is still feeling 
the bumpy starts and stops that 
signal an economy in recession, loc¬ 
al business owners are placing their 
hopes on the fall season for 
increased business activity in the 
downtown area. 

According to several area busi¬ 


ness owners, it was generally a more 
sluggish climate this year as com¬ 
pared to the same time last year. 

But despite the persistence of the 
overall trend of limited consumer 
spending, there are some items that 
people cannot do without. 

Steven Serino, assistant manager 
of Purity supermarket, says people 
have changed some of their grocery 
shopping habits lately in response to 


the overall economy. 

Said Serino, “People are buying 
less of certain items ... We still sell 
the higher-priced meats but the 
quantity [that people are purcha¬ 
sing] is going down. He added that 
people are dealing with the reces¬ 
sion by having fewer barbecues or 
parties. 

Serino said grocery shoppers in 
Winchester were not switching from 


name brands to generic as Purity 
representatives are noting in other 
towns, they are simply buying less of 
the name brands. The customer this 
year, as compared with last year, 
according to Serino, is less likely to 
purchase a “frill" item such as a toy 
for their child, or a small appliance 
for the home. 

Purity officials have also noted 
that buying for the store sales has 


people are buying day-to-day, week- 
to-week, not stocking up by buying 
large quantities." 

Serino added, “people don't skimp 
on special occasions” such as wed¬ 
dings, engagements or graduations. 
The deli party platter business has 
been pretty steady, according to 
Serino. 

Karen Monaco, manager of Mona¬ 


co’s hair salon, reports business is 
up a little over last year. Monaco has 
added some new attractions to draw 
even more clientele in the coming 
months Customers can now have 
color analysis to determine which 
colors suit them best, according to 
Monaco. 

La Patisserie, a gourmet pastry 
shop downtown, has also noticed a

Health members seek heightened authority 


in site clean-ups

Board of Health members are 
looking for a stronger arm in forcing 
the clean-up of local hazardous 
waste sites. 

The board will hold a public hear¬ 
ing Tuesday, Sept. 17, to discuss a 
proposed regulation, which, if 
adopted would give the board 
authority to push the clean-up of the 
contaminated sites. 

According to a portion of the prop¬ 


osed regulation, the purpose is “to 
protect the public health and safety 
relative to risks and potential risks 
posed by hazardous waste contami¬ 
nation and threats of contamination 
of air, land, surface water, soil, 
groundwater, wetlands, drinking 
water, or other resources." 

Sections of the proposed regula¬ 
tion to be considered in Winchester 
were adopted in Needham, accord¬ 
ing to Board of Health Chairman 
Warren Taylor. He said that as the 
board considers such a regulation, 


information from other towns that 
have adopted similar rules will also 
be considered. 

The regulation, said Taylor, “will 
put all agencies on notice that we 
need a vehicle with which we can 
give authoritative input on such 1 ha¬ 
zardous waste cases]." 

Taylor said the board currently 
has limited input in such cases, and 
says the regulation will hopefully 
include the local board of health in 
the political process of such clean¬ 
ups. 


“We are interested in being able to 
influence other agencies — DEP 
I Department of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection], amongst others,” said 
Taylor. 

The most recent case of a stymied 
clean-up operation is the Exxon 
gasoline station at 586 Main Street. 
According to Board of Health mem¬ 
ber Randall Swartz, the station, “is 
an excellent example of, unfortu¬ 
nately, what’s wrong with [the cur¬ 
rent system of] monitoring hazard¬ 
ous waste sites in town." 


The station has remained closed 
since early 1987, when leaking 
underground storage tanks were dis¬ 
covered and removed from the site. 
Exxon representatives now plan to 
begin an interim clean-up measure 
this year, however, Swartz said 
action should have been taken in 
1988. He says the contamination con¬ 
stitutes a “real threat to the Aberjo- 
na River." 

“I am frustrated [that as a board

Resident restores old boats in his own backyard

Winchester resident Bill 
Fecych has found a way to get 
around the expense of purchasing 
a new boat; he restores boats 
thought to be beyond repair. 

Fecych, a staff scientist at 
Massachusetts Institute for Tech¬ 
nology (MIT) until his retirement 
three years ago, has made a 
hobby out of finding boats and 
refurbishing them. Fecych still 
v/orks as a consultant for MIT on 
a part-time basis and has been a 
resident of Winchester with his 
wife, Joanne, for the past 12 
years. 

Over the past two years Fecych 
has worked on the renovation of 
an 18-foot Chris Craft and an Olde 
Towne canoe right in his own 
back yard. 

His first project, a canoe manu¬ 
factured by Olde Towne in 1930 
called the OTCA, was refinished 
twice: once, when he purchased 
the canoe from its original owner, 
who was about to throw it out in 
1960, then again last year. 

Fecych said the canoe is a 
classic that was popular in the 
1920s and 1930s. The second resto¬ 
ration process took three weeks, 
full-time, to bring back the luster 
and workmanship that the boat, 
named “Halycon,” had prior to 
having a limb fall on it. 


Fecych uses simple tools and 
his own backyard for his pro¬ 
jects. The process of replacing 
the ribs of a boat, the inner sup¬ 
port system of the vessel, accord¬ 
ing (o Fecych, is time-consuming 
but not difficult. 

He heats a simple, long, 
wooden box over the coals of a 
hibachi. 

The wooden box is heated to 
steam-bend the pieces of cedar 
and mahogany in order to make 
them pliable enough to make the 
ribs of the canoe. Fecych says the 
steam heating can * be accom¬ 
plished a number of different 
ways, and that the process is still 
used today in the manufacturing 
of many pieces of furniture. 

Said Fecych, “I’ve even used a 
turkey roaster pan for small 
pieces. Fecych says that the 
wood bends just like wet spaghet¬ 
ti after it is heated and then he is 
able to lay it in the boat. 

Fecych has a new project 
which he will tackle over the next 
four months, a Herreshoff named 
after its designer, naval architect 
Nathaniel Herreshoff. Her¬ 
reshoff designed the “Resolute”, 
which recently competed in the 
America’s Cup. 

This boat, named “Winsome 
Lady", was built 70 years ago and 
according to Fecych, who pur¬ 
chased it one year ago, it is a very 
stable boat due to its design. The 


bottom of the boat has a steel 
piece inside, which adds to its 
stability in the water, according 
to Fecych. Fecych will recaulk 
and rebuild some of the planks on 
the “Lady". 

In addition, Fecych plans to 
rebuild the buoyancy tank, which 
is the part normally covered by a 
hull on the front end, and com¬ 
pletely renovate the inside of the 


boat. He will build the rudder 
from raw materials using various 
saws and planes from his work 
area. 

Said Fecych, “rib by rib. plank 
by plank," he will rebuild the 
Herreshoff to its original condi¬ 
tion. He uses all kinds of woods in 
his work, each one serves a diffe¬ 
rent purpose. The ribs will be 
white oak and the planks will be 


white cedar, said Fecych. He 
uses mahagony for its durability 
and its beauty on the outside of 
the boat. 

But the boat, which has taken 
up the last year and a half of 
Fecych’s life, is an 18-foot Chris 
Craft that was built in the 1950s. 
Named “Hcartthrob" by Fecych, 
the boat absorbed six months of

Set back by the lack of a Hazard¬ 
ous Waste Collection Day, Board of 
Health members are eyeing other 
potential ways to rid Winchester of 
hazardous household materials. 

According to Board of Health 
member Randall Swartz, North 
East Solid Waste Committee 
(NESWC), the waste-to-energy 
plant that Winchester sends approxi¬ 
mately 12,000 tons of waste to a year, 
allows many so-called “household 
waste” products to be shipped 
through the facility. 

Many of these items, according to 
Swartz, could be intermingled with 
other solid waste at Winchester’s 
transfer station. He said household 
waste is exempt from most state and 
federal handling rules because of the 
small quantity. 

Pesticides and herbicides howev¬ 
er, would continue to be treated as 
hazardous materials, said Swartz. 

“It’s important to tell the citizenry 
what is environmentally safe and 
what makes sense,” said Swartz. 

Said Board of Health member 
Dorothea Sopper, “By putting [these 
products] on the conveyor belt, 
we’re not teaching citizens to be 
environmentally responsible. We 
need to have this [hazardous waste 
collection] day to clean out what 
[residents] consider hazardous and 
bring it down to the transfer 
station.” 

Board of Health Chairman Warren 
Taylor said Department of Public 
Works employees at the transfer 
station could be trained to spot non- 
acceptable material on the conveyor 
belt. The town could then store these

Griffin ceremony 
is set for Sept. 12 

The long-awaited groundbreaking 
for resident Arthur Griffin’s photo¬ 
graphy museum will be held on 
Thursday, Sept. 12 at 9 a.m. The 
public is cordially invited. 

The ground-breaking ceremony 
was appropriately scheduled on 
Griffin’s 88th birthday. 

The final leg of the fundraising 
process came in July, when The 
Arthur Griffin Center for Photo¬ 
graphic Art reached its $200,000 
Endowment Fund goal. 

An agreement with the town 
required that the fund reach that 
funding mark before construction 
could begin. 

The museum plans, which 
received final apporval from 
Winchester’s Zoning Board of Appe¬ 
als in April, had been designed to 
create a replica of a New England 
gristmill on Winchester’s Judkins 
Pond, complete with an enclosed 
waterwheel. 

Griffin’s extensive life-long collec¬ 
tion of photographs will be a key 
feature of the center and one of his 
primary objectives for the project 
has been to make available resour¬ 
ces and a locale to encourage and 
enhance interest in phtorogaphy as 
an art and a rewarding vocation. 

Among Griffin’s aspirations for 
the center are to provide seminars, 
workshops, training and a gallery 
for exhibitions of the work of both 
professional and amateur 
photographers. 

He said he envisions a photo¬ 
graphic library center, opportuni¬ 
ties for photographic contests, parti¬ 
cularly for, but not United to, 
students and photography related 
scholarships. 


materials in a suitable facility and 
have inspections of the materials 
made on a quarterly basis through¬ 
out the year by a trained chemist. 

Board of Selectmen member Tho¬ 
mas Schmitt, who sat in on the 
Board of Health’s August 21 session, 
told members he would recommend 
the topic be discussed in a forum 
including the Solid Waste Study 
Committee, the Board of Selectmen 
and Board of Health. 

“I share Mrs. Sopper’s concern,” 
said Schmitt, “I’m also aware the 
largest lawsuit the town has is about 
this very issue.” 

Swartz also noted that a modifica¬ 
tion of the “Collection Days” prop¬ 
osed by Health Director Joseph Tab- 
bi would call for several collections 
per year at lower cost. Swartz said 
much of what has been gathered at 
previous collection days has been 
otherwise useful garden chemicals, 
cleaners, paints, and like materials. 
Responsible experts in state govern¬ 
ment recommend that “swap days” 
be organized to encourage using up 
materials in their intended applica¬ 
tion, said Swartz.

chase through photographs. 
Attempts to serve the warrant have 
been unsuccessful thus far, and the 
man is still at-large.

Local business feeling 
brunt of economy

drop in business since last year. 
Store owner Stephen Pazyra says 
business activity is down, even in 
pastry. “People are spending less 
money per sale,” said Pazyra. But 
he added, the wedding-cake business 
is still strong. 

Pazyra expressed the hope that 
people will loosen their spending 
habits a little over the next year. But 
he says he’s not going to wait for 
people to walk in on their own. 

La Patisserie will begin a series of 
promotional activities in its three 
area stores. Pazyra will hold a 
“bread fest” in September that will 
involve donating 10 percent of all the 
proceeds from the sale of bread to 
area charities. 

Jeweler Richard Malcolm of 
Winchester Ltd. reports that typical¬ 
ly August is the slowest month for 
jewelery sales. 

However said Malcolm, “In our 
end of the business, things are still 
selling, people are still falling in 
love, they’re still having anniversa¬ 
ries, and birthdays and people con¬ 
tinue to buy for those occasions.” 

He added that a few years ago 
someone might have purchased an 
engagement ring for $2,000, but now 
they’re purchasing a ring in the $700 
range. That represents a major drop 
in terms of sales dollars, said 
Malcolm. 


Malcolm opened his business 10 
years ago when interest rates were 
topping 20 percent, so business 
started out slowly and then heated 
up as the 1980s got into full swing. 

Tony Sampson, owner of Colonial 
Travel, said people continue to be 
cautious in their spending. Sampson 
said the business activity is not even 
back to the level of last summer. 

Said Sampson, “People are not 
flying to exotic places. I have more 
calls for Nantucket or guest houses 
in Maine, which doesn’t generate 
any commission.” 

But even then, Sampson says peo¬ 
ple who are traveling are paying 
almost on the date of the trip, rather 
than pre-paying. He noted that 
February vacations used to be 
booked eight or nine months in 
advance, but those vacations 
haven’t started to book up yet. 
Sampson said the agency used to 
have a lot of backlog in bookings but 
now has little, prompted by more 
spur-of-the-moment traveling. 

Sampson said, “I think it hasn’t 
picked up until now since it costs 
$340 round-trip to Florida in the 
summer. That’s ridiculous.” He 
added that the fare had recently 
been lowered to $260. But he said he 
thinks it will be a long while before 
things are back to normal because, 
“vacations are one thing you can do 
without.”

full-time work, which he was able 
to complete over a two-year 
period. 

Fecych completed the work on 
the Riviera Chris Craft in May of 
this year and brought the boat to 
his summer home in Canada to 
launch for the first time since the 
renovation. Said Fecych, “She 
hadn’t had a bath in 15 years.” He 
labored to make her sea-worthy 
by caulking all the seams under 
the water line and finally apply¬ 
ing eight coats of varnish to her 
hull. The boat was originally con¬ 
structed of batten boards, which 
is simply another board placed 
under the boat floor boards to 
secure the fit. 

Over the two-year period, 
Fecych replaced the bottom of 
the boat, the decking, the engine, 
the cockpit and refinished the 
inside. He took it up to Canada to 


his summer home to launch it and 
his family members hailed the 
occasion by baking him a celeb¬ 
ration cake at the formal launch¬ 
ing. According to his wife Joanne, 
Fecych renovated the boat for his 
son, and it has been taken to 
Michigan where Fecych’s grand¬ 
children currently enjoy the boat 
he painstakingly rebuilt. 

Fecych’s passion for renovat¬ 
ing antiques extends beyond 
boats, his home is filled with 
chairs that he has reworked and 
made new aftersomeone else was 
going to throw them away.

SWAN 
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GEORGE RAND’S WINCHESTER 


Three Colonial Revival houses for Rangeley 


The following article is the six¬ 
teenth installment in a series on 
George Dutton Rand, a prominent 
Boston architect who lived in 
Winchester from 1875-86. Recent 
research shows that he played an 
important role in shaping the Victor¬ 
ian town we know today. His work 
includes the Town Hall as well as 
many of the houses built in Winches¬ 
ter during the 1870s and ’80s.

America’s celebration of its Cen¬ 
tennial led to a new appreciation of 
its colonial past. Architecture in the 
1880s was marked by a new trend, 
called the Colonial Revival, and 
George Rand was one of its 
proponents. 

In 1888, Rand designed three 
houses for the Rangeley park, all 
Colonial Revival in style. They are 
14, 22 and 26 Rangeley Road. 

The Rangeley development, 
located on Church Street, had origi¬ 
nally been the property of David N. 
Skillings. In the late 1870s he built a 
number of houses on its 25 acres, 
which he then leased. 

After Skillings’ death in 1880, the 
park was maintained by his heirs. In 
1888, two children — Mary Skillings 
Sanborn and Julius Skillings — 
bought out the others. When survey¬ 
ors were seen laying out streets and 
house lots, concern was expressed 
that “Rangeley, with its beautiful 
grounds and drives, promises to be a 
thing of the past.” (Winchester Star, 
Jan. 21, 1888) 

A subsequent newspaper article 
reported that five cellars were going 
up in Rangeley (Winchester Star, 
May 5, 1888), but a map from 1889 
shows that, in fact, only three houses 
were constructed. 

Apparently two architects were 
initially retained. The April 14, 1888, 
American Architect and Building

News records that W.D. Sanborn, 
Mary Sanborn’s husband, had hired 
M.J. Brown of Boston to design a 
house for Rangeley. One week later, 
it was reported that Rand’s firm was 
constructing “three frame dwell¬ 
ings” for Mrs. Sanborn. One may 
conclude that these dwellings were 
the three which were eventually 
built. 

In many ways, the houses resem¬ 
ble Rand’s Queen Anne designs of 
the earlier 1880s. They have similar¬ 
ly complex rooflines and reflect 
Rand’s taste for swelling forms. A 
bay at the rear of 14 Rangeley Road 
rises all the way to the roof. At 22 
Rangeley Road, the stone foundation 
swells into a semi-circular base for 
the porch. This house also has a 


triangular bay, which is a feature of 
Rand’s Queen Anne house at 1 Wild¬ 
wood St., from 1880. 

The detailing of these three houses 
is classical, recalling late 18th- 
century classicism. With the Colo¬ 
nial Revival, however, classical fea¬ 
tures were often treated on a large 
scale. The Palladian window of 14 
Rangeley Road and the classically 
arched window of 22 Rangeley are 
good examples of such oversized 
elements. 

The symmetry of 18th-century 
building facades also was revived, 
contrasting with the irregularity of 
Queen Anne designs. The house at 26 
Rangeley Road is the purest exam¬ 
ple, with a symmetrical front eleva¬ 
tion. Its windows are balanced 


around the gable and a classically 
arched window in the third story. 

As with Rand's earlier houses, this 
group of three was well sited. 
Despite the concerns that were 
voiced in 1888 over new construction, 
the houses were a successful addi¬ 
tion to the Rangeley park. They 
were situated majestically on a 
ridge, and even today, they share a 
landscape of sweeping lawns and 
high trees. 

Like the other Rangeley houses, 
the new houses were all leased. The 
tenants again were businessmen 
who worked in Boston. The first 
tenant of 14 Rangeley Road was 
Charles S. Sergeant. According to 
his listing in the 1889 Winchester 
Directory, he was an auditor.

The first tenant of 22 Rangeley 
Road was Frederick O. Robinson, 
listed in the 1889 Directory as a 
purchasing agent. 

Although the first tenant of 26 
Rangeley Road can’t be determined, 
the 1893 Directory reports that the 
house was leased to Fred B. Cutler, 
who was employed in the Skillings 
family’s Boston lumber business. 

In 1901, Rangeley was sold to a 
developer, Stephen Jennings, and 
the Star reported on “The Passing of 
Rangeley” (Nov. 22. 1901). Jennings 
planned to carve the 25 acres into 106 
house lots. Town leaders were upset 
and went looking for a buyer who 
would maintain “Winchester’s best 
and oldest show piece” (Star, May 2, 
1902). Edwin Ginn came through, 
paying $160,000 for the property, 
assuring the town that he intended to 
keep Rangeley as good "as an open 
park.” Ginn kept his promise. 

Developers finally came to Range- 


ley in the early 1920s. When they 
arrived, the lots were kept relatively 
large. A service road that ran para¬ 
llel to the railroad tracks was deve¬ 
loped into Rangeley Ridge. Other¬ 
wise. the essence of Rangeley Road 
was left intact. Today the road con¬ 
tinues to be private and is main- 
tained by a homeowners’ 
association. 

The Rangeley enclave represents 
Rand’s varying approaches to 
design as styles changed. Rand was 
an architect who assimilated new 
styles quickly. A successful member 
of the Boston architectural commun¬ 
ity, he played an important role in 
introducing new design ideas to 
Winchester. Built over a span of just 
14 years, the Rangeley houses are 
Ilalianate, Golhie, Queen Anne and 
Colonial Revival. They are all high- 
stvle and textbook examples of their 
types.

4 Hurricane Mike’ 
whips the competition 



Life’s truths, follies untangled

The passing of Labor Day and 
Hurricane Rob within a two-week 
period recalls 1954 — “The Hurri¬ 
cane Year” — when on August 31 
and September 11 Winchester 
was dealt a staggering one-two 
punch from hurricanes Carol and 
Edna. 

Harry Gilson had just begun his 
first year as Superintendant of 
Schools when “Edna” spun the 
weathervane atop Wadleigh 
School at crazy angles 

Long before the U S. Weather 
Bureau departed from identify¬ 
ing hurricanes with names of the 
fair sex, Winchester dubbed the 
captain of its 1954—1955 football 
team “Hurricane Mike” Murphy. 

As schools opened in Septem¬ 
ber of 1954, a new addition to the 
Parkhurst School provided six 
additional classrooms to that 
facility. Closer to town, work had 
begun on the original junior high 
on Main Street (now McCall 
Middle School) to convert it into a 
modern state of the art high 
school building 

Both junior and senior high 
school students used the old high 
school (the present Lincoln 
School) and the Wadleigh School 
on a two platoon system until the 
new high school was completed. 

Winchester High School Class 
of 1958 — being the final fresh¬ 
men class to occupy Wadleigh 
School — sat through orientation 
day as lights flickered, floors 
creaked and Agnes Walsh, Bill 
Branley, Marion Bailey, Ed 
Burns and others began final 
rites of passage toward adulthood 
for their eager students.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE — 
The House and Senate are continu¬ 
ing their summer recess and are 
expected to reconvene on Sept. 3.

Town Engineer, Jim Wake¬ 
field, doubling as Tree Warden 
announced that both hurricanes 
had destroyed 194 shade trees 
and noted that maples took the 
worst hits. 

As students passed by the 
library, changing classes 
between the high school and Wad¬ 
leigh, John Willis of the Library 
Trustees announced the retire¬ 
ment of Corinne Mead after her 
15 years as Chief Librarian. 

While “Carol’’ and “Edna" 
passed into history, “Hurricane 
Mike" along with Bobby Hagger¬ 
ty and Joe Bellino in the backfield 
led the Sachems through an 
impressive football season. 

The annual Turkey Day Classic 
was rained out when Winchester 
faced off against Woburn the next 
Saturday, Woburn took the game 
18—13, Woburn’s first victory 
since 1949. 

Mike Murphy’s Class of 1955 
was the final class to graduate 
from the dignified old building 
overlooking Mill Pond as 
Winchester strode toward the 
future with a quality educational 
system uppermost in its mind.

Borggard takes up 
issue of Symmes Grant 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I am grateful for the letter pub¬ 
lished recently in local papers by the 
co-presidents of the Winchester His¬ 
torical Society. The letter, on its 
face, appears to be an acknowledge¬ 
ment that I have a theory that I 
deem to be of interest, and that Mr. 
Thomas Raphael also has informa¬ 
tion that he thinks might be of 
interest. 

(I am willing to assume that the 
letter was written in the name of the 
Society, but in view of what hap¬ 
pened the last time I cannot be 
sure.)

This week 
in history 


1971: 20 years ago 

The Winchester Star re¬ 
ported that week that 34 new 
teachers were added to the 
staff of the Winchester School 
system for the new school 
year. The acting superinten¬ 
dent that year stated that this 
was the smallest number of 
new personnel added to the 
rosters in recent years. Wil¬ 
liam MacDonald was wel¬ 
comed to town as the new 
superintendent. 

Board of Health Director 
Michael Saraco closed the 
Leonard Pool that week. The 
pool was found to have ele¬ 
vated iron levels and algae. It 
was noted by the swimming 
instructors that the problems 
at the pool that year were 
creating obstacles to the 
swimming lessons being of¬ 
fered. It was suggested that 
the issue be brought before 
the Town Meeting so that re¬ 
medies could be sought to the 
conditions at Leonard Pool 
and Wedge Pond. 

The A Better Chance 
(ABC) program was started 
that year. Three youths ar¬ 
rived to take up residence in 
the Dix Street house along 
with the resident director and 
his family. The aim of the 
program, according to a Star 
article that week, was to lend 
a hand to educationally de¬ 
prived students who, due to 
circumstances beyond their 
control, would have little 
chance of fulfilling their 
potential. 

Funds for converting what 
was then the Winchester High 
School into a junior high were 
being sought from Town 
Meeting that year by the Per¬ 
manent Building Committee 
for Secondary Schools Sub¬ 
committee. The committee 
anticipated that the school 
would be vacated and ready 
for renovations in February 
or March, 1972. 

There was a 12-acre fire in 
the Middlesex Fells Reserva¬ 
tion at the North reservoir 
that year. The firefighters 
fought the burning brush and 
peat for five hours and finally 
called in auxiliary and off- 
duty members, Stoneham 
firefighters and crews from 
the MDC. The Fire Chief that 
year was Francis Amico and 
he battled the blaze alongside 
his crew. 

Iceberg lettuce sold for 29 
cents a head, and turkeys 
went for a mere 59 cents a 
pound. Ritz crackers were 41 
cents a package and honey- 
dew melons were 59 cents a 
piece that year.

Shannon talks of 
MWRA fees, rates 

Senator Charles Shannon (R- 
Winchester) recently praised the 
efforts of members of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Advisory 
(MWRA) Advisory Board who are 
bringing suit against the Common¬ 
wealth for imposing millions of dol¬ 
lars in taxes on the MWRA ratepay¬ 
ers for the benefit of the entire state. 

Senator Shannon said, “During 
the lengthy budget process, I 
offered an amendment which sought 
to eliminate the section which cre¬ 
ates an individual fund to accept 
fees assessed against the MWRA to 
be managed by he MDC. Additional¬ 
ly, I initially proposed to eliminate 
the section calling for the MWRA 
ratepayers to pay the Common¬ 
wealth $120 million by Sept. 30. 

“Furthermore, I sought to amend 
the $120 million prepayment figure 
to the real cost of $81 million. I also 
called for it to contain the costs of 
constructing and maintaining the 
Clinton Wastewater Treatment 
Facility. This was my attempt to 
insist that Clinton taxpayers pay for 
their own water. Capitalizing on a 
keen sense of foresight, the Senate 
deleted House Sections 82 and 262 
before any actions were taken to 
insure their elimination. Their ulti¬ 
mate fate dictated that they were 
sent to the Conference Committee 
where sadly, Section 262 was 
returned to the budget.” 

Senator Shannon concluded by 
saying that he had recently filed new 
legislation in an effort to contain the 
MWRA.

Staying healthy 

and keeping weight off 

“It’s great when you can look at 
yourself in the mirror and say, 
’wow! I look really wonderful," said 
Beverly Daly, a Reading resident 
who recently lost 35 pounds through 
the “Weight Away’’ program 
offered at Winchester Hospital. 
“People have noticed that I’ve lost 
weight. But what’s really great is 
that I feel so good about myself, and 
so much younger!’’ 

Directed by Winchester Hospital 
registered dietitians, Helen Long 
and Pam Cote, the six-week prog¬ 
ram teaches participants how to lose 
weight steadily and safely and keep 
it off permanently. Participants 
learn how to change the behaviors 
that lead to overeating, how to 
assess their intake of saturated fat 
and cholesterol, how to interpret 
food labels, how to eat right while 
dining out, low calorie cooking, and 
exercise. “We teach people how to 
shop for, prepare and cook real 
food,’’ says Long, “so participants 
lose weight permanently. 

Each participant meets with the 
registered dietitian throughout the 
course of the program and has the 
opportunity to individualize their 
diet to fit their needs, lifestyle and 
medical conditions. 

“Many weight loss programs are 
missing the essential component of 
nutrition education. Our focus is on 
teaching clients the role nutrition 
plays in good health. We teach them 
a whole new lifestyle, not just how to 
cut calories. This education is what 
leads to the long term success of 
keeping weight off,” says Long. 

“All the personalized diets in the 
Weight Away program are designed 
to help the individual become fit and 
healthy while they lose weight,” she 
added. 

“Helen was very important to 
everyone’s success,” says Daly, who 
joined Weight Away after a consul¬ 
tation with her physician. “She was 
supportive and encouraging — and 
so was everyone in the group! ” 

Daly commented that the Weight 
Away program has helped her feel 
more in control of her weight. “I 
have a lot of will power now,” says 
Daly. “It feels good knowing that I 
can prevent those 35 pounds from 
coming back and on occasion still 
indulge in a special treat.” 

Weight maintenance and coping 
with lapses and setbacks are also 
topics of discussion during the six- 
week program. “We discuss how to 
deal with stressful situations and 
how to handle social events, parties 
and holidays,” says Long. 

“It’s not easy,” says Daly. “Peo¬ 
ple who are looking for an easy 
answer to permanent weight loss 
will never find it! But all the parti¬ 
cipants in Weight Away are positive 
people with great attitudes. So, 


while we work hard at losing weight, 
we have a lot of fun!”

Getting good grades 
for school safety 

A new school year is just around 
the corner, so now is a good time to 
remind your children about some 
safety tips that will make their 
return to school a lot easier on them 
and you, according to local hospital 
officials. 

“In many places kids take buses to 
and from school, so there’s less to 
worry about as far as road safety is 
concerned,’’ says David Salomon. 
M.D., a Pediatrician at the Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington, a divi¬ 
sion of Winchester Hospital. “But all 
parents should still review the rules 
of the road and those whose children 
walk or ride bikes should be espe¬ 
cially thorough.” 

Fresh from a summer of play, 
children might forget that it’s not 
appropriate to frolic on the way to 
school. “Make sure they’re aware of 
where they are,’’ explains Dr. Salo¬ 
mon. “They shouldn’t horse around 
or run into the street.’’ 

Of course, the reminder that they 
should always look both ways cannot 
be made too often. Another safe¬ 
guard is to make sure that younger 
children are supervised. “A five- 
year-old is too young to walk to 
school alone,’’ according to Dr. 
Salomon. 

Safety also figures into play¬ 
ground and sports activities. Many 
sports related injuries could be les¬ 
sened or prevented if kids wore 
elbow and knee pads, all the right 
gear for specific sports activities 
and a helmet whenever biking. Dr. 
Salomon urges parents to insist that 
their children wear helmets when 
they ride their bikes. 

It has become much more accept¬ 
able among the younger crowd, and 
given the devastation that a head 
injury can cause, parents should 
never yield to a child who doesn’t 
want to wear a helmet. 

Fortunately, early fall is a rela¬ 
tively healthy time at school. It’s 
only after a few weeks of the child¬ 
ren being together that viruses and 
colds begin to travel through class¬ 
rooms. So parents can enjoy this 
brief period between summer aller¬ 
gies and insect bites and the onset of 
flus and infections. 

One important health precaution 
that might help extend their good 
health is to make sure your children 
have had all the required vaccines 
and necessary physicals. In Massa¬ 
chusetts, physicals are required at 
specified four-year intervals: before 
kindergarten, fourth, seventh and 
tenth grade. The Academy of 
Pediatrics recommends a physical 
for children every two years. 

Before entering kindergarten, 
children need DPT and polio boos¬ 
ters. At age twelve, or prior to 


seventh qrade, they need an MMR 
booster (measles, mumps, rubella) 
and they need a diphtheria and teta¬ 
nus booster at age fifteen. 

Schools still provide yearly hear¬ 
ing and eye tests. Administered by 
school nurses, these tests give child¬ 
ren the chance to read eye charts 
and to undergo a hearing exam 
using headphones. Dr. Salomon feels 
that this school screening provides 
an adequate overview of two func¬ 
tions that can have a profound effect 
on a child’s comfort and perfor¬ 
mance at school. 

"Unless your children take a 
dangerous route to school or end up 
in an environment in which a virus is 
rapidly spreading, a few reminders 
about sensible behavior on roads 
and playgrounds should help ensure 
that they’ll return home safe and 
sound at the end of each school day,” 
says Dr. Salomon.

Students learn strategies that 
may lead to score gains of between 
60 and 170 points and gain the confi¬ 
dence needed to perform at the high¬ 
est level possible on the College 
Board Exams. The course instructor 
is a 16-year veteran of SAT 
preparation. 

Participants gain proficiency in a 
variety of techniques designed for 
solving the analogy and sentence 
completion test items. An in-depth 
approach to the reading comprehen¬ 
sion question, a most troublesome 
sub test, will be presented.

Girls’ soccer team 
ready to defend 

the state title

How does one go about improving 
on a season in which a team goes 
24-0, wins the Middlesex League 
title, rolls to the Division 1 State 
Championship, and ends the season 
ranked as the number one team in 
the country? That is the tall order 
facing Head Coach Chris Scanlon 
and the Winchester High School girls 
soccer team. 

Under Scanlon, the WHS program 
has grown to national prominence. 
Just ask Manchester (N.H.) Memor¬ 
ial head coach Dave Elliot, who 
brought his highly ranked varsity 
squad to Winchester on Tuesday for 
a pre-season scrimmage with the 
Sachems. 

“I heard that they were the num¬ 
ber one team in the country,” said 
Elliot, ‘‘and I realized that in order 
to be one of the best, you have to play 
the best. Winchester is the best.” 

Scanlon’s biggest challenge will be 
replacing the team’s top two scorers 
from last year, Liz Kelley and Renee 
Bussell. Kelley, an All-State player 
as a freshman last season, is out for 
the season due to a torn interior 
crucial ligament. The high-scoring 
forward hopes to be fully recovered 
from her August surgery in order to 
begin play once again in the spring. 
Bussell, a senior forward, has 
moved away. 

Despite those key losses, Scanlon 
is convinced the team has the ability 
to defend its state championship. 

“1 have great expectations for this 
team,” he said. “I feel very confi¬ 
dent that this can be a championship 
team.” 

On its way to last season’s suc¬ 
cess, the team racked up 133 goals, 


an average of over five per contest. 
This year, however, Scanlon expects 
to field a team whose main strength 
will be defense. 

“Defensively, we re really solid,” 
he said. “With (junior) Jen Russo as 
goalie, we have an excellent start to 
a strong defensive unit. Knowing we 
have an excellent goalie makes the 
defense that much more confident.” 

The Sachems will look to players 
such as Jen Gilpatric, the Boston 
Globe’s Division 1 Player of the 
Year as a junior, and one of four 
W.H.S. captains this season, to pro¬ 
vide both leadership and offensive 
punch. Other captains include Sarah 
Noonan, a key cog in a strong defen¬ 
sive unit, Jessica Murphy and Julie 
Struthers, all of whom were “instru¬ 
mental in winning the state champ¬ 
ionship last year.” 

Scanlon added that he hopes to see 
certain players emerge as offensive 
threats. 

“We’re looking for more girls to 
score this season,” he said. “We 
can’t replace Liz, and we don’t 
expect any of the girls to try to do 
that. We’re trying to figure out ways 
to score goals, and we have the type 
of players who are willing to step in 
and do their best.” 

Scanlon expects players such as 
Daisy Lewis and Heidi Reinfeld to 
refine their skills offensively, and 
add to the team’s firepower. 

Overall, Scanlon feels the team is 
ready to defend its state title. With 
the opening game less than a week 
away, he thinks the players feel 
ready also. 

“These girls have worked hard 
every single day to get to this point,” 
he said. “They have both the heart 
and the skill to defend their title.”

BOSTON SCHOOLS (H 5436) — 
Approved by House 97-51, Senate 
15-10 and signed by Governor Weld 
on July 5 was the bill replacing the 13 
member school elected Boston 
School Committee with an appointed 
board. Bill supporters said an 
elected committee will be free from 
politics and manipulation. Oppo¬ 
nents said an appointed committee 
is a power grab by Mayor Flynn and 
argued it will rob minority residents 
of a voice in running the board.

EDUCATION REORG (H 5610) - 
Approved by House 147-7 and signed 
by the Governor on July 11 was the 
higher education reorganization bill 
creating a Cabinet level education 
secretary. The measure also merges 
the University of Lowell and South¬ 
eastern Massachusetts University 
with the three Universities of Massa¬ 
chusetts to create one university 
with five campuses. The Senate did 
not hold a roll call on the bill itself 
but did vote 24-12 in favor of sus¬ 
pending rules to allow further con¬ 
sideration of the bill. Supporters 
said this is the beginning of higher 
education reform and will make the 


state’s system a world class one. 
Opponents said legislators have not 
had a chance to read the bill and 
claimed it is irresponsible to try to 
approve major education reform 
during a rushed session before a 
summer recess. 

In the House, A "Yea” vote is for 
the bill. A "Nay” vote is against it. 
In the Senate, a “Yea” vote is for 
rule suspension. A "Nay” vote is 
against rule suspension.

Legal pursuits 

Future looks bright for paralegals

S ome 15 to 20 years ago 
a new field emerged 
from the secretarial 
profession among those 
doing research and 
managing legal documents for 
lawyers. 

Now known as “paralegals.'’ 
these workers have become vital to 
busy law offices, banks, insurance 
companies and large corporations 
that must keep track of reams of 
documents and files. 

And many observers say this 
demand will grow as law firms and 
government agencies struggle to 
control costs by relying on paralegals 
to handle functions once delegated to 
junior attorneys. 

Clients of private law firms often 
appreciate doing business with a 
paralegal because the hours are not 
billed at the higher rates charged by 
attorneys. 

Most paralegals — 81 percent — 
are women, but more men are 
entering the profession every year. 

The field has also become 
increasingly sophisticated and 
specialized. One of the hottest new 
areas for paralegals is in 
environmental law, according to Julie 
White, the interim director of the 
Institute of Paralegal Studies at 
Bentley College in Waltham. The 
school will be offering a course in 
environmental law for the first time 
this year. 

George Hailer, an environmental 
attorney in Boston who will be 
teaching the Bentley course, said 


paralegals with undergraduate 
degrees in engineering, chemistry or 
environmental science will be 
extremely marketable. People with 
this background can assist attorneys 
preparing environmental cases in the 
attorney general’s office or work 
with corporate attorneys seeking 
environmental permits from the 
state Department of Environmental 
Protection. 

The DEP itself, however, does 
not use paralegals and the attorney 
general’s office needs more of them, 
he said. Hailer pointed out that when 
he worked at the DEP several years 
ago while he was in law school, he 
was sent to the attorney general’s 
office to help with research of 
environmental laws related to cases.

at the DEP. They just don’t have 
the resources,’’ he said. 

Hailer pointed out, however, that 
using paralegals can ultimately save 
money in both government and the 
private sector. 

‘ ‘To have an attorney is very 
expensive. Using a paralegal in any 
field of law is cost effective. They 
can do many of the things billed to an 
attorney,’’ he said. 

Jonathan Gueverra, chairman of 
the business administration 
department at Newbury College in 
Boston, said the federal and state 
governments are expected to offer 
paralegals new opportunities because 
of proposed legislation to allow them 
to do jobs traditionally given to 
lawyers. He also said the real estate 
market will create new jobs for 
paralegals as it rebounds from the 
recession. 

4 ‘ Right now the profession is 
growing at a geometric rate,’’ said 
Gueverra. “The other thing, too, is 
that even though there are a lot of 
law firms out there hiring paralegals, 
a lot of them aren’t sure how to use 
paralegals effectively. ’ ’ 

He said job prospects will 
continue to increase as attorneys 
become more comfortable 
relinquishing some control to 
paralegals. Gueverra added that 
lawyers are sometimes reluctant to 
delegate too many responsibilities 
for fear of jeopardizing the 
confidentiality of their cases. 

The ability of a paralegal to win 
lawyers’ trust and confidence is 
therefore important. 

In addition to managing case files, 
paralegals often research points of

law at the request of attorneys and 
write memos on their findings. They 
are also called upon to look up 
statutes. Those in the profession say 
paralegals are key to assisting 
attorneys working on personal injury 
cases. Paralegals will sometimes 
take pictures of accident scenes and 
keep track of medical reports. 

Gueverra cited statistics 
indicating 29 percent of 
Massachusetts paralegals specialize 
in litigation; 19 percent are 
generalists; 16 percent specialize in 
corporate law; 14 percent in real

lawyers, but there are few options 
for local attorneys who want to hire 
a firm in this area to track down 
bankruptcy, real estate and other 
information. 

Klint said that while anyone can 
obtain such documents, her paralegal 
training makes it easier for her to 
look them up at the various courts, 
which can be intimidating and 
confusing to the average person. 
During the recession, she has been 
busy going to U.S. Bankruptcy 
Court for lawyers to do asset 
searches on those filing bankruptcy 
petitions. 

Klint said she got into paralegal 
work because she was interested in 
the law, but not the schooling and 
long hours necessary to be a lawyer. 

She believes the future looks 
bright for paralegals. 

“There are many, many 
paralegals that are doing incredibly 
well.

Both Gueverra and Klint said 
salaries for paralegals in the Boston 
area are substantial. Klint said

Gueverra said the average salary 
for Massachusetts paralegals is 
$31,000, while the average for the 
rest of the country is $26,000.

Did you ever notice that when you 
open and close your windows, invari¬ 
ably you get some measure of dust? 
That's probably paint dust caused by 
he rubbing of the painted window 
against the frame. As it rubs, it wears 
down all the layers of paint, all the way 
down to the lead-based layer. And 
then someone - you or your children - 
inhale that dust. 

How come you didn’t know the 
house had lead paint when you bought 
it? 

Pile previous owner most likely never 
tested and you didn’t ask the home in¬ 
spector to, either. That’s not unusual, 
ay brokers and home inspectors. But 
it could be dangerous. 

"Either you know it’s not there, 
because the house is new, or you 
guess that there is lead paint because 
>•' . an older house," said David Nel¬ 
son. chairman of the Greater Boston 
Real Estate Board government affairs 
committee. In his estimation, Nelson, 
a Realtor in Sharon, said less than half 
i »f the home buyers test for lead paint. 


"Often, if you know the house was 
built before 1980, you can just say 
there’s lead paint,” Nelson said. Al¬ 
though many paint manufacturers 
stopped using lead in their paints in the 
1950’s, Nelson said, it's still question¬ 
able whether a house does or doesn’t 
have any remnants of lead paint. 
“People often test in those cases, be¬ 
cause generally, they won’t find lead 
paint on the interior, but exterior 
paints still had lead. And window man¬ 
ufacturers in the 1950’s and 1960’s 
would prime their windows with lead 
paint. So a window manufactured in 
1960 might have some presence of 
lead.” 

“It depends on the situation 
(whether someone tests or not),” said 
John Cornell, owner of Lead Inspection 
Services in Freemont, N.H. “Basical¬ 
ly, in Massachusetts, the law says that 
any dwelling where there is a child un¬ 
der six years of age must be free of 
lead paint. A lot of single-family home- 
owners do tend to ignore it. When 
someone is dealing primarily with a 
multi-family house, they have to pro¬ 
vide certification that it’s clean if it’s 
being used as a public aid apartment. 
And many insurance companies are

erties. It’s a liability thing. 

“In single-family dwellings, testing 
is becoming more popular. About 20 
percent of those homeowners are hav¬ 
ing it tested,” Cornell said. “Their 
number one concern is the health of 
their children, but they’re also con¬ 
cerned about what happens if they sell 
their property sometime down the 
road. What if the state changes the 
regulations? All these issues are com¬ 
ing to light. It’s going to become a big¬ 
ger and bigger issue as time goes on. ’ ’ 

It’s true that the seller must dis¬ 
close whether or not the house has 
lead paint - to the best of his or her 
knowledge. But if they’ve never 
checked, they don’t know. 

“There are two problems with the 
lead paint law,” said Steve Wightman, 
owner of Ecodex, Inc., of Lexington, 
an environmental testing and inspec¬ 
tion company. “The most serious, and 
why so little is done to abate proper¬ 
ties, is that there is no requirement for 
inspection. If they don’t know about it, 
they don’t have to do anything about 
it. The second part of that is that, at 
the time of sale, it’s ideal to do an in¬ 
spection and abatement, because the 
house should be vacant. 

“Real estate professionals very of¬ 
ten tell the buyer to assume the house 
has lead paint, but the problem with 
that is they might not have it or that it 
could be very hazardous, but the buyer 
never knows because the inspection is 
never done,” he said. And in some 
cases, there could be high levels of 
lead, but not in any area which would 
affect anyone, Wightman said. 

But consider that, according to the 
State Department of Health and the 
Department of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment, 60 percent of the housing 
units in Massachusetts contain some 
amount of lead paint, and that nation¬ 
wide, the figure is 74 percent of all pri¬ 
vate housing built before 1980.

something about it? 

Ecodex’s Wightman believes peo¬ 
ple are going to learn fast, not because 
of their health, but because of their 
pocketbooks. 

“People are motivated by liability," 
Wightman said, after completing a 
market survey. “They are not moti¬ 
vated by altruism, they are not moti¬ 
vated for health reasons. Whether 
someone is a landlord or real estate 
broker or property manager, there’s 
going to be concern. There already 
have been lawsuits because of lead- 
paint poisoning. And they’re just the 
tip of the iceberg.’’ 

Many home inspectors are not qual¬ 
ified to do lead-paint inspections, and 
like radon, some people ask for those 
tests and some people don’t, said Wil¬ 
liam Sutton, president of the New 
England Chapter of the American Soci¬ 
ety of Home Inspectors.

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: I am a senior citizen. I own a very valuable 

water-front cottage on a private beach which I’m thinking about 
* selling. Is it a good idea for me to hold the mortgage and collect 
monthly payments as another source of income? How can I arrange it so 
my heirs will continue to collect this source of income? W.S., Hopkinton. 

A Dear W.S.:Taking all or part of the profit on the sale of your 

property in the form of a mortgage has both pros and cons. On 
* the positive side, offering to take back a mortgage can help fa¬ 
cilitate a sale, and will often allow you to receive a higher price. There 
are often tax advantages to selling real estate in this manner. 


Before deciding if and in what form you’ll take 
back a mortgage and note or set up a trust con¬ 
trolling them, consult with your attorney and 
your accountant. 


Despite these positives, it’s generally not a good idea to take back a 
large mortgage when selling your property. Why? Risk. Normally when 
selling real estate you give up ownership and control in return for cash or 
other valuable consideration. By selling your property in return for a 
large mortgage and a promissory note, you give up ownership and con¬ 
trol in return for the promise of receiving cash or other valuable consid¬ 
eration. If the buyer later defaults, your only recourse is to force a fore¬ 
closure sale of the property, often after much delay, expense and aggra-

“I have noticed recently, over the 
past year, that there has been an in¬ 
crease in the demand for lead-paint in¬ 
spections,” said Sutton, owner of Bay 
Colony Inspection Consultants in Mil- 
ton. “But it’s like radon,” he said. 
“It’s one of those things that come 
and go. It seems to be cyclical with 
publicity. When it becomes a big media 
issue, we notice a significant demand. 
What we tell all our clients when there 
is any potential hazard, whether it’s 
lead paint or radon, is that there may 
not be a law concerning those issues 
now, but there might be a law when 
they go to resell the house and some¬ 
one is going to have to address it." 

Robert W. Francis of R.W. Francis 
and Co., Waltham, said he “believes in 
protecting my buyers.” Francis, a 
buyers broker for commercial and in¬ 
vestment buyers, has suggested that 
buyers of multifamily dwellings test for 
almost everything. And if he worked 
with single-family buyers, Francis said, 
“I certainly would encourage that they 
test for lead paint and seek on their 
behalf lead paint testing. ’ ’

Renate Millward of Acres (Ad¬ 
vanced Creative Real Estate Special¬ 
ists) Buyer Real Estate in Wellesley, a 
buyers brokerage firm, said it is her 
practice not to advise clients on “any 
of those issues,” referring to environ¬ 
mental hazards. “I’m a real estate 
consultant and my job is real estate 
and the transaction,” Millward said. “I 
refer clients to a building specialist and 
let him advise our clients as to what 
needs to be done in that case.” 

Another buyer broker, who mainly 
represents people with physical handi¬ 
caps, said he would assume that most 
older homes have lead paint. ”1 did a 
quick look at the Multiple Listing Ser¬ 
vice for houses in Cambridge, Newton, 
Watertown, Belmont and Waltham and 
only two houses of the single-family 
homes listed were being marketed as 
lead-free houses,” said Ron Rothen- 
berg, broker/owner of HomeBase Real 
Estate, Belmont. “When we would try 
to figure out the value of a house to 
make an offer, we would consider that 
it has lead.” 

A deal would be based on the cost 
of having the buyer delead the home, 
Rothenberg said. Rothenberg, who be¬ 
cause of his specialty usually works 
with newer homes, has never come 
across anyone concerned about lead 
paint, he said. “But if a person were 
concerned about it, I would certainly 
suggest a lead test,” he said. 

The laws about lead paint and other 
environmental hazards should be stiff¬ 
ened so that no one has to do any of 
this second guessing, Ecodex’s 
Wightmari said. “When a home is sold, 

I think the structural features should. 
be identified and the environmental 
hazards identified,” he said. “There 
should be full disclosure. I also believe 
that if there is any hazard to children, 
including lead paint, the law should re¬ 
quire abatement by whoever owns the 
home at that time. Once they sign a 
sale agreement, it becomes the buy¬ 
er’s responsibility.”

Down-payment dilemma 

Credit-enhancing steps can improve your chances of getting a loan

U sually the major obstacle to 
purchasing property is the 
acquisition of financing. 
Many prospective home 
buyers believe the only way 
to improve their prospects 
of getting a loan is to save as large a 
down payment as possible. Doing so 
will certainly help, but there are nu¬ 
merous other steps you can take to 
enhance your chances of acquiring a 
mortgage. 

First, find out before you begin 
your home search how large and what

to qualify for. Speaking 
with your accountant will 
help, but the best method 
is to apply for one of the 
pre-approval or pre-qual¬ 
ification mortgage pro¬ 
grams now offered by 
many lenders.

Speaking with your accountant 
will help, but the best method is to ap¬ 
ply for one of the pre-approval or pre¬ 
qualification mortgage programs now 
offered by many lenders. Under these 
programs, both your financial status 
and credit history are researched; if all 
checks out satisfactorily, the lender 
will give you either a pre-approved 
mortgage commitment letter or a pre¬ 
qualified mortgage card. 

However, sometimes all will not 
check out satisfactorily. Often the 
problem involves some negative nota¬ 
tions that show up on your credit re¬ 
port. Is such occurs, does acquiring a 
mortgage become impossible? Not 
necessarily. 

Despite what many prospective 
home buyers believe, many initially 
poor credit reports can be improved 
enough to allow qualification for a loan. 
How such improvement is accom¬ 
plished will depend on what the nega¬ 
tive marks are. In some cases, a nega¬ 
tive notation results from a mistake on 
the part of a creditor. A letter and fol¬ 
low-up phone call to the creditor will 
often affect the negative notation's re¬ 
moval. If the negative notation results 
from a mistake by the credit reporting 
company, a letter and follow-up phone 
call will rectify the problem. 

If the negative marks on your credit 
report are correct, a number of posi¬ 
tive steps can still be taken. If numer¬ 
ous late payments appear, a satisfacto¬ 
ry letter of explanation will often suf¬ 
fice. If late payments are still owed to 
a creditor, even if such payments have 
been classified profit and loss write¬ 
offs (placed for collection), paying off 
the amount owed and preparing a sat¬ 
isfactory letter of explanation will often 
allow you to qualify for some type of fi¬ 
nancing. 


Even if your credit report is clear, 
there are still other credit-enhancing 
steps you should take to improve your 
chances of getting a loan. If you have a 
great deal of revolving debt such as 
credit cards and department store 
charge cards, paying down or off as 
much as possible may help. If your 
debt is the installment type such as a 
car or student loan, pre-paying these 
down to 10 remaining payments will 
help, since installment loans with 10 or 
less payments left are not counted in 
most mortgage qualification formulas. 


In conclusion, if you suspect some 
negative marks will appear on your 
credit report, it’s best to handle them 
before making any type of mortgage 
application. A copy of your report can 
be obtained from credit reporting com¬ 


panies by making a written request and 
enclosing the required fee, usually $15 
to $20. 

Since different lenders use different 
credit reporting companies, check be¬ 
forehand to see which companies your 
potential lenders use. Finally, because 
not all creditors report to the same 
credit reporting companies, and most 
companies do not share information, 
each negative credit notation must be 
handled individually with each separate 
credit reporting company.

vation, which often will not cover the amount owed to you, or to take 
possession of the property; its condition and therefore value may have 
been greatly reduced while under control of the buyer. 

Are there situations in which taking back a mortgage is warranted? 
Yes, but only if; the mortgage represents no more than 25 percent of the 
sales price; you have both the time and money needed to force payment 
on the promissory note; and most importantly, you can afford the loss of 
both the principal and the income due under the mortgage and note if 
necessary. 

If you decide to accept a small portion of the sales price in the form of 
a mortgage and note, in order to direct how this income will be paid after 
your death, it’s best that such be set forth in a new' will or added to your 
already existing will. You might consider setting up a trust designed to 
distribute this income to you during your lifetime and to your devisees 
thereafter. 

Before deciding if and in what form you’ll take back a mortgage and 
note or set up a trust controlling them, consult with your attorney and 
your accountant.

GLOSSARY OF TERMS 


Appraisal— I) the professional examination of 
property for the purpose of estimating its 
current market value. 2) the written report of 
same. 

Assessed value— value placed upon property 
for property tax purposes by the tax assessor. 

Binder— written evidence of insurance which 
covers a limited time; to be replaced later with a 
permanent policy. 

Closing— the final procedure in a real estate 
transaction: when documents are executed 
and/or recorded, title is transferred from seller 
to buyer, funds are disbursed, and the sale is 
completed. 

Closing- cos-buyer's and seller's expenses 
incidental to the sale and purchase of real 
estate, such as title fees, loan fees. etc. 

Closing statement— a statement prepared 
by attorney, broker, escrow company or lendei; 
giving a complete itemization of costs incurred 
in a real estate transaction. A separate statement 
is prepared for the buyer and seller. 

Condominium— a structure of two or more 
units, the interior space (including the wall 
coverings, but not the walls) of each unit being 
individually- owned; the balance of the 
structure and the land is owned in common by 
all the unit owners. 

Conveyance— I) transfer of title. 2) the 
document, such as a deed, by - which title is 
officially transferred. 

Co-op (co-cooperative housing) a structure of 
two or more units which is owned by a 
corporation made up (typically) of the 
occupants. As such, no - real property is owned 
by the individuals, only shares in the 
corporation allocated to particular apartments. 

Deed of trust— used in place of a mortgage 
in some states. Title is transferred to a trustee by 
the borrower, with the lender as beneficiary, 
until the loan balance has been paid. 

Earnest money —deposit of money 
accompanying an offer to buy property, to show 
good faith. 

Effective age—age of a structure as 
estimated by its condition rather than actual 
age. Takes into account rehabilitation and 
maintenance. 

Equity— the market value of a property minus 
the amount of any existing liens. 

Escrow—I) the temporary holding by a third 
(neutral) party of deposited funds pending 
completion of agreed terms in a sales contract. 
2) in some states, all instruments necessary to 
the sale are delivered to a third party, with 
instructions as to their use. 3) thg Jerm ''in 
escrow" is used in some areas to refer to the 
time from completion of sales contract to 
transfer of title. 

Escrow account —see Impound account. 


Escrow company— a company established 
to perform escrow services. 

Home inspection service— a service 
performed by a contractor or experienced 
individual or company; the purpose is to detect 
and diagnose defects in a property and 
generally evaluate its condition. 

Impound account —account held by a 
lender for payment of taxes, insurance, 
including, if necessary, PMI or other periodic 
debts against a property. The borrower pays an 
apportioned amount with each monthly loan 
payment, and the lender pays the bills with the 
accumulated funds. 

Lien— a claim against a property in satisfaction 
of a debt. It can be voluntary, such as a 
mortgage, or involuntary such as for back taxes. 

Listing —I) a property listed for sale. 2) a 
contract between a seller and a real estate 
broker. 

Market value— the current value of real 
estate that a buyer is willing to pay and a seller 
is willing to accept. 

Mortgage— a legal document between lender 
and borrower stipulating the terms of 
repayment of a loan for a specific property: a 
lien has been placed on the property. 

Multiple listing— an exclusive listing, 
submitted to all members of an association, so 
that each may have an opportunity to sell the 
property. 


Multiple listing service —(MLS) a real 
estate service that advises brokers of properties 
that are for sale. 

Point— an amount equal to one percent of the 
principal balance of a mortgage loan. (Two 
points equal 2% of the balance, etc.) 

Private mortgage insurance— (PMI) 
mortgage default insurance designed to pay a 
lender a portion of the outstanding balance of a 
loan in the event that a homeowner defaults. 

Real estate agent —a person licensed by the 
state, who represents a broker in real estate 
transactions. 

Settlement —see Closing. 

Settlement statement— see Closing 
statement. 

Title— proof of ownership. 

Title company- I) a company which issues 
title insurance. 2) in some areas, title companies 
also perform escrow functions. 

Title insurance— protection against the 
consequences of a pre-existing lien or 
encumbrance on a property that is discovered 
after change of ownership. 

Trust deed— see Deed of trust. 

Vesting —conveying ownership.

Cleanup plan 
is set for Exxon 
gasoline station

The long-awaited cleanup of 580 
Main Street is about to begin. 

At a regular meeting of the Con¬ 
servation Commission on Sept. 10 
Ben Frothingham of Environmental 
Resources Management <ERM), 
detailed the first steps toward the 
actual cleanup of the Exxon gasoline 
station located at 586 Main Street in 
the downtown rotary. Underground 
storage tanks were discovered and 
removed from the site in early 1987. 

On Thursday, Sepl. 12. ERM con¬ 
sultants for Exxon, will begin a 
pump test, which is the first of 
several interim measures to “design 
and operate some sort of remedial 
system for the site,” according to 
Frothingham, ERM’s geologist. 

Frothingham said the primary 
objective will eventually be to get 
the contaminated groundwater out 
of the site and clean it up. 

There was some disagreement 
among the board members whether 
the Conservation Commission 
should allow the testing without a 
formal filing with the commission. 
The concern centered on whether 
the interim measures would have 
any effect on wetlands, thus require 
a formal filing of a notice of intent. 

Conservation Commission mem¬ 
ber Andrew Hogeland said, “I‘m 
happy that Exxon has decided to 
breathe some life into this project, I 
think we should allow the pump test 
to go forward.” However, Hogeland 
said to Frothingham. “We want you 
to communicate to Exxon, strong, 
loud and clear, our real irritation 
that this project has fallen through 
the cracks for so long.” 

According to Frothingham, this 
process that treats the affected 
groundwater, is “still in the data 
collection phase of the project,” said 
Frothingham. “it is not the actual 
cleanup.” Frothingham said that it 


will be expensive to transport the 
water off-site, so that any treatment 
system will involve discharge into 
storm drains in the area. 

A mobile treatment unit will ba 
operated at the site by a full-time 
operator from the hours of 8 a.m. to 6 
p.m. Water and petroleum will first 
be pumped into a tanker truck, and 
then will be pumped through a car¬ 
bon treatment system. In order to 
insure the discharged water is clean, 
a gas chromatigraph will be oper¬ 
ated every four hours. The chromat¬ 
igraph measures the amount and 
type of contaminants in the 
groundwater.

Concrete barriers, which were 
erected around the site, will be 
moved to allow the equipment to 
pass through. Caution tape will be 
also be used to keep people from the 
work area, according to 
Frothingham. 

Conservation Commission Chair¬ 
man Joshua Alper noted that the 
significant lapse in response time on 
behalf of Exxon and the Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP> 
could possibly provide the ammum 
tion necessary for the Board of 
Health in their quest to expand their 
current regulatory powers and over¬ 
see the cleanup of sites such as 586 
(See EXXON, page 11 A) 


Student leaders make pitch for clinical counselor

The position of clinical counselor 
at the high school may have been 
reduced, but local student leaders 
are not willing to let the peer 
counseling program go as well. 

At a School Committee meeting on 
Sept. 10, Ben Haskell, the student 
representative to the School Com 
mittee said, “Clinical counselor 
Michelle Diamond provided much 
support for the student body for 
problems ranging from finding lock 
ers to suicide attempts." 

Haskell added that the students 
wished to express their disappoint 
ment over the School Committee’s 
decision to remove the position from 
the staff and contract out the ser¬ 
vices, due to the effect this move 
would have on the peer counselor’s 
program, in which students help 
other students. 

The School Committee voted at its 
meeting on Aug. 27 to leave $20,000 in 
professional, or vendored services, 
rather than maintain a .5 full time 
equivalent (FTE) staff position for 
the clinical counselor. The position 
had been eliminated by the School 
Committee during budget discus¬ 
sions earlier in the year, however 
some monies for that position were 
put back in the budget under the 
professional services category. 

Said Haskell, “The peer counsel¬ 
ing program has affected my life 
greatly. The program gave much 
support to the student body.” How¬ 
ever, Haskell added that a group of 
trained peer counselors along with 


John Ritchie, principal at the high 
school, would attempt to keep the 
program going. 

School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi responded, “I’m thrilled 
that you’re working to revitalize the 
program. I would hope as a student 
and peer counselor that you wouldn’t 
give up on that." 

Lombardi told Haskell that he was 
not going to debate the wisdom of 
funding $20, IKK) versus $35,000 or 
$40, (KK) for the position, however he 
encouraged Haskell to come for¬ 
ward in his new capacity and offer 
any suggestions to the School Com¬ 
mittee on how to keep the program 
alive. 

In finalizing his report to the 
School Committee, Haskell also 
noted that students at the high 
school were experiencing problems 
with scheduling classes Haskell 
said that seniors in particular were 
having trouble because of the 
reduced staffing at the high school. 

Lombardi urged Haskell not to 
give up on his efforts with the peer 
counseling program. It was noted 
that Ritchie will meet with the 
School Committee in early October 
to discuss his approach to keeping 
the program. 

In the public comment period, 
resident Jim Evans said, “As I 
recall, the question was the motion 
to move (the position] to a half-time 
position or not ... ,it was not merely 
a budgetary issue." 

Questioned after the meeting 
regarding his statement, Evans 
stated that he wanted people to real¬ 


ize that, “there was a conscious 
decision that we were not going to 
have a clinical counselor.

Construction on cable television studio at high

Hospital assures there is ‘no risk’ 
from physician who died of AIDS

Winchester Hospital says there 
was no risk of AIDS infection to any 
patient from a doctor who died of 
AIDS-related pneumonia in June 
1990 after working in the hospital’s 
emergency room for eight years. 

Dr. Bruce Shannon, 37, died of 
AIDS-related pneumonia June 4, 
1990, at St. John of God Hospital, 
Boston, according to his death 
certificate. 

He worked in the emergency room 
from September 1981 to October 
1989, hospital officials said. They 
added they did not know until this 
week that Dr. Shannon had AIDS, 
but that he followed the “universal 
precautions” recommended for 
health workers to prevent AIDS con¬ 
traction or transmission. 

Those precautions were developed 
by the federal Center for Disease 
Control (CDC) in Atlanta, Ga. The 
hospital has been following them 
since “the early ‘80s,” said Paddy 
Mullen, vice president of marketing 
at Winchester Hospital. 

Winchester Hospital does not man¬ 


date AIDS tests for healthcare work¬ 
ers, according to hospital President 
Eugene Loubier. 

The Winchester Star obtained the 
doctor’s death certificate from the 
state’s Department of Public Health 
(DPH) while investigating an 
anonymous Aug. 15 letter suggesting 
Dr. Shannon died of AIDS. 

Kate McCormick, spokesperson 
for the State DPH, said that in cases 
where a death certificate lists AIDS 
as the cause of death, “the law 
doesn’t require the notification of an 
employer [by the DPH].” 

Winchester Health Director 
Joseph Tabbi also received a copy of 
the letter, he said this week. The 
town’s Board of Health has not met 
since the letter arrived, he said. He 
added that board chairman Dr. War¬ 
ren Taylor is aware of the letter. 

In response to questions from The 
Star, the hospital said, “The nature 
of an emergency room physician’s 
medical practice at Winchester Hos¬ 
pital does not put patients at risk, 
i.e., physicians do not perform pro¬ 
cedures identified to be associated

with the transmission of the HIV 
virus.” 

The hospital also said, "In addi 
tion, Winchester Hospital has defini 
tive statements from the Director ol 
AIDS Activities/Research and Pro¬ 
fessor of Medicine, Harvard Medical 
School and Mass. General Hospita 
and the Director of the Communic 
able Diseases Division of the Com 
monwealth that a risk of transmis 
sion is ‘zero.’ 

“These experts have advised us 
that ‘there has been no case of 
transmission of the AIDS virus from 
an M.D. to a patient ever recorded 
or reported.’ ” 

Based on those assurances, the 
hospital said it does not plan to offer 
free AIDS testing to past 
emergency-room patients. But they 
added that patients with questions or 
needing reassurance can call the 
hospital’s public information center 
at 756-2148 from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., 
Monday through Friday. 

An information specialist at the 
National AIDS Hotline, a clearing 
house for information from the Cen¬ 
ter for Disease Control (CDC), con¬ 
firmed that there are no documented 
cases of AIDS being transmitted 
from doctor to patient. He added 
that a case in Florida, in which a 
dentist has been suspected of trans¬ 
mitting the disease to five patients, 
has not been resolved. 

The CDC recently released a 
20-page set of guidelines on the sub¬ 
ject. The CDC recommends volun¬ 
tary testing for healthcare workers 
who perform invasive or intrusive 
procedures. 

The CDC also recommends that 
hospitals develop a panel to review 
the duties of their healthcare work¬ 
ers and determine which personnel 
are required to perform intrusive or 
invasive procedures. 

Winchester Hospital is in the pro¬ 
cess of developing such a panel, 
officials said. 

There are no CDC guidelines how¬ 
ever, for what a hospital should do 
when a doctor, employed by the 
hospital, is found to have AIDS. 
These instances are handled “case 
by case,” according to the AIDS 
Hotline information specialist, and 
“left up to the individual healthcare 
facilities.” 

According to Larry Kessler, exeu- 
tive director of the AIDS Action 
Committee of Massachusetts and a 
member of the congressionally 
appointed National Commission on 
AIDS, statistics from the CDC state 
that as few as .08 patients and as 
many as two patients in the course of 
2 million medical procedures will 
contract the AIDS virus from a phys¬ 
ician who is HIV-infected and who is 
using the universal precautions pre¬ 
scribed by the CDC.

The following article is the seven¬ 
teenth installment in a series on 
George Dutton Rand, a prominent 
Boston architect who lived in 
Winchester from 1875-86. Recent 
research shows that he played an 
important role in shaping the Victor¬ 
ian town we know today. His work 
includes Town Hall as well as many 
of the houses built in Winchester 
during the 1870s and ’80s.

As much as George Rand contri¬ 
buted to Winchester’s appearance 
during the 1870s and ’80s, the focus of 
his architectural practice was by no 
means local. 

During the ’80s, he was especially 
busy. In 1883, he began a partnership 
with Bertrand E. Taylor. The new 
firm, Rand & Taylor, came to be 
recognized for playing an important 
role in the building of Boston during 
this period. In addition, the partners 
were engaged in the design of pro¬ 
jects across the continent — from 
New Brunswick to Florida, from 
New Hampshire to Colorado. 

Like Rand, Taylor came from Ver¬ 
mont, where the two men met. Tay¬ 
lor, 22 years younger than Rand, 
was born in St. Johnsbury in 1855 
and was educated at St. Johnsbury’s 
Academy. In 1877, he applied to 
work with Ober & Rand. A letter in 
the Taylor family noted that Taylor 
was offered a position but would 
receive no salary for six months. 
The letter’s present whereabouts is 
unknown, but reference to it sur¬ 
vives in notes in the Rollins College 
Archives. 

After Rand’s partner, J. Foster 
Ober, retired, Taylor became 
Rand’s junior partner. The firm 
address was 28 School St. 

By this time, in 1883, Taylor had 
already become actively involved in 
the Ober & Rand practice. In 1880, 
the firm had been busy with the 
redesign and expansion of Boston’s 
Hotel Vendome, 160 Commonwealth 
Ave. 


1888, they also maintained a resi¬ 
dence in Newton, which was listed in 
the Boston Directories. 

Through the 1880s, the firm prac¬ 
tice broadened. In 1888, Rand & 
Taylor designed a brick house for 
J.C. Chase of Topeka, Kansas. 
According to the April 21 issue of the 
American Architect, it cost $16,000,

From 1879 on, both Rand and Tay¬ 
lor regularly designed buildings for 
Dwight L. Moody’s Northfield Semi¬ 
nary for Young Ladies. Today the 
Northfield campus of the Northfield 
Mount Hermon School presents a 
splendid ensemble of the firm’s 
work. 

The success of Rand & Taylor was 
noted in 1885. A directory entitled 
“Leading Manufacturers and Mer¬ 
chants of the City of Boston,’’ at the 
Boston Public Library, describes the 
firm’s practice. It comments, 
“Among the most enterprising and 
popular firms of architects who 
share in the credit of Boston’s 
architectural beauty is that of 
Messrs. Rand & Taylor...” (p. 126). 

The firm designed many commer¬ 
cial buildings in Boston. Although 
buildings on Temple Place and on 
Tremont Street no longer stand, files 
for them are available in the Fine 
Arts Department of the Boston Publ¬ 
ic Library. On the other hand, the 
National Express Company build¬ 
ing, from 1888, survives at 65-67 and 
79-83 Franklin St. Also intact are a 
number of brick commercial build¬ 
ings on South Street, again from 
1888. They are 102-4, 112, 121-23 and 
129-31 South St. 

Much of the firm’s practice was 
devoted to the design of suburban 
homes. Both the Cambridge Histori¬ 
cal Commission and the Brookline 
Preservation Commission have 
documented many houses by Rand & 
Taylor. Reports in the American 
Architect and Building News show 
that the men designed a number of 
houses in Newton as well. 

Taylor ultimately settled in New¬ 
ton, where he built a handsome 
home on Grant Avenue and Beacon 
Street, which still stands. This stone 
and shingled dwelling, with a Queen 
Anne turret, was illustrated in the 
April 27,1889, issue of the American 
Architect. 

Rand, too, claimed a Newton 
address. In 1886, he and his wife left 
their Winchester house to spend 
more time in Florida. In 1887 and

which suggests a large home. 

The Aug. 4, 1888, issue of the 
American Architect records that 
Rand & Taylor designed a stone 
dwelling for Charles E. Dickinson of 
Denver. In 1896, it was leased as 
Colorado’s governor’s mansion. 
According to the Rocky Mountain 
News, the house was “one of the 
most complete and elegantly fin¬ 
ished residences in Denver, the 
woodwork being of hard woods fine¬ 
ly polished” (Dec. 7, 1896). The 
Dickinson house was demolished in 
1930. 

Another firm project of the 1880s 
was the design of the original Algon¬ 
quin Hotel in St. Andrews, New 
Brunswick. This Shingle Style struc¬ 
ture was illustrated in the Dec. 14, 
1889, issue of the American 
Architect. It burned in 1914. 

Sorting out Rand’s work from Tay¬ 
lor’s is possible to a limited extent. 
Obituaries for the two men provide a 
few clues. 

Rand clearly designed the houses 
and buildings for his neighbors in 
Winchester. A Boston Herald obitu¬ 
ary also credits Rand with the 
design of the Millis library and 
depot, today Millis Town Hall, from 
1885 (Nov. 14, 1910). In addition, 
Rand may be credited with the work 
done under the firm name in Flori¬ 
da, where he was spending a great 
deal of his time. 

On the other hand, one may 
assume that Taylor had a number of 
his own clients in Newton. One intri¬ 
guing residential development is to 
be found on Gray Cliff Road, behind 
Taylor’s home. The road winds up

The season of politics 


With the passage of Labor Day, 
the season of fall begins, and so does 
the season of the politician. In 
Winchester, we’ll get through the 
fall this time without having to take 
to the polls to elect anyone. For 
most, that’s quite a relief. But it 
shouldn’t signal a season of 
complacency. 

By next March, the races will 
"heat up” again, as the newspapers 
say, and Winchester residents will 
no longer take for granted quiet 
Saturday mornings at the transfer 
station. Instead, there will be politi¬ 
cians waiting, even there, to prac¬ 
tice their own special brand of 
dumping — or recycling, if you will. 

But that’s next March right? To 
many, that’s too far off to even think 
about. Most people are a long way 
from fathoming even another New 
England winter, which is the long 
and tiresome predecessor of the poli¬ 
tician on the stump. So who could 
possibly be ready to hear the 
phrases "Prop. 2V’ and "fiscal 
year 1993 budget?” 

But we’ve had enough of that 
brand of nonchalance here in 
Winchester. It’s that kind of apathy 
that leads to unwanted tax hikes, 
potential school closings and general 
political malaise. While the voters of 
Winchester sleep this fall away, the 
politicians will be making the deci¬ 
sions that should lead voters to pass 
judgment next year. The problem is, 
no one is listening. And that means 
that too many voters will be easy 
prey for the incumbant politician — 
nee political animal — next spring. 


The only people who can hold the 
politicians in town accountable are 
the voters. Now is the time, when the 
politicians are making the "big” 
decisions, that people should be 
watching. What are they saying and 
how are they voting? Are they keep¬ 
ing the promises they made during 
the last election campaign? Is our 
town well served? 

What these politicians spout in the 
heat of an election campaign is not 
always translated into a voting 
record. Most politicians hang their 
hats on future goals, rather than 
past records. And many politicians 
have hidden agendas that keep them 
from fulfilling their dutiful cam¬ 
paign pledges. Politicians are also 
armed with the knowledge that no 
matter how much the public is 
affected by what they do, most vot¬ 
ers just aren’t paying attention. 

The solution to this is simple. 
Responsible voters are the ones who 
keep themselves informed through¬ 
out the year, and don’t play catch up 
by soaking up campaign rhetoric in 
March. Informed voters are armed 
with knowledge. 

The power of the voters goes much 
farther in replacing lousy officials 
than it does trying to influence them 
once they are in office. 

Just one more thought. Politicians 
differ greatly from dedicated town 
officials who serve on local boards. 
The difference is known not only by 
the officials themselves, but should 
be known by the voters.

The junior high 
was Ray Dickman

As the air assumed autumnal 
crispness for the 1952-1953 school 
season the beautiful 20-year-old 
Winchester Junior High School 
opened its Main Street doors on 
the eve of great change. 

We students — so recently 
gathered into the future Winches¬ 
ter High Class of 1958 not only had 
to cope with the novelty of attend¬ 
ing school "downtown” — but 
had to adapt quickly to the confu- 
sion fostered by new 
construction. 

Principal Raymond Dickman 
had guided growth of the new 
"junior high concept” since the 
building was opened in 1932, and 
it is to his great credit that the 
last junior high classes in that 
building matriculated with a 
minimum of trauma. 

Mr. Dickman presided with 
class — and a quiet pride — over 
that building, and was firmly sup¬ 
ported by his dedicated faculty. 

Up on the third floor, Claire 
Fitzpatrick exposed all of us to 
the richness of our heritage in her 
history classes — while Frank 
Provinzano helped us assimilate 
the wonders of today and tomor¬ 
row in his seventh- and eighth- 
grade science classes. 

Velma Thompson was very 
"old school” in conveying proper 
diction and grammar in her Engl¬ 
ish classes — though once she 
broke the pattern when she 
caught the future Local Observer 
giving Janice Krysto a playful 
kick during a class recitation of 
Joyce Kilmer’s "Trees.” 

Edna Hatch, who first taught in 
the Winchester school system in 
1915, stoically placed lopsided 
ashtrays and bulbous clay ani¬ 
mals into her kiln to fire colorful 
glazes applied by her art students 
— while the volatile, but warmly 
sensitive Eleanor Anifantis intro¬ 


duced many of us to Bizet, 
Mozart and Beethoven for the 
first time. 

It is difficult, even today, to 
hear "Ballet Egyptian” by Lui- 
gini without remembering Miss 
Anifantis juggling her thick 78 
rpm records into the old Magna- 
vox record player sitting at the 
head of the class. She also led 
innumerable choruses of "The 
Winchester Junior High Song” 
(to the tune of Funiculi-Funicula) 
written by students Judy Dellick- 
er and Cathy Tonon. 

Mickey Meurling showed us 
that a gym was not just for ath¬ 
letes as he occasionally called 
square dances for us — while 
Paul Goodwin and Otis Leary 
presided over a fully equipped 
industrial arts program in the 
basement — not only for us, but 
for the lofty high school students 
as well. 

We students were marched 
double file across Main Street 
and back each day to the high 
school cafeteria for lunch. Claire 
Boyle — an institution in the 
cafeteria — always had a warm 
smile and a witty remark as she 
punched her cash register at the 
end of the line. 

By November 1953, three 
houses on Warwick Terrace had 
been demolished for new con¬ 
struction and students were leav¬ 
ing the building on a bridge of 
planks onto the dusty lot between 
the school and the Unitarian 
Church. 

In January 1956 the class of 
1958 — after surviving double 
sessions at the old high school 
and Wadleigh School — moved 
back into its old junior high as 
sophomores, in a new Winchester 
High School. 

Two years later it graduated 
from that building looking toward 
its shining future.

This resident’s a cop - and much more

If you asked Malcolm Sparrow 
what he did for a living, he might tell 
you he’s a cop, and that would be 
true enough; but it wouldn’t, some¬ 
how, tell it all. 

Born and educated in England, he 
took Double First Class Honors in 
Math at Cambridge; then went on to 
get a Master’s and a PhD there. 
“They wanted me to be a pure 
mathematician,” he said recently, 
"but it would have been like playing 
chess all my life; intellectually sti¬ 
mulating, but of no earthly use. I 
wanted do to something useful.” So, 
at the age of 21, he joined the police 
force, and soon rose to the rank of 
Dectective Chief Inspector. 

When the London Times came to 
interview him, he said, "I was keen 
to prove that I could wheel in the 
villains.” He did that, at a prize¬ 
winning rate. He also devised a 
computerized process, on which he 
holds patents, for analyzing and 
matching up fingerprints in a way 
that was never before possible; won 
a fellowship which brought him to 
Harvard’s Kennedy School of Gov¬ 
ernment for a degree in Public 
Administration; co-authored two 
books, the highly acclaimed "Bey¬ 
ond 911,” a study of community 
policing here in the States, and one 
called “Ethics in Government;” 
joined the faculty at the Kennedy 
School; and became a resident and 
homeowner here in our town. 

We first met Malcolm one Sunday 
when he and his wife Penny, a pri¬ 
vate school math teacher, appeared 
in our church: Malcolm in the green 


open-necked sweater he has worn 
nearly every Sunday ever since. 
Some time into the friendship, a few 
of us teased him about it. "Once I 
was calling on houses in our parish 
back in England,” he told us. "And I 
met a man who said he used to watch 
people passing on their way to 
church Sunday mornings and think 
how lovely they all looked. But he 
knew he could never go himself, 
because he didn’t have a suit. I 
decided then I’d never wear a suit to 
church again.” 

It’s been more than interesting 
having Malcolm and Penny in our 
lives. They’re unpretentious. 
They’re funny. And Malcolm is a 
handy guy to know. One night as he 
sat down at a friend’s piano, its 
owner mentioned that the pedals 
were stuck. In a flash he was on the 
floor and the piano was in pieces. 
"It’s just the anchors and pivots,” 
he called up to us merrily, quickly 
and expertly setting them right. It’s 
true he makes the rest of us look 
bad: runs Marathons as casually as 
we all go to the movies; plays killer 
tennis; plays both piano and flute at 
the concert level. "Is there anything 
else you do that we should know 
about?” I asked him once. “How 
many languages do you speak?” 
"Only English,” he quickly replied. 
"Maybe a smattering of French, 
German, Ancient Greek.” 

He once beat Great Britain’s 
Chess Champion at table tennis, 
playing with a butter knife. He can 
bounce tennis balls off his biceps and 
catch them again. He can do magic. 
Once, having announced he knew 


magic tricks, he began setting up 
and executing a whole series of 
them, to the delight of our 
assembled children. The friend with 
the once-broken piano pedals leaned 
over to me, mock wide-eyed, and 
whispered, "Do you think he’s 
Jesus?” Malcolm has that effect on 
people. 

And if this were all about him, it 
would be enough. But last fall he and 
Penny saw a piece in the New York 
Times about a family of six kids, 
ages seven to 17, who were brought 
to this country from Zaire and then 
abandoned, through a long and. 
unfortunate series of events. Not 
many of us will read such a piece in 
the Sunday paper and ask, "How can 
I help?” But that’s just what Mal¬ 
colm and Penny did. They picked up 
the phone. At Thanksgiving, they 
drove to New York to meet the kids. 
At Christmas, the kids came here for 
a few days. And last Tuesday, after 
nine months of suspense on both 
sides, all six moved in for keeps. By 
February, if all goes according to 
plan, Malcolm and Penny will have 
adopted them. 

In Malcolm’s book on Ethics, he 
talks about the virtuous individual 
as having "imagination and intelli¬ 
gence enough to see what can be 
done ... and strength of purpose 
enough to do it.” It’s a pretty good 
definition, I think. 

Because wheeling in the villains is 
OK for warm-ups. Honors and prizes 
are nice too. But to open your life 
and heart to six young strangers — 
well, that seems a lot closer to the 
work we’re really all called to do in 
this world.

suspect that he was right. 

^ For instance, the first tree that 
caught my attention — tree number 
one, the one across from the Post 
Office, is not alone in that area. The 
much smaller tree, near the center 
of the bridge over the Aberjona, is 
also an elm. 

There are two beautiful elm trees 
on Bacon Street near Lakeview, a 
couple more on Washington Street 
near Leonard Field, a large one at 
the corner of the Freeman estate, at 
Lawson and Highland, one more, a 
large one at Main and South Gate¬ 
way, and another on Main and Char- 
don streets, a real beauty with a 
classical wine-glass silhouette. 

Once I started looking for them I 
began to find them. In fact, I found 
quite a number in Wiscasset, Me., 
which showed me that here is still a 
chance that the elm will survive the 
Dutch elm beetle. 

As for the chestnut, the last one I 


know of in Winchester was one 1 
found while on a Planning Board trip 
to look over what is now the area 
known today as “The Ledges” (I 
doubt if that little tree managed to 
survive the bulldozers). 

While on the subject of chestnut 
trees, however, 1 have this to relate; 
a few weeks ago while talking to 
some young loggers, cutting down 
some mature trees on land I have 
owned for many years in Windsor, 
N.H., I had occasion to ask them if 
they ever ran across any chestnut 
trees these days. 

They replied that about a decade 
or so ago, they logged off an area 
above Black Pond that was covered 
with chestnut trees, and that on a 
trip up to the area lately they found 
that the place was covered today 
with small chestnut trees springing 
up from the old roots. 

As we drove away, they preceded 
us with their pick-up truck, and as 
we came out onto the “hot-topper,” 
there they were, parked by the side 


of the road, waving a leafy branch 
out of the driver’s window. We 
grabbed it as we drove by, and sure 
enough, there it was, the long nar¬ 
row toothed leaf of the old New 
England chestnut tree. Proof enough 
that it may be down, but is not yet 
“out,” and is still battling the blight 
down in the undergrowth.

Hospital sees ‘no risk’ from doctor who had AIDS

But, according to Kessler, of the 
more than 00,000 patients who have 
been recalled for HIV testing nation¬ 
wide, either because of dental office 
or emergency-room exposure to the 
AIDS virus, the case of the Florida 
dentist is still the only suspected 
case of physician-to-patient 
transmission. 

“People shouldn’t think they’re 
going to get AIDS if blood spills on 
their skin,’’ Kessler said. 

Kessler added that the transmis¬ 
sion of vomit or spit, or the act of 
shaking hands will not transmit the 
virus. 

According to Kessler, AIDS Action 
is getting more and more complaints 
from doctors and nurses regarding 
testing for the HIV virus, even if it is 
done on a voluntary basis. Said 
Kessler, “the implication is that you 
will be without a job [if tested HIV¬ 
positive I.” 

More and more physicians will opt 
out of working in the emergency 
room setting, said Kessler and he 
added, “a witch hunt is not going to 
get us anywhere.” 


Kessler said that if he receives a 
call from a doctor who says he is 
HIV positive, he asks a series of 
questions of the doctor. Kessler said 
he asks the doctor if he understands 
what universal precautions are, and 
recommends that if the doctor feels 
he is involved in a case that puts a 
patient at risk, he should recom¬ 
mend another doctor to the patient. 

Kessler says all healthcare per¬ 
sonnel should be trained and re¬ 
trained to make sure they fall within 
the universal precautions guide¬ 
lines. The precautions, according to 
Kessler, are to protect the doctor, 
the patient and to protect the bridge 
between the patient (as the doctor 
moves from patient to patient). 

These precautions include the use 
of rubber gloves at all times, proper 
sterilization of equipment and a host 
of other measures. 

The time period between infection 
with the HIV virus and the onset of 
illness is usually “very long,” 
according to Kessler. “The mean 
time is 11 years. Generally speak¬ 
ing, most people have been infected 
for 10 years,” said Kessler. 


Although he added that it is possi¬ 
ble for someone to contract the dis¬ 
ease and exhibit symptoms earlier, 
Kessler said, “if someone got the 
virus at 34 [years of age] we assume 

they contracted the disease when 
they were 24. If they got AIDS at 27, 
we assume they contracted the virus 
in their late teens.” 

There is a difference between 
being HIV-positive and having 
AIDS, said Kessler. According to 
Kessler, when a person is HIV¬ 
positive the virus is working in their 
system, beginning its work of gob¬ 
bling up cells and destroying them. 
Then, eventually, this action 
destroys the helper cells of the 
immune system. 

On the other hand, AIDS is a 
collection of diseases, or a syn¬ 
drome, according to Kessler. The 
immune system does not react to 
fight off cancers or pneumonias or 
any of the 34 opportunistic infections 
that characterize full-blown AIDS. 

Said Kessler, “a normal person 


fights off these infections, most often 
without knowing they are even ill.” 
With the virus in its later stages, 
according to Kessler, “everything 
you’ve ever been exposed to 
becomes a threat...” 

According to Kessler, testing of 
physicians has not been mandated 
by the Legislature. But, says Kess¬ 
ler, that action is in the offing. 
Kessler expressed the hope that 
such mandatory testing w'ouid follow 
some reasonable thinking on the 
part of the legislature as to how 
often to test and who to test. 

Said Kessler, “Testing only pro¬ 
vides a snapshot, it tells you the 
physician’s condition several 
months ago,” ... “It takes three to 
six months to detect an infection. A 
doctor could conceivably have a 
clean slate, then go out and do some¬ 
thing unsafe, then the next day 
infect a patient.” 

Kessler said that trying to be "vir¬ 
us police” was not the answer and 
that testing is really only a small 
part of the total answer.

are not ready for first grade); a .72 
(FTE) instructional aide was added 
to assist in the two kindergarten at 
Lynch with more than 25 children in 
each; a full-time instructional aide 
at Vinson Owen Elementary School 
will assist in the kindergarten 
(which has 25 children) and fifth 
grade (which has 30 children); and a 
.5 (FTE)instructional aide will be 
added at the high school. 

According to Mitsakos, all of the 
aides’ salaries, with the exception of 
the high school aide, would come 
from the savings derived from not 
filling a budgeted position of a first- 
grade teacher. The position was not 
filled since enrollments in that grade 
at Muraco remained at a total of 21 
in one first grade class and 23 in 
another, said Mitsakos. 

The high school aide and some 
relief for the staffs of Ambrose and 
Lincoln Elementary schools was 
also the subject of the superinten¬ 
dent’s presentation. Since there are 
no aides at either elementary school, 
Mitsakos recommended using the 
high school revolving tuition account 


to cover the high school aide position 
and to expend the remainder of the 
funds to negotiate with the teacher’s 
union to cover before and after 
school supervision of the elementary 
children. 

Mitsakos said that that is current¬ 
ly being accomplished by the princi¬ 
pal at one of the schools but there 
were safety concerns involved. 
According to Mitsakos, by “using 
voodoo economics” the schools will 
manage to stretch the available 
funds. 

Mitsakos reported a 2 percent 
overall increase in the student popu¬ 
lation, which represents the second 
annual increase after 15 years of 
decreases, according to Mitsakos. 

Also, Mitsakos reported a 4 per¬ 
cent increase in the elementary 
population; a 1 percent increase in 
the middle school population and a 2 
percent drop at the high school level. 

In other matters, plans for a trip to 
France for a group of students in the 
McCall honor choir garnered the 
preliminary approval of the School 
Committee.

Said Alper, “DEP just went to 
sleep.” 

Conservation Administrator 
Elaine Vreeland asked that the com¬ 
mission be kept notified of the test 
results. 

. In other business 

Developer Angelo Marotta 
received a six-week extension on an 
order of conditions to clean up his 
property on 134 Cross Street. 

The property is the former site of 
J.O. Whitten Co., a leather tannery. 
According to Conservation Commis¬ 
sioner Rita Breen, it is a priority 
hazardous waste site, registered by 
the DEP. Marotta has said that he 
was aware of the contamination 
when he purchased the site in 1987. 
He has also noted that he had 
planned to build condominiums on 
the property, until a letter of credit 
in the form of a revolving loan, was 
cut off. 

Conservation Commissioner 
Edward Barker moved to grant the 
extension based on his concern that 
the site would never get cleaned up if 
the present order were allowed to 
lapse. There was disagreement 
among some members whether to 
grant an extension or draft an 
entirely new order with more 
conditions. 

The commission agreed that an 
extension could be granted for a 
shorter time period than two years, 
as was originally requested, in order 
to give Suzanne Matthews, attorney 
for Marotta, time to “digest” the 
new conditions. 

According to Alper, if the special 
conditions are not agreed upon, the 
order could become extended 
through the appeal process, grant¬ 
ing a free and clear extension of two 
years without any conditions. Alper 
argued repeatedly to convince other 
members of the commission to deny 
the extension based on failure to 
show unavoidable delay. 

Matthews reiterated that there 
was unavoidable delay in the clea¬ 
nup of the site due to the finances for 
the project being cut off from the 
bank. 

Alper pointed to Marotta’s 
repeated attempts to deny paper¬ 
work to the commission on the 
expenditure of some $200,000 in 
funds, which, says Alper, were paid 
to Marotta by Hudson Industries, the 
prior tenant, and earmarked for the 
cleanup. 

In the end, the commissioners 
agreed to ask Marotta to consider 
five conditions before they would 
grant a full two-year extension. 

First, a fence to be erected to keep 
small children out of the area; a sign 
to be erected notifying public of 
hazardous waste on the site; and 
upon starting the cleanup, a list of 
names was requested to be provided 
to the commission of contractors; 
and lastly, the filing of monthly 
reports on the progress of the clea¬ 
nup with the commission. 

According to Commissioner 
Andrew Hogeland the control of the 
contractors would give the mem¬ 
bers, “quality control of who does 
the work.”

Winchester boys soccer team develops offensive, tops Watertown

Winchester High School boys soc¬ 
cer coach Eugene Bouley thought 
that if his team had a weakness as it 
entered the regular season, it was 
the team’s inability to put the ball 
into the net consistently.

1- 0 just 10 minutes into the first half, 
the lightning-quick Yamamura took 
a lead pass from sophomore fullback 
David Hood and snuck it past the 
sprawled Watertown goalie to tie the 
game at one. 

The Sachems dominated play 
throughout the first half, but saw 
themselves trailing 2-1 after goalie 
Kris Oliver and sweeper Mike Cram¬ 
er collided while attempting to clear 
a high bouncing ball from the goal 
area. Oliver tried to slap the ball 
away but it deflected off Cramer and 
into the goal, and Watertown had a 

2- 1 lead. 

Sachem forward Peter French 


knotted the game at 2 with a fantas¬ 
tic individual effort as the clock 
ticked down near the end of the half. 
Taking a long clearing pass from 
senior fullback Jason Capadanno, 
French dribbled deep into the left 
corner of the field, made a nifty spin 
move to shake two defenders, then 
circled back out to the top of the goal 
area before unleashing a powerful 
blast past a stunned Watertown goa¬ 
lie. In all. French shed five or six 
seperate defenders in his one-man 
assault. 

The Sachems outshot the Red 
Raiders 12-5 in the first half, but had 
only a 2-2 tie to show for it. 

The Sachems wore down a weary 
Watertown team in the second half. 
While Winchester coach Bouley was 


substituting liberally throughout the 
contest, Watertown stayed with the 
same 11 players, substituting just 
twice through the entire game. 

The Sachem’s depth was very evi¬ 
dent when Bouley pulled the entire 
offensive front five for reserves 
about halfway throught the second 
half. After a five-minute rest in 
which the second unit kept the score 
tied at 2, the starting team reap¬ 
peared, refreshed and ready to go. 

Within two minutes, the Sachems 
posted two goals. The first, with just 
under nine minutes to play, came 
from winger Shaun Oliver, courtesy 
of Peter French. French, who was 
one of the best players on the field 


for the Sachems throughout the con¬ 
test, threaded a beautiful lead pass 
to Oliver, who simply outran the 
Watertown fullbacks and got to the 
ball a split second before the oppos¬ 
ing goalie, flicking it past him and 
into the net for the go-ahead score.

Talking cheaper 

Budget woes fuel changing opportunities in broadcasting

W hen it comes to 
broadcasting, 
many young 
people with 
resonant voices 
and the gift of gab are lured by 
expectations of fame and fat salaries. 

But even successful veterans 
caution that sweet deals for top 
television and radio broadcasters are 
fast becoming historical footnotes. 
They say this is not only due to the 
recession but also to growing 
demands on people’s time and 
alternative ways for advertisers to 
reach consumers, such as through 
the mail. 

There will, however, be 
numerous lower-level job 
opportunities generated around the 
country over the next several years 
by an industry trend toward more 
regional cable television news 
coverage and a variety of radio 
programming done at rock-bottom 
cost. 

David MacNeill, general manager 
at WCRBin Waltham and a 
Framingham resident, pointed out 
that broadcasting thrives on fresh 
faces and voices to satisfy audiences’ 
and advertisers’ appetites for new 
and different programs. 



“You have to respond to newer 
times,” said MacNeill, who has 
worked for WCRB, a classical FM 
station, for more than 40 years. 

Events last week in the Boston 
radio market, exemplified the latest 
industry changes. After 15 years as 
Boston’s venerable all-news station 
and the loss of $2 million, WEEI on 
Monday became an all-sports talk 
station. The owners — the Boston 
Celtics — are banking on the move 
to cut costs and boost revenue. 

Management filled the popular 
morning drive-time news slot with a 
trio of talk-show hosts spearheaded 
by Andy Moes, who specializes in 
off-color humor. 

While the sports features later in

the day won praise from critics, 

Moes garnered mostly unflattering 
reviews of his on-air style. 

“You couldn’t do that sort of 
thing when I started in radio,” said 
MacNeill, 59. “Nowadays, people 
keep testing the balloon. ’ ’ 

One casualty of the shift at WEEI 
— along with about 22 other laid-off 
news staffers and reporters — was 
Nick Mills, who for the past year 
was the morning drive-time 
newscaster. Mills is also an associate 
professor in the College of 
Communications at Boston 
University where he has taught 
courses for the past three years. 

During an interview last week, 
Mills was rueful about the shift away 
from news coverage at WEEI, hut 
emphasized his full-time job is still at 
BU. He also starts a new job this 
Monday doing the morning news at 
WVBF. 

That station and others are 
scrambling to fill the local radio news 
void left by WEEI. 

Asked how it felt to be staying 
home last Monday morning, Mills 
said, “It felt great. At 4 a.m., I 
don’t care what you’re doing, that’s 
an awful time to get up. ’ ’ 

Mills, a 49-year-old Charlestown 
resident, said that while he was not 
privy to all the reasons for changes 
at WEEI, an all-news format is

general is following television on the 
cost-cutting path. 

“I think, like television, they’re

Mills said he recently sat in on 
meetings between a radio station 
owner in Maine and a prospective 
buyer — whom he was representing 
as a consultant — that offered 
insights into the fiscal crunch at 
many radio stations.

‘ 'The seller purchased it four 
years ago for $2.1 million and he’s 
trying to sell it for $700,000. It 
wasn’t worth that, ’ ’ he said.' 'With 
the deregulation of the 1980s, there 
was tremendous speculation. People 
paid mega sums for television and 
radio stations. With the economy 
superheated, you could pay your 
debts, but once it cooled a little, you 
couldn’t.” 

And in television, cable stations 
are eating away at the networks’ 
audience share. Mills pointed out 
that since Ted Turner caught the 
television industry’s attention with 
his Cable News Network, smaller 
cable companies are claiming pieces 
of the audience pie as well. 

In the New England market, the 
Hearst Corp. and Continental 
Cable vision will launch a 24-hour 
New England cable news channel 
next year devoted to local and 
regional news coverage. 

Based in the Channel 5 studios in 
Needham, the cable channel will 
need both on-air talent, managers 
and technical people. 

"The marketplace is spreading 
out,” said Mills. 

For aspiring broadcasters, the 
changes will likely spell more modest 
careers. 

1 ‘I think they can give up the 
hope of being a million-dollar 
anchorman ... I think we’re in the 
last generation of megabucks anchor 
people,” said Mills. "There are 
going to be a lot of opportunities, but 
they’re not going to be as 
lucrative.” 

Mills’ own career has been 
peripatetic. After graduating from 
BU and stints in the Peace Corps 
and Army, the Maine native 
returned to Boston for six years to 
do news at WHDH in the mornings 
with Jess Cain. 

He also worked briefly in New 
York before coming back to Boston 
to write a book and ‘ ‘quit radio 
forever.” 

That was until last year when 
WEEI offered him a two-year 
contract that allowed Mills to 
continue teaching. 

1 T like being on the air — telling 
people what’s going on in the world. 

I like the way the medium works, 


passing on information with words 
and sounds, ’ ’ said Mills. 

Radio has long intrigued john 
Frassica as well. He has worked for 
WNTN in Newton for the past six 
years and now does a morning talk 
show with guests ranging from 
Roxanne Pulitzer to Newton 
Department of Public Works 
Director James Hickey. 

The AM station also does local 
news, other talk shows and a variety 
of ethnic programming. 

"I always wanted to be in radio, 
and I can remember pretending to be 
on the radio,” said Frassica, a 25- 
year-old Newton resident, who said 
that as a kid, he idolized Dave 
Maynard. 

Frassica got his start at WNTN in 
sales, which he hated. But he 
listened and learned about the 
business. He got his first chance on 
the air when another broadcaster 
didn’t show up one night. After that, 
Frassica filled in for talk host Charlie 
Brennan and finally replaced him 
when Brennan went to a St. Louis 
station three years ago. 

Frassica said he has at times tried 
to copy other broadcasters’ styles, 
but has found it best to simply be 
himself. 

He advises newcomers to the 
business to educate themselves 
about the formats at different 
stations before applying and 
targeting the ones of interest. 

Frassica, a graduate of Mt. Ida 
College, and Mills also said education 
is important to broadcasting careers. 

Mills urges BU students to do as 
many internships as possible. 

"Employers look at a student 
who not only has a good academic 
record but one who has done 
multiple internships. They want to 
know you’re not a stranger to a 
newsroom,” he said. 

MacNeill said some of the best 
advice he got as a young broadcaster 
came from WCRB veteran Bill 
Sherman. 

"Bill said the primary thing you 
should remember is you’re entering 
people’s homes, so take your hat off 
your voice,” said MacNeill. 
"Remember you’re talking to 
people, not a microphone. ’’

Loans and languages 

Clearinghouse provides list of Realtors who know more than real estate 


M ost people looking to 
buy or sell a house seek 
a real estate agent who 
knows the market, has a 
handle on current inter¬ 
est rates, is a good lis¬ 
tener and is personable. 

Those, at the very least, are the 
basics. Yet, more and more people are 
looking for more than that, for brokers 
who may not only be exceedingly fa¬ 
miliar with the fiduciary end of the 
market, but can explain it fluently - in 
French, or Chinese, or even American 
Sign Language. 

The Marketing Institute of the 
Greater Boston Real Estate Board 
(GBREB) saw a growing need for 
brokers with certain specialties and, in 
response, created the Realtors Service 
Clearinghouse, a compilation of mem¬ 
bers who have expertise in everything 
from VA loans to special needs hous¬ 
ing. 

“Consumers are much more edu¬ 
cated than even a few years ago about 
the home-buying process," said Marie 
Grimm, managing director of the Mar¬ 
keting Institute. “They are looking to 
deal with a Realtor with an area of ex¬ 
pertise that may not be publicized any¬ 
where." More often than not, she

said, consumers request Realtors who 
speak their language. 

“Many people often bring their par¬ 
ents along when they’re going to buy a 
home," Grimm said. “They may be 
first or second generation from some¬ 
where else and may be more comfort¬ 
able dealing with a Realtor who speaks 
their language. Quite a few of our 
members speak a different language 
(other than English), so we can match 
those (Realtors) by giving the consum¬ 
er a list." 

Many parents who accompany their 
children house hunting only speak the 
native language, said Ruth Wu Lieu, a 
broker with Cooperative Realty, New¬ 
ton. “They don’t speak English at all. 
I’m sort of the direct communication. 
Even the children feel more comfort¬ 
able with me. I guess it’s psychologi¬ 
cal," said Wu Lieu, who speaks Tai¬ 
wanese and Mandarin. 

Many Chinese speak different dia¬ 
lects, Wu Lieu said, and they are as 
different as French is to German. In 
fact, she doesn’t understand a word of 
Cantonese. “In America, we really 
don’t have a dialect," she said. “But 
it’s as if you’re from Georgia and you 
meet someone else who is from Geor¬ 
gia. When you speak to them, you’re 
like an old friend. 

“Sometimes, people feel more

her language capabilities in a Chinese 
newspaper. "It’s not that they don’t 
trust Americans." Many of her clients 
are, in fact, not Oriental. 

Having brokers who speak a sec¬ 
ond, or even third language has been 
“tremendously helpful," said Alison 
Schechter, president, The Prudential 
Landmark Property Specialists, 
Wellesley. “We’ve done a substantial 
amount of business with both Japanese 
and Korean families. It’s not only 
knowing the language," said Schech¬ 
ter, whose staff includes a Korean bro¬ 
ker and a Japanese part-time broker. 

“Many of the men do speak Eng¬ 
lish well, but it’s important 
customwise. Even if they understand 
the language, frequently there can be 
problems in negotiations. Using the na¬ 
tive speaker is not only something to 
combat the language barrier, but it’s 
also helpful in the cultural barrier," 
she said. 

So far, Schechter said, most of the 
referrals of foreign-speaking families 
have been by people who have used 
the firm. “We were involved in the 
real estate transaction with the Korean 
Consul, who settled in Wellesley. I’m 
pretty certain most of it is word of 
mouth," she said. 

Although Schechter is fluent in both 
French and Italian, she rarely gets to 
use her skills. 

The same holds true for Norwegian 
Elisabeth Rogen, a broker with 
ERA/Suburban Property Center, Inc., 
Weston. 

“I don’t think the buyer has a way 
of finding out," Rogen said, referring 
to a lack of publicity of multi-lingual 
brokers. “In Florida, they advertise in 
the individual ads from the real estate 
offices that they speak Spanish or 
French. Then they get buyers. ’’ 

Currently, the clearinghouse lists 
brokers who speak French, Italian, 
Vietnamese, Spanish, Russian, Norwe¬ 
gian/Danish, Chinese (Mandarin and 


“It didn’t seem like the

(Gaelic), Farsi (Persian), Latvian, Jap¬ 
anese, German, Greek, Dutch, Czech¬ 
oslovakian, Hungarian and Portuguese. 
While language is by far the most com¬ 
mon specialty listed by the clearing¬ 
house, it is certainly not the most spe¬ 
cialized. 

There are brokers who specialize in 
mobile homes, in like-kind exchanges, 
foreign investments, foreclosures and 
auctions, cooperatives, business brok¬ 
erage, home construction, architectur¬ 
al consultation, historic preservation 
properties, buyer brokerage, even 
American sign language. 

But what may be the most 
timeconsuming for brokers, and their 
clients, and the most rewarding, is 
special needs housing. 

Ron Rothenberg of HomeBase Real 
Estate, Waltham, is one of seven brok¬ 
ers listed with the clearinghouse under 
the heading special needs housing. He 
has made life considerably easier for at 
least two clients. (See related story, 
page 5F.)

started in real estate about three and a 
half years ago. 

"It didn’t seem like the world 
needed one more broker, so I went 
looking for a niche, for people who sort 
of fell through the cracks of standard 
brokerage and weren’t getting the ser¬ 
vice they needed, ’ ’ he said. 

He found that deaf people had com¬ 
munication problems with brokers and 
installed a full-time dedicated TTY 
phone line with an answering machine, 
so that people with the hearing-im¬ 
paired telephone device could have the 
same access as other telephone users, 
he said. 

"Then 1 had a number of custom¬ 
ers who had disabilities who reported 
terrible stories of people just not un¬ 
derstanding their housing needs. I 
thought there was a great opportunity 
to open up the market and provide a 
useful service on top of standard brok¬ 
erage services,” he said. 

His client base, which generally 
comprises those requiring 
wheelchairaccessible housing, started 
by word of mouth, he said, plus adver¬ 
tising in newsletters and magazines 


that deal with the disabled. He also is 
involved with organizations that help 
the disabled, he said. He learned as he 
went along, he said, and read every¬ 
thing he could get his hands on. "But 
like with any real estate customer, ev¬ 
ery client has different needs. You 
have to listen to what they need and 
try to understand how to meet those 
needs,” he said. 

Generally, Rothenberg has his cli¬ 
ents shy away from rental units. "My 
advise in general is to buy a place they 
can stay in for a long time,” he said. 
"That’s particularly true for people 
who have to adapt houses. The idea of 
anyone owning a house and trading up 
is very costly in that case. You end up 
supporting the real estate industry and 
the banking industry. ’ ’ 

Rothenberg works with builders 
and accessibility consultants and is able 
to approximate the costs of adapting 
residences to meet his clients’ needs, 
he said. "I try to put things in per¬ 
spective. People will look at a house 
and say the doors are too narrow, but 
that might only cost $100 to widen the 
door,” he said. "But if they have to 
expand the bathroom, that could be a 


very costly thing. If it has a good-size 
bathroom, they should consider it." 

Certain things, such as ramps, are 
very expensive, Rothenberg said. So 
is widening hallways. But widening 
doorways and lowering light switches 
are relatively cheap, one time deals, 
he said. 

Rothenberg generally deals as a 
traditional broker. Occasionally, he 
acts as a buyer’s broker. And when he 
gets calls from other brokers who have 
clients requiring accessible housing, 
"I’m happy to share information, free 
of charge.” 

Currently, the Clearinghouse lists 
about 200 Realtors, those who re¬ 
sponded to a questionnaire requesting 
information about specialties, Grimm 
said.

The second compromise concerns the type of property you want. A 
condo, as you have said, is out. However, you could afford a two-family 
home with a three-bedroom unit in the immediate Boston area by utiliz¬ 
ing a mortgage program offering old, secondary mortgage market stan¬ 
dards. In simplified terms, under such a mortgage program a multi-family 
home buyer has only to qualify for that portion of the monthly mortgage, 
insurance and tax payment equal to the portion of the property they oc¬ 
cupy. 

For example, if you were to purchase a two-family home for $160,000 
(and many such properties are available in the immediate Boston area) 
with a down payment of 10 percent, which you currently have, your pay¬ 
ment would be about $1400. Under an old secondary mortgage market 
program you’d only have to qualify for $700 per month, which you could 
with your present salary. 

Before finalizing purchase of a home, be sure to seek the assistance of 
an attorney, accountant, property inspector and other qualified real es¬ 
tate professionals.

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Griffin 
museum on 
firm ground

After four years of arduous 
campaigning and fundraising to 
get his photography museum off 
the ground, resident and world- 
reknown photographer Arthur 
Griffin enjoyed the big pay-off 
recently — kicking up some soil. 

Griffin was the man of the hour 
during the ground-breaking cere¬ 
mony last week at the proposed 
Shore Road site where a 
museum, designed as a replica of 
a New England gristmill with an 
enclosed waterwheel, will house 
his works. 

The groundbreaking was the 
culmination of efforts begun in 
1987, which included the process 
of gaining approval from a bevy 
of town boards, as well as raising 
$200,000 to boost an endowment 
fund for the museum. 

Griffin comments to the crowd 
were brief, yet to the point, 
“Thank you all, I love you all.” 

The Sept. 12 ceremony was 
attended by approximately 100 
residents and supporters who 
gathered at the museum site on 
the shores of Judkins Pond in the 
town center. 

Said Whitney Gay, chairman of 
the groundbreaking, “Today is 
the beginning of the building pro¬ 
cess which will mark the histori¬ 
cal significance of Arthur Grif¬ 
fin’s impact on the world of color 
photography." 

“Those of us who know Arthur 
have been given the opportunity 
to share in the process of perserv- 
ing his contribution for untold 
years to come,” Gay added. 

Town officials also lent their 
support to (he project with com¬ 
ments from Bill O’Leary, chair¬ 
man of the Board of Selectmen; 
Dan Chane, chairman of the 
Planning Board; and W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer, town manager. 

Maurer offered words of grati¬ 
tude to Griffin for his gift to the 
town and added, “thanks for 
being a good friend.” 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia 
was also on hand as well as Dick 
Wills, architect on the project 
and Charlie Westgate, the buil¬ 
der. Construction on the site is set 
to begin immediately, with a 
completion date set for sometime 
next spring. 

Resident Sandy Rogers, a 
major contributor and supporter 
of the project, announced a sur¬ 
prise that was planned for Grif¬ 
fin, by his wife, Polly. A cake, too 
large to bring to the site, was 
offered to guests in honor of Grif¬ 
fin’s 88th birthday, which appro¬ 
priately coincided with the 
groundbreaking. 

Although fundraisers for the 
Griffin museum have reached 
their $200,000 goal, Griffin said 
donations are still being solicited 
for a scholarship fund. Those 
donations may be sent to: The 
Arthur Griffin Center for Photo¬ 
graphic Art, P.O. Box 720, 
Winchester, MA 01890.

to sign on to 
MWRA suit

Board of Selectmen members 
have decided to lend the town’s sup¬ 
port to a legal action against the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority and Governor Weld’s 
administration. 

Selectmen voted 5-0 to join the 
lawsuit, putting up $1,000 toward 
legal fees in the joint suit that mem¬ 
ber communities from the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) Advisory Board have filed 
against the state. 

The suit alleges that Gov. William 
Weld’s administration is illegally 
taxing MWRA ratepayers to balance 
its budget. 

Selectman Stephen Powers, the 
board’s representative on the 
MWRA Advisory Board, recom¬ 
mended that the town join the collec¬ 
tive suit, noting that the MWRA 
Advisory Board is requesting a mini¬ 
mum of $1,000 for fees from towns 
that sign on. 

Powers said the advisory board 
and the Weld administration are at 
odds over section 40 of the state 


budget, which would impose a new 
$.00015 per-gallon tax on MWRA 
water uses and require prepayment 
of $120 million in sewer-bond debts. 
Powers said the $120 million would 
go into the state General Fund, and 
would not be used to stabilize rates. 

Also, in question is a second sec¬ 
tion of the budget that calls for a $1.3 
million payment to the state in lieu 
of cost-saving furloughs taken by 
other state employees. 

Powers says these measures will 
cost ratepayers $300 million. He 
added that Thus far 45 communities 
have joined the suit, including Bos¬ 
ton, Lexington, Watertown and Wel¬ 
lesley. “I’d like to be on board with 
(the suit],” said Powers. 

Members of the board agreed. 
“Our best course of action is to join 
the lawsuit,” said William O’Leary, 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said the $1,000 could be cov¬ 
ered from the water and sewer 
department budget. 

If the joint suit is successful the 
MWRA would be halted from impos¬ 
ing the $120 million in rate hikes. 


Pension fund 
is safe and sound

Winchester’s pension fund, which 
totals $18 million, is safe and sound, 
according to Town Comptroller 
Joseph Bonner. 

The Winchester Star recently 
spoke with Bonner regarding a Bos¬ 
ton Globe spotlight series (Sept. 15, 
16 and 18). which targeted the busi¬ 
ness practices of former Winchester 
resident Carmen W. Elio, and his 
associate Louis Desmarteaux, also a 
Winchester resident and current 
member of the Retirement Board. 

According to the Globe article, 
Elio was hired by Aetna Life & 
Casualty of Connecticut as a consul¬ 
tant in 1984. However, the Globe 
article alleges that Elio used his 
influence as a broker to bring mil¬ 
lions of dollars in assets to Aetna and 
himself collected fees from the firm. 

According to the Globe, Desmar¬ 
teaux worked for Elio at Alex. 
Brown and Sons, as a consultant. 

In 1985 the Winchester Retirement 
Board decided to invest $1 million of 
the $18 million pension fund monies 
with Aetna, according to Bonner. 

The Freedom Capital Manage¬ 
ment Company however, still had 
the lion’s share of the fund at this 
time, said Bonner. He noted that 
Tom Hecht, a representative from 
Aetna, made the initial presentation 
to the board in 1985. 

“The relative proportion of the 
business with Aetna was small, in 
relation to the total [amount] 
Winchester had invested," said 
Bonner. 

Winchester Fire Department 


Chief Charles McNutt, who was also 
on the board in 1985, said. “1 think 
Aetna did a terrific job in their 
presentation. They even offered us a 
program where they were going to 
guarantee the amount of return we 
made on our investment. 

“We decided not to go that 
way ... I was very impressed with 
Aetna, at that time, we were making 
12 to 14 percent on our investment,” 
said McNutt. 

Bonner said that in 1985. prior to 
Desmarteaux's appointment to the 
board, he told board members “he 
had contact with a lot other Massa¬ 
chusetts investment boards, and 
that he had expertise in pension 
funds.”

McCord-Winn considers 
move from Winchester 


Funding received from ‘The Gables’

Winchester may lose tax revenue 
if McCord-Winn follows through on 
its plans to move out of town. 

McCord-Winn, Inc., a manufactur¬ 
ing plant, has housed its small motor 
and lumbar pump operations at 620 
Washington St. for more than 120 
years. 


And according to Vice President ol 
Manufacturing George Daniels, the 
company is in the process of evaluat¬ 
ing whether the current facility can 
be renovated to suit the needs ot 
current manufacturing in a cost- 
efficient manner or whether the 
plant will move to a new facility in 
another town.

The coffers of the Winchester 
Housing Trust Fund recently 
swelled and the Board of Selectmen 
is now looking for a way to spend 
that money on affordable housing. 

Attorney Edward Hicks, repre¬ 
senting The Gables elderly housing 
project on Cambridge Street, pre¬ 
sented the Board of Selectmen with 
a check for $511,000 at the board’s 
Sept. 9 session. The money is a 
requirement of a town bylaw, which 


holds that local developers contri¬ 
bute to the town’s affordable housing 
stock. 

Under the bylaw, the town has the 
option of requiring a local developer 
to pay 5 percent (in this case 
$511,000) of the estimated construe 
tion cost to the selectmen and the 
selectmen can rent up to 10 percent 
of the units in the facility; or the 
selectmen could obtain from the 
developers new or existing off-site 
housing equal in value to $511,000; or 
the selectmen could deposit the 
entire $511,000 from The Gables into 


the Winchester Housing Trust Fund. 

Selectmen voted 5-0 at the Sept. 9 
session to accept the cash. 

Attorney Hicks noted that con¬ 
struction is complete on the housing 
structure and leases are currently 
being marketed. Hicks reported that 
46 leases have thus far been signed 
and 35 of those leasors have moved 
into the building. 

Town Manager Chadwick Maurer 
also noted that the Winchester Hous¬ 
ing Authority and Winchester Hous¬ 
ing Partnership Board were in

agreement with the Board of Select¬ 
men on choosing the money option. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman 
William O’Leary said the money, “is 
another way of addressing the hous¬ 
ing problem (in Winchester].” 

O’Leary added that he looked for¬ 
ward to working with other boards to 
identify areas where the money 
could be utilized. 

In the upcoming months a long¬ 
term housing study group will get 
underway, comprised of representa¬ 
tives from the Planning Board, 
Housing Authority and Housing 
Partnership Board, Interfaith Hous¬ 
ing Council, Homehold and the Fair 
Housing Board. 

The Gables money has been a 
topic of debate over the last few 
months, however. Dennis O’Malley, 
chairman of the Housing Authority, 
called on the Board of Selectmen in a 
certified letter dated Aug. 16, “to 
immediately draw on the letter of 
credit given by the developer of ‘The 
Gables’ and invest the proceeds in 
accordance with the Winchester 
Housing Trust Fund.’’

the returns on the account, accord¬ 
ing to Bonner. Their recommenda¬ 
tion was that “[the Retirement 
Board] consider closing out the Aet¬ 
na account, since it was not perform¬ 
ing as well as money managed by 
Freedom Capital,” said Bonner. 

A decision was made to move all 
but $60,000 out of the Aetna account. 
The remaining funds are invested in 
a long-term real estate fund, accord¬ 
ing to Bonner. 

In May 1991 Desmarteaux was 
appointed to the Winchester Retire¬ 


ment Board. 

Currently the total $18 million in 
pension fund monies is invested in 
money markets accounts, equity 
and fixed-income accounts, accord¬ 
ing to Bonner. 

According to Bonner, the three- 
member board “has fiduciary 
responsibility to select the manager 
then all day-to-day investment deci¬ 
sions are made by the manager.” 

Board of Selectmen Chairman 
William O’Leary also noted that the 
Retirement Board is a “separate 
entity” from the selectmen.

a 2.72-acre parcel, is land only. The 
larger parcel is 6.19-acres and con¬ 
tains both a dwelling and land. 

According to the assessors’ office, 
the two parcels are assessed at 
$195,000 and $2,665,900 respectively. 

Total tax revenue from the proper¬ 
ties is $32,546. 

Said Daniels, “It’s a project in the 
beginning evaluation stages. This 
process will take the rest of the year. 

We won’t be making a decision until 
sometime next year.” 

Daniels added, “It is prompted by 
our desire to make [ McCord-Winn 1 a 
better place to work. ” Daniels said if 


a move is made, it will be within a 
10- to 15-mile radius since McCord is 
concerned about losing employees. 

Said Daniel Chane, chairman of 
Winchester’s Planning Board, 
“(The Planning Board members] do 
support light industry in town and 
would like to expand it, and not lose 
it.” 

According to Board of Selectmen 
Chairman William O’Leary, the 
board has not had a request from 
McCord-Winn to discuss any prop¬ 
osed plans to move the plant. How¬ 
ever, he said if McCord-Winn rep¬ 
resentatives request such a meeting, 
it would be scheduled. 


Hospital reports 
on patient response

Winchester Hospital says they 
have bandied a total of five calls 
from former patients who were 
seeking information regarding an 
emergency-room doctor who died of 
AIDS-related pneumonia. 

Paddy Mullen, vice president of 
marketing at Winchester Hospital, 
reported this week that the hospi¬ 
tal’s informational hotline number, 
which was printed in last week’s 
Star, had received five calls since 
The Winchester Star published the 
story in the Sept. 12 issue. 

In that story, Winchester Hospital 
said there was no risk of AIDS 
infection to any patient from a doc¬ 
tor who died of AIDS-related pneu¬ 
monia in June 1990 after working in 
the hospital’s emergency room for 
eight years. 


Mullen said the the five patients 
called to find out if they had been 
treated by Dr. Shannon. Mullen said 
that because patients’ medical 
records are confidential, they are 
released to the patient only. 

When asked if the hospital planned 
to review their policy of voluntary 
HIV-testing of doctors, Mullen said a 
review of the Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) guidelines, which 
recommend voluntary testing, is an 
“ongoing process.” 

According to Board of Health 
Chairman Warren Taylor, the health 
department has investigated its role 
in such matters. Taylor said the 
state Department of Public Health 
(DPH) has advised the board that in 
incidents such as this, the local 
board of health has no jurisdiction.

Financial help 
available 

According to the Commonwealth’s 
Executive Office of Elder Affairs, 
through no fault of their own, thou¬ 
sands of Massachusetts’ low income 
elderly have not yet availed them¬ 
selves of up to $30 a month in state 
assistance in paying their Medicare 
costs under a program known as the 
Qualified Medicare Beneficiary 
(QMB) program. Enacted by Con¬ 
gress, the program authorizes state 
departments of public welfare to 
share the cost of certain Medicare 
expenses with the beneficiaries. 

To be eligible for the program, an 
applicant must be eligible for Medi¬ 
care Part A benefits, either as a 
person 65 or over or as someone 
receiving Social Security Disability 
benefits for the past two years. Appl¬ 
icants must also: have assets no 
greater than $4,000 as an individual 
or $6,000 if a couple; have income no 
greater than 100 percent of poverty 
guidelines ($6,620 for individual, 
$8,880 for family of two); meet basic 
Medicaid eligibility requirements 
and complete a Medicaid 
application. 

The program covers all services 
covered by Medicare. It will pay the 
portion of the Medicare payment not 
covered by Medicare, such as the 
hospital deductible and copayment 
amounts, and the outpatient deducti¬ 
ble and copayment amounts. If Med¬ 
icare covers services not covered by 
Medicaid, such as chiropractic or 
certain kinds of podiatric care, the 
QMB Program will cover any deduc¬ 
tible and copayment amounts. 

Because the Medicare program 
requires substantial out-of-pocket 
payments from recipients, Franklin 
P. Ollivierre, Secretary of Elder 
Affairs, urges Massachusetts elders 
who think they may be eligible for 
the QMB program to apply. Elders 
may apply for the benefit at their 
local Department of Public Welfare 
office — not a Social Security office. 
It is suggested that interested elders 
call their local offices to determine 
their eligibility.

Area police have apprehended one 
of the thieves who allegedly burglar¬ 
ized two homes in Winchester in late 
AugiiSt. 

According to Detective Lieutenant 
James Fierce, Thomas K. Walsh, JO, 
of Revere was apprehended in 
Everett and placed under arrest. He 
was charged with violating the con¬ 
ditions of his parole on a previous 
case in which he had received a 
suspended sentence.

Here is some good news for the 
many Civil War buffs in Winchester: 
The Winchester Public Library, the 
Winchester Historical Society and 
the Winchester Concert series are 
planning a series of special events 
commemorating the Civil War.

Spirit of Massachusetts Guide Book

1 he beauty and fun of the Cape stretch beyond 
the three full months of summer. It has become 
Massachusetts' year round playground You can fish 
along the shore, from a bridge, or head for the deep 
sea on a fishing boat. There are miles of paths for 
bicycling, jogging and horseback riding. Golf is a 
year-round, interrupted only on those snowy days 
when the courses are turned over to cross<ountry 
skiers. You'll find G..tique stores, theater, sailing, ten¬ 
nis, 300 miles of fine sandy beaches, and maybe 
even a celebrity or two. 

When you cross the bridge from the mainland to 
Cape Cod, something happens: There is a rush of 
excitement, a stirring of the soul, a small but per¬ 
ceptible inner click that signals release from the 
world left behind. 

Upper Cape 

After crossing the Cape Cod Canal, take Rt. 28 to 
Falmouth, a lyrical Introduction to old Cape Cod 
with its classic village green and profusion of 18th- 
century houses, many with salt spray roses tum¬ 
bling over trellises and gates. 

Woods Hole, a village famous for marine study, 
sits at the southern tip of Falmouth. It Is the site of 
the National Marine Fisheries Aquarium and the 
Woods Hole Oceanographic Institute. From the 
docks at Woods Hole, ferries depart year-round to 
Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket. 

Cape Cod’s oldest town, Sandwich, 
was established In 1637 on the north 
side. Its many appeallngfamlly 
attractions Include the Thornton W. 

Burgess Museum, a tribute to the 
creator of Peter Rabbit; and the 
nearby Green Briar Nature Center, 
which offers nature walks and talks 
for children. 

The Sandwich Glass Museum dis¬ 
plays pressed, patterned and col¬ 
ored glass made at the International¬ 



ly known Sandwich glass factory, founded in 1825. 
Nearby Heritage Plantation, a 75-acre farm turned 
showplace arSoretum and museum, features rho¬ 
dodendrons, a collection of early American arti¬ 
facts and an automobile museum. 

Mid Cape 

Moving east on Rt. 6A you’ll come upon 
Barnstable, once a whaling town and now an 
enclave of gracious homes on a sheltered harbor. 
There are fine B&Bs in this area, as well as superb 
biking trails and the Donald G. Trayser Memorial 
.Museum, presenting Barnstable’s maritime legacy 
in the 1856 Customs House. 

“It Is better that this country 
set sail then He still in the har¬ 
bor," says the Inscription on 
the John F. Kennedy Memorial 
In Hyannls, where the former 
president sailed. The Kennedy 
family compound Is still locat¬ 
ed in nearby Hyannlsport. 

Hyannls is the commercial 
hub of the Cape. Regular fish¬ 
ing and the scenic excursions 
leave from here, as do ferries 
to Martha’s Vineyard and 
Nantucket. 

Farther east, Harwich Is the 
Cape’s leading cranberry pro¬ 
ducer. Cranberry harvesting 
has been a way of life for gen¬ 
erations of Cape Codders. In 
September, attend the colorful

Harwich Cranberry Festival. You’ll never again take 
the tart, glossy berry for granted! 

Lower Cape 

At the bend of the elbow of the Cape lies 
Chatham, a town of beautifully kept cedar-shingled 
houses, expansive lawns, golf courses and grand 
old hotels and inns by the sea.

George Rand was just as devoted 
to Winter Park, Florida, as he was to 
the town of Winchester. 

The scope of Rand’s work in Wint¬ 
er Park has not been fully explored. 
Yet records show that during the 
1880s and ’90s, his projects for Wint¬ 
er Park included a hotel, a number 
of homes, and the first buildings of 
Rollins College. He also was active 
in the town’s civic affairs as well as 
in the college’s development. 

In the early 1880s, Rand and his 
wife began visiting Florida. They 
went south for a few weeks each 
winter, where the weather was more 
agreeable to Rand’s health. 

During this period, Rand was com¬ 
missioned to design a large hotel for 
Winter Park. Mention of it is made 
in “Leading Manufacturers and 
Merchants of the City of Boston,” 
1885. 

Also in 1885, Rand was hired to 
design the first buildings of the Rol¬ 
lins College campus. Construction 
began in 1886. First to be erected 
was Knowles Hall, which included 
classrooms and administration 
offices. Pinehurst Cottage, a girls’ 
dormitory, was built next. A dining 
hall and Lakeside Cottage, a boys’ 
dormitory, soon followed. In 1890, 
Rand designed Lyman Gymnasium. 
Of these buildings, only Pinehurst 
Cottage survives.

The buildings were all modest 
frame structures, with Queen Anne 
detailing. Broad, steeply pitched 
rooflines and turned columns were 
commonly shared features. Knowles 
Hall was distinguished by its 
belltower. 

Years later, Rand wrote, “I need 


not say how willing I should have 
been to have seen them constructed 
of more durable materials and to 
have designed them with more 
regard to architectural style. Yet I 
am sure these necessary limitations 
have not prevented their serving a 
good purpose...’’ (“First Buildings

Bulletin, October 1911). 

In 1886, the Rands bought land in 
Winter Park on Interlachen Avenue. 
There they built a house, which they 
called “Randcroft.” A photograph of 
it in the Rollins College Archives 
shows that it was a simple box-like 
building, sheathed in clapboard, 
with a steeply pitched hip roof and 
high chimneys on each of its two 
sides. 

It seems certain that Rand 
designed a number of houses for the 
growing Winter Park community. In 
1887, the American Architect and 
Building News records that Rand 
had designed a frame dwelling for 
W\C. Comstock. It was to cost 
$12,000, suggesting a large and ela¬ 
borate home (Sept. 24, 1887). 

Through 1892, the Rands main¬ 
tained a residence in the Boston 
area, and Rand continued an active 
practice with his firm, Rand & Tay¬ 
lor. In 1887 and 1888, Boston Directo¬ 
ries show that the Rands were living 
in Newton. In 1888, they sold their 
house in Winchester, located at 1 
Wildwood St. In 1889, their Boston 
address was 132 Boylston St., and for 
the next three years, their address 
was 54 Gainsborough St. 

In 1893, Rand sold his interest in 
his practice to his partner, Bertrand 
E. Taylor. From 1893 through 1896, 
Rand listed himself in the Boston 
Directories as a resident of Winter 
Park. 

Rand immediately became 
involved in the affairs of the Florida 
community. In 1893, he served on a 
committee to study the ornamenta¬ 
tion of streets and parks. Later he 
was president of the Winter Park 
Horticultural Association. In 1894, 
he served as an alderman, and in 
1895. he became Winter Park's may¬ 
or. (See “Chronological History of 
Winter Park." by Claire 
MacDowell.) 

Rand continued to take an active 
role in the growth of Rollins College. 
He was elected a trustee in 1895 and 
served until 1900. He also donated 
many of his own books to the college 
library (BostonTranscript, Nov. 14. 
1910)/ 

During his years in Florida. Rand 
invested his assets in orange groves. 
Unfortunately. Florida suffered sev¬ 
eral devastating freezes during the 
1890s, and Rand was forced to return 
north. 

In 1897, he and his wife moved 
back to Boston. They settled in 
Wakefield, and Rand resumed his 
architectural practice, with an 
office at 6 Beacon St.. Boston. He 
had not been forgotten. In the next 
few years, he would be engaged to 
work on a number of noteworthy 
projects.

A nation’s responsibility 


The Winchester Star last week 
uncovered the story of an 
emergency-room physician at a loc¬ 
al hospital who died of AIDS-related 
pneumonia. As we reported from 
several sources, the risk to patients 
is infinitesimal. But as the disease 
spreads and more healthcare work¬ 
ers become infected, th? risk to 
patients will inevitably increase. 
That’s because no precautions taken 
by the healthcare worker can assure 
patients of absolute safety. 

This case raises the issue of 
whether mandatory HIV-testing of 
healthcare workers should be 
required by law. The U.S. Congress 
intends to debate this issue in the 
very near future. 

Congress also intends to hear testi¬ 
mony this week from Kimberly Ber 
galis, a Florida woman who is dying 
of AIDS. Bcrgalis was allegedly 
infected with the deadly disease by 
her dentist. Although Congress 
delayed her testimony, Bergalis still 
hopes to be alive and lucid enough to 
travel to the seat of democracy and 
talk to Congress about something 
they should have talked about years 
ago. 

You see, what the government 
intends to do and what it actually 
does often varies by a mile. Former 
President Ronald Reagan, although 
in office during the seminal period of 
this disease, turned his back on the 
raging epidemic. Money for AIDS 
research was then, and is now\ 
fought for dollar by dollar by AIDS 
activists. President George Bush 
recently expressed his thoughts on 
the subject of AIDS — that children 
are its “innocent victims.’’ The 
“guilty” ones, we must guess, are 
those infected during sexual inter¬ 
course or IV drug use. 

And that’s really what the AIDS 
crisis is all about, a pure lack of 
interest on the part of Americans to 


do anything about the disease. There 
exists an underlying discrimination 
of the victims of AIDS and a refusal 
to help those with the disease, to find 
a cure for the disease, or to prevent 
others from contracting the disease. 

Because many people with AIDS 
are homosexual men, they face a 
double discrimination. Discrimi¬ 
nated against simply because their 
lifestyle is different and now, 
because they are most often 
afflicted with the disease. 

The scores of AIDS activists who 
poured into the New York subways 
earlier this year to protest the mas¬ 
sive spending on the Persian Gulf 
War and the paltry expenditure on 
AIDS research won a spot on the six 
o'clock news. But did they win our 
sympathy, or were people put off by 
the eclectic mix of gay men and 
radical activists? Had these people 
looked like they just came from Wall 
Street, maybe even George Bush 
would have paid attention. 

I guess the bottomline is people 
with AIDS just don’t look enough like 
you and me. 

But the faces of the AIDS epidemic 
are changing, and changing rapidly. 
As the disease spreads, ever mutat¬ 
ing to keep scientists and research¬ 
ers baffled, more and more people 
are being infected. More women, 
more heterosexuals, and more 
teenagers are contracting AIDS. So 
if someone you know hasn’t already 
died of the disease, it’s safe to say 
that may change fairly quickly. 

And as the death toll mounts, the 
victims of AIDS continue to pay the 
ultimate price for the discrimination 
they face. And those who do nothing 
to stop the epidemic pay perhaps an 
even higher price — the deaths of 
these AIDS victims are on their 
hands.

As the gold-plated spade 
wielded by Arthur Griffin struck 
the bottle of Moet and Chandon — 

Vintage 1975 — the best of 
Winchester came forward on the 
site on Shore Road to pay tribute 
to a patient and talented man who 
just wouldn’t take “no" for an 
answer. 

The Sept. 12 ceremony — 
organized by the Endowment 
Committee and hosted by Whit 
Gay — marked not only the offi¬ 
cial ground breaking of the 
Arthur Griffin Center for Photo¬ 
graphic Art, but also the 88th 
birthday of the man himself! 

It was one of those classic days 
which herald the coming of the 
cool months wherein a deep blue 
sky and a slight chill in the air 
beckons to Autumn standing 
impatiently in the wings. 

It was also the type of day basic 
to the sensitivity of Arthur Griffin 
which has interpreted, decade 
after decade, the striking images 
of our New England. 

The ceremony was a real tri¬ 
bute to old time Winchester as 
citizens strolled down Shore Road 
toward the site. Under a festive 
green and white awning was a 
magnificent birthday cake high 
lighted by a miniature gristmill 


patterned after that designed by 
Royal Barry Wills to house 88 
years of Arthur Griffin’s 
creativity. 

Arthur’s proposal as presented 
to the town boards was unique in 
that it was one project that — far 
from being designed for the profit 
of its proponent — was conceived 
for the enrichment of future gen¬ 
erations in the town he deeply 
loves. 

Each speaker at the ceremony 
stood precariously on one of the 
huge wooden piles which now 
stud the site at the southerly end 
of Black Ball Pond. 

It was, as Chairman Bill 
O’Leary of our Board of Select¬ 
men said, a happy event amidst 
the difficulties of these lean 
years. 

Ultimately it was Arthur’s pro¬ 
found belief in the value of the 
end product — and the positive 
relationship with town boards 
that has brought his gift to the 
town close to fruition. 

It will soon be Winchester’s 
pride. The Arthur Griffin Center 
for Photographic Art will become 
the world class touchstone to one 
of Winchester’s most unique and 
beloved citizens — and one of the 
world's most sensitive 
photographers.

This week 
in history 

1966: 25 years ago 

Winter Pond was investigated 
by authorities that week to evau- 
ate the low' water conditions that 
existed on the pond. An inspec¬ 
tion, reported in the Star, showed 
that the w'ater was about eight 
feet below an overflow estab¬ 
lished to protect nearby homes. 

A double-alarm fire took place, 
that week. The fire, in a laborat¬ 
ory at the then Northeastern 
Radiological Lab facility, was 
responded to by Winchester, 
Woburn and Burlington fire 
departments. The unofficial dam¬ 
age was pegged at $15,000. 

Tours of local Victorian homes 
were conducted that week. It was 
noted in the Star that the hand¬ 
some, large Victorians were 
modernized by the owners. The 
tour proceeds were earmarked 
for the Mount Holyoke Scholar¬ 
ship fund. Local realtors partici¬ 
pated in the event and sold tickets 
from their places of business. 

A local dog leash law was 
sought by a Winchester resident 
that week. It w'as noted that the 
town had 1,500 to 2,000 dogs that 
year. A Winchester resident 
sponsored the petition to restrain 
on leash or muzzle the town’s dog 
population. The resident received 
a favorable response to a "Letter 
to the Editor,” which she w'rote 
on the subject. 

The tow'n introduced a new 
internship program that week. 
Harvard Graduate School of Edu¬ 
cation offered the town teachers 
as part of the internship prog¬ 
ram. The teachers would work in 
a team with other master teach¬ 
ers then evaluate their teaching 
experience. During their service, 
according to an article in the 
Star, the intern teachers would 
take courses that would count 
toward their master’s degrees. 

The School Committee noted 
that the eight or nine acres avail¬ 
able to the town’s physical educa¬ 
tion program were not consid¬ 
ered adequate. A total of 1,600 to 
1.700 students participated in the 
physical education program, and 
it w'as noted, that with the addi¬ 
tion of the new high school addi¬ 
tional space w'ould have to he 
found. 

Internationally known photo¬ 
grapher Arthur Griffin gave a 
copy of the book, “New- England 
Re-visited” to Governor John 
Volpe at the Slate House. Accord¬ 
ing to the Star article, that week 
the book contained 44 unusual 
color photographs, arranged by 
seasons. 

Plans to build a new five-story 
high school at Manchester Field 
were discussed that week. 
According to an article in the 
Star, the Permanent Building 
Committee and the School Com¬ 
mittee were to meet to discuss 
the minimal area necessary for 
the 2,209 students who were 
slated to attend the school. 

Adult volunteers were solicited 
that week, for the opening a new 
recreation center for the area’s 
youth.

Schools arc awarded 
grant for pre school 

The Winchester Public Schools 
has been awarded Chapter 188 state 
grant monies to continue its inte¬ 
grated preschool program housed at 
the Lynch elementary school. 

There are two classes made up of 
15 children in each class. The classes 
serve 51 percent of the general popu¬ 
lation and 49 percent of children 
having special needs such as lan¬ 
guage difficulties or developmental 
delays. 

The goal of the program is three¬ 
fold; to serve the special needs 
children in an integrated preschool 
setting which will provide age 
appropriate role models, to provide 
extensive individual attention to all 
children by a highly trained early 
childhood staff of teachers and spe¬ 
cialists and to provide a preschool 
experience to Winchester’s 3 and 4 
year olds who would not otherwise 
have the opportunity to attend pre¬ 
school.

basis throughout the year. F^inal 
placement decisions will be made by 
the Early Cnildhood team upon 
review of applications, parent inter¬ 
views and admissions criteria. 
Criteria includes involvement with 
social service agencies, AFDC, 
D.SS, WIC eligibility, financial con¬ 
straints, ability to provide own 
transportation, linguistic minority 
backround, child observation and 
family history.

Selling safety 

Security businesses apply new, user-friendly technology

S ondra and Michael 

Bemzweig offer proof 
that even the most 
offbeat hobby can 
evolve into a career. 
The mother-son team owns 
Corporate Security Electronics, an 
eight-year-old Framingham business 
that services and installs magnetic 
security systems for prisons, 
airports and businesses and is the 
largest supplier of such equipment in 
New England. They also run a retail 
operation at 1 Framingham Center. 

“We got into it originally via 
having metal detectors as a hobby,” 
said Sondra Bemzweig, noting the 
family would look for lost coins and 
other metal objects with the 
detectors. “We’ve been involved 
with metal detectors for 15 years. 
It’s fun and relaxing.” 

Recreation has since become 
serious business for the Bemzweigs. 
They and others in the security 
industry say their market is growing 
as companies and home owners add 
or upgrade a variety of different 
security systems. 

The industry is also diverse, with 
companies like the Bernzweigs’ 
specializing in magnetic detection 
and others in alarm systems, card 
access systems, closed-circuit 
television or security personnel. 

Some operations focus strictly on 
installing business security systems, 
while others service primarily 
homeowners. 

Most of these business owners 
share the belief that an increasing 
number of people are investing in the 
protection of their lives, personal 
possessions and businesses. 

“Basically people have become a 
lot more aware and we have a 
changing society. I think that in 
general we have a different type of 
client. Before, just larger institutions 
felt it was appropriate to install 
security detection and now we have 
smaller companies," said Michael 
Bemzweig. 

Richard Sampson, president and 
founder of American Alarm and 
Communications Inc. of Arlington, 
agreed that more people and 


businesses view security systems as 
a necessity. 

“I think there’s more of a 
recognition that a security system is 
not a luxury’ or an unusual thing 
anymore. It’s kind of a basic,” said 
Sampson, a Winchester resident who 
started his company 20 years ago 
with two other Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology engineers. 

The company specializes in 
installing alarm systems to keep out 
thieves and warn owners about fire 
and floods. 

Sampson said American Alarm is 
among the three largest alarm 
companies in the state and has 
annual revenues of about $3.5 
million. The largest is ADT, a 
worldwide company with revenues 
over $200 million. 

“People in business are more 
cost-conscious, so they are trying to 
prevent losses,’’ said Sampson, 
adding that many insurance

companies are reluctant to insure 
businesses that do not have security 
systems. 

Also a boost to all sectors of the 
industry has been technological 
advances involving microprocessors 
and radio signals that make many 
security devices easier to use, more 
effective and less costly. 

“With the older alarm systems, 
there was a lot to remember. With 
the new systems, they prompt you 
all the way along, ’ ’ said Sampson. 

William Bliss, a Dedham resident 
and Wellesley-based security 
consultant who designs fire security 
and access control systems for 
commercial buildings, said there is 
also a greater variety of equipment 
to apply to a security problem. 

1 ‘You can do a lot of wonderful 
things over modems and 
computers," he said. 

Bliss said systems vary widely 
depending on the company using 
them. For instance, hospitals want 
to prevent the loss of sheets and 
towels, and banks need to protect 
cash. 

A former Honeywell employee 
who has been in the alarm business 
for 30 years, Bliss said his seven- 
year-old consulting business has 
been brisk despite the recession 
because companies must still 
upgrade systems to meet changing 
code requirements and to prevent 
theft. 

Sampson said that while the 
recession has forced him to lay off 
workers, he is optimistic about 
future business prospects. 

* 'We expect to be hiring pretty 
heavily as soon as the economy 
improves,” said Sampson. 

He described security services as 
‘ ‘a bit of a sleeper’ ’ as an industry. 

‘ There really are some good jobs 
in the business," said Sampson. 

Students interested in the 
technical side of the security 
business are often hired after 
graduating from a vocational school. 

Sampson cited such American 
Alarm employees who have risen 
through the ranks to lucrative 
supervisory and management jobs 
involving trouble shooting for 
complex security systems or 
overseeing installations.

One former American Alarm 
technician now works for a 
manufacturer giving training lectures 
around the country, often via 
satellite. 

Sampson said technical salaries 
range from $8 to $18 per hour for 
those involved with installation, and 
exceed $20 per hour for those in 
supervisory roles. 

On the sales side, Sampson said 
candidates generally need college 
degrees with an emphasis in 
marketing and communications. 

Sampson said the business has 
resulted in much personal 
satisfaction for him because of the 
anguish alarm systems can prevent. 

He recalled a few years ago when 
a house in Concord went up in 
flames after a Christmas tree caught 
fire as a family of four slept upstairs. 

Although there was no fire alarm, 
Sampson said the family escaped in 
time when the wire to a burglar 
alarm burned and went off. 

“There are actually some firm 
detectors that would have been able 
to save the house.’’ he said.

2 . Personal Assessment 


What can I do? What do I want to do? What do I do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can’t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 
and dislikes. 

Here Is a simple prelect: 

List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks. 

This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3 . Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company 
During your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest Do your homework. It will pay off 


4 . The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first Impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the job. but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist One often can get a rpal feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

When called In, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON' Most interviewers want you 

to be comfortable and will help you relax They want you to be able to be at your best 

Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume You've analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief Be 
positive about past jobs. You don't have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. * 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. 


5 . Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviStoing process is still incomplete 
A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview If you don't have anything to add. restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position Emphasize again your interest in 
the job 

Getting the job you want requires planning, determination and follow through With the 
proper effort the reward will be a fulfilling part of your life, a great Job.

Factors that weigh heavily when choosing a home

Some people choose to buy a home in a community because it 
provides easy access to work and play. Others look for country¬ 
like living, recreational or scenic areas, but still try to move within 
easy commuting distance to work. 


A 20-something couple, one 
from Massachusetts, the 
other out-of-state, decided 
to purchase a house. They 
chose to look in Newton 
and Needham. 

What encouraged them to check 
out those neighboring communities and 
not the towns adjacent? 

Access to Boston and Framingham, 
their job sites, was fairly equidistant 
and easy. The school systems, touted 
as above average, were not an issue. 
They had no children and didn’t plan 
on having any. 

Both towns had good shopping 
areas, a variety of neighborhoods and 
reputations as safe, you-can-walkyour- 
dog-at-night, communities. 

The couple ended up in Wellesley.

“That’s the last place we thought 
we would ever live,’’ said the Massa¬ 
chusetts native. Wellesley, the couple 
was convinced, was too fancy, too 
snobbish and just too expensive. 

“It was the only one of the three 
towns where we found a house we 
liked which we could afford,” they 
said. As for other preconceptions, the 
couple soon discovered they were un¬ 
founded. They’re very happy in 
Wellesley. 

So, what is it that really draws 
someone to a particular town? Is it 
price, quality of schools, so-called qual¬ 
ity of life, access to work, friendship? 

According to the National Associa¬ 
tion of Realtors, factors which influ¬ 
ence a home buyer's decision begin 


with price and end with “good provid¬ 
er of rental income." 

Statistics compiled by the NAR in¬ 
dicate that 87 percent of homebuyers 
were influenced in the purchasing deci¬ 
sion by price, 71 percent by a better 
neighborhood, 53 percent due to a 
need for good schools, 48 percent be¬ 
cause of proximity to work, 47 percent 
due to nearness to shopping areas, 41 
percent were influenced by closeness 
to parks and recreation, 37 percent 
wanted to be near family and friends, 
30 percent required accessible trans¬ 
portation, 29 percent wanted to be 
near public services and 11 percent 
thought about rental income from a 
property. 

“Buyers 55 years old or younger 
were more concerned about a home’s 
affordability, neighborhood quality, 
proximity to schools and the work 
place,” the NAR report states. “Buy¬ 
ers older than 55 years placed more 
emphasis on proximity to a wide varie¬ 
ty of public health facilities and public 
services - for example, senior centers, 
congregate meals and special transpor¬ 
tation. The elderly also place a high 
importance on proximity to their sup¬ 
port group of friends and family. ’' 

Good schools 

On the other hand, the NAR report¬ 
ed, “because married couples and 
larger households are more likely to 
have school-age dependents, a home’s 
proximity to good schools was an ex 
ceptionally influential factor in their 
home selection process. In contrast, 
proximity to parks and other recrea¬ 
tion facilities were stronger criteria for 
single adult and one-person house 
holds." 

But is there more to it than statis¬ 
tics? 

“I’ve been thinking about that is¬ 
sue for 28 years,” said Fred Meyer, 
president of the Marketing Institute 
(soon to be called the Residential Real¬ 
tors Association) of the Greater Bos¬ 
ton Real Estate Board. “I only work in 


the city of Cambridge, but I’ve often 
wondered why people choose one 
neighborhood over another, especially 
when there are enormous disparities in 
price. If this were a multiple choice 
question, the choice would be all of the 
above. 

“The questions of what do I want, 
where do I want to live, are among the 
most important anyone can answer, 
and among the most difficult," said 
Meyer, owner of University Real Es¬ 
tate in Harvard Square. “Finances are 
an important part and choosing often 
involves a compromise between hus¬ 


band and wife, which in some cases, 
tends to be a battle. It’s hard enough 
for one person to decide, let alone 
two. 

“It’s as personal and as different in 
each case as the people are,” said 
Meyer, whose division oversees 3,800 
Realtors. “Some have friends in the 
area, other people may buy because an 
area is perceived as meeting needs 
that other people might describe as 
snobbish. It might be convenient to 
commute to work, or people go to

A Dear H.G.: It is not a good idea for you to give outright owner¬ 
ship of your home to your children at present. 

* By giving up ownership, you risk losing the use of your 
home completely. Despite the fact that your children have promised to 
allow you to remain in it for as long as you wish, there are instances 
where children, for whatever reasons, have reneged on such promises. 

Certainly, the possibility is remote, but not as remote as the possibil¬ 
ity one of your children may run into financial difficulties. This could lead 
to their losing ownership of the home. 


However, it is a good idea for you to shelter your 
home from possible medicaid liens, but this can 
be accomplished without your giving up total con¬ 
trol of your home.

grad school in a community and decide 
to stay. 

“Frankly, I’m not sure the buyers 
know themselves why they choose a 
certain area,” he said. “You almost 
have to be a psychoanalyst to know. I 
often say to people that if they want to 
check out an area, to go there during 
different hours, in the morning, in the 
afternoon, late a night. See how you 
feel walking your dog around there. ’ ’ 

But Meyer has an even better ex¬ 
planation to the “why buy here?” 
question. 

“People seem to want to live near 
people who are earning the same as 
they are,” he said. “It’s part of the 
reinforcement process. If you were 
working night and day to earn $75,000, 
you may want to come home to a 
neighborhood where people are work¬ 
ing as hard and doing the same thing. 
You may not feel comfortable living 
across the street from an artist earning 
$25,000.” 

Some communities are not founded 
on salary, however, Meyer believes. 

“One of the things I like about 
Cambridge is the buyers in Cambridge 
have a bit more diversity than in other 
areas. They’re interesting. Here you 
have people who are looking not so 
much for a community of similar in¬ 
comes, but similar intellect,” he said. 

That factor, similarity, goes even 
farther, Meyer said. 

Advice from colleagues 

“Suppose you’re a doctor working 
in Quincy and you get a job in a hos¬ 
pital in Framingham,” he surmised. 
“You’re likely to ask other doctors 


where they live and tend to look at 
those communities. There’s a large 
group of Harvard faculty in Lexington. 
It j"st grew out that way,” he said. 
“Then, new recruits will tend to look 
there. 

“That doesn’t mean they mean to 
exclude Concord or Framingham,” 
Meyer said. “Accident has a lot to do 
with it.” 

Meyer actually got into the real es¬ 
tate business by accident, he said. He 
bought a house, thought the process 
was interesting, needed money to fi¬ 
nance graduate school - divinity school 
- and decided to get a real estate bro¬ 
ker’s license. 

“It was accidental. Important, but 
accidental,” he said. “It’s like the 
choice of a spouse. You meet a partic¬ 
ular person and decide that’s your 
choice. That role of accident is ex¬ 
tremely important and the role of acci¬ 
dental circumstances applies to real es¬ 
tate like many other fields. ’ ’ 

‘ There is validity to the idea of ho¬ 
mogeneity within communities,” 
agreed Colin Balogh, assistant profes¬ 
sor of finance at Bentley College, Wal¬ 
tham. “Every community kind of has 
its own image that attracts people and 
people look for that. There are church¬ 
es, schools and socio-economic vari¬ 
ables,” said Balogh, whose major field 
of study was real estate. “But even 
beyond that, there are things like jobs 
that are going to make a big differ¬ 
ence.” 

Balogh, a former real estate bro¬ 
ker, said studies conducted on how far 
people are willing to commute indicate 
that white collar workers will travel 
half an hour while blue collar workers

One method is to transfer to your children now a future ownership in¬ 
terest in the home, while you retain a life estate. Although this method 
shelters your home from medicaid liens while protecting your right to live 
there, it also limits your ability to sell your home if you later decide to do 
so. 

A second method would probably be better: transferring your home 
into a revocable trust which gives you the use of the home during your 
lifetime and transfers ownership to your children upon your death. By 
doing so, you both protect your right to live in the home, protect the 
property from medicaid liens and retain the maximum possible control 
over your home during your lifetime. 

Any estate or medicaid planning action you take could have numerous 
repercussions, not the least being that you could automatically become 
ineligible for medicaid coverage for a 30-month period. Accordingly, be¬ 
fore taking any such actions, with no exception, it’s imperative that you 
acquire the advice and assistance of a qualified attorney and an account¬ 
ant.

“Whether that’s a function of how 
long it takes from work to where they 
can find affordable housing or whether 
they’re more comfortable with com¬ 
muting, we don’t know,” Balogh said. 
“I don’t know of too many studies 
which got into the heads of homebuy- 
ers.” 

There is no single factor which 
leads people to buy in certain places, 
Balogh said. “It tends to be an individ¬ 
ual decision.” 

Yet, talk to any real estate agent 
and he or she will tell you, if not buy¬ 
er-specific reasons, the most prevalent 
factors that draw people to their com¬ 
munities. 

Unlike most real estate agents, 
Helga Switzler of Switzler Realty, 
Wellesley, does not pinpoint the school 
system as a personal priority for her 
buyers. 

Something for everyone 

“There is something for everyone 
in Wellesley,” she said, “but the 


schools usually don’t make my priority 
list. I think the towns around us have 
schools that are just as good. I think 
it’s many other things. ’ ’ 

Switzler moved to Wellesley in 
1967, not because of any particular 
service or perception, but due to the 
look of the town. 

“It was the quaintness, the town 
hall, the pond, the cleanliness,” she 
said. “I thought it was a super-clean 
town. It reminded me of Europe (her 
birthplace). I’ve never seen a town 
any cleaner. It’s very special.” The 
easy commute to Boston also was a 
big draw. 

Neighboring Natick has a different 
feel than Wellesley, but people are 
drawn there for similar reasons, said 
Nelson Perry, a broker with DeWolfe, 
Natick. 

* The commuter location is ideal on 
the east-west route,” said Perry, who 
grew up in Wellesley and has lived in 
Natick for the past 15 years. “I’ve 
sold houses to what I call ‘mixed cou¬ 
ples,’ where one works in Boston, the 
other in Westboro. She can take the 
train to Boston and he can drive out to 


Westboro. I do see that amazingly fre¬ 
quently,” he said. “Some people need 
a middle ground.” Natick offers two T 
stops (mass transit stations), Perry 
said. “You can go a straight shot into 
Boston for social purposes. And 
there’s a huge parking lot on Route 
135. You can always get in there.” 

And Natick seems to be a bit more 
heterogeneous than its neighbors, in 
terms of pricing, Perry said. “It offers 
a wide range of prices, from $100,000 
and way up. There is a similarity be¬ 
tween Framingham and Natick, but I 
think the people who prefer Natick do 
so because it has a smaller-town feel. 
Framingham, functionally, is more like 
a city. I think there are about 65,000 
residents. Natick has just over 30,000. 
It seems more clearly identified with a 
feeling like a town.” 

Confidence in schools 

The public school system, said Per¬ 
ry, “is very good. People feel con¬ 
fident in the programs and education 
and don’t feel they have to pay for pri¬ 
vate school.” 

As Switzler noted, many people 
feel they cannot afford to live in 


cucaicy, rerry saia. u s noi anora- 
able to many first-time buyers, but 
they still can have the benefits. People 
like to shop in Wellesley, audit courses 
at Wellesley College. Natick gives a lot 
of freedom to move back and forth be¬ 
tween the two,” said Perry, who still 
attends church in Welleslev. 

In Sudbury, which is adjacent to 
both Framingham and Marlboro, new 
construction is a prime attraction fac¬ 
tor, said Nancy Taylor, president of 
N.B. Taylor & Co., Sudbury. 

“There is lots of new construction 
and always has been,” she said. 
“We’ve been building for about 30 
years. That attracts people, especially 
transfers and younger couples who 
also want their children in a good 
school system. In other towns, with¬ 
out new construction, that attraction is 
not always there. And the appreciation 
factor in the homes has always been 
there, even in this recession. It’s a fa¬ 
vorite of transfers from IBM, Digital 
and Prime. It offers instant living.” 
There is what Taylor calls an “older 
section, very stately and now 25 years 
old.”

Access to Boston and Framingham, 
their job sites, was fairly equidistant 
and easy. The school systems, touted 
as above average, were not an issue. 
They had no children and didn’t plan 
on having any. 

Both towns had good shopping 
areas, a variety of neighborhoods and 
reputations as safe, you-can-walkyour- 
dog-at-night, communities. 

The couple ended up in Wellesley.

“That’s the last place we thought 
we would ever live,’’ said the Massa¬ 
chusetts native. Wellesley, the couple 
was convinced, was too fancy, too 
snobbish and just too expensive. 

“It was the only one of the three 
towns where we found a house we 
liked which we could afford,” they 
said. As for other preconceptions, the 
couple soon discovered they were un¬ 
founded. They’re very happy in 
Wellesley. 

So, what is it that really draws 
someone to a particular town? Is it 
price, quality of schools, so-called qual¬ 
ity of life, access to work, friendship? 

According to the National Associa¬ 
tion of Realtors, factors which influ¬ 
ence a home buyer’s decision begin 


with price and end with “good provid¬ 
er of rental income.” 

Statistics compiled by the NAR in¬ 
dicate that 87 percent of homebuyers 
were influenced in the purchasing deci¬ 
sion by price, 71 percent by a better 
neighborhood, 53 percent due to a 
need for good schools, 48 percent be¬ 
cause of proximity to work, 47 percent 
due to nearness to shopping areas, 41 
percent were influenced by closeness 
to parks and recreation, 37 percent 
wanted to be near family and friends, 
30 percent required accessible trans¬ 
portation, 29 percent wanted to be 
near public services and 11 percent 
thought about rental income from a 
property. 

“Buyers 55 years old or younger 
were more concerned about a home’s 
affordability, neighborhood quality, 
proximity to schools and the work 
place," the NAR report states. “Buy¬ 
ers older than 55 years placed more 
emphasis on proximity to a wide varie¬ 
ty of public health facilities and public 
services - for example, senior centers, 
congregate meals and special transpor¬ 
tation. The elderly also place a high 
importance on proximity to their sup¬ 
port group of friends and family. ’ ’ 

Good schools 

On the other hand, the NAR report¬ 
ed, “because married couples and 
larger households are more likely to 
have school-age dependents, a home’s 
proximity to good schools was an ex¬ 
ceptionally influential factor in their 
home selection process. In contrast, 
proximity to parks and other recrea¬ 
tion facilities were stronger criteria for 
single adult and one-person house¬ 
holds.’’ 

But is there more to it than statis¬ 
tics? 

“I’ve been thinking about that is¬ 
sue for 28 years,” said Fred Meyer, 
president of the Marketing Institute 
(soon to be called the Residential Real¬ 
tors Association) of the Greater Bos¬ 
ton Real Estate Board. “I only work in 


the city of Cambridge, but I’ve often 
wondered why people choose one 
neighborhood over another, especially 
when there are enormous disparities in 
price. If this were a multiple choice 
question, the choice would be all of the 
above. 

“The questions of what do I want, 
where do I want to live, are among the 
most important anyone can answer, 
and among the most difficult," said 
Meyer, owner of University Real Es¬ 
tate in Harvard Square. “Finances are 
an important part and choosing often 
involves a compromise between hus¬ 


band and wife, which in some cases, 
tends to be a battle. It’s hard enough 
for one person to decide, let alone 
two. 

“It’s as personal and as different in 
each case as the people are,” said 
Meyer, whose division oversees 3,800 
Realtors. “Some have friends in the 
area, other people may buy because an 
area is perceived as meeting needs 
that other people might describe as 
snobbish. It might be convenient to 
commute to work, or people go to

A Dear H.G.: It is not a good idea for you to give outright owner¬ 
ship of your home to your children at present. 

* By giving up ownership, you risk losing the use of your 
home completely. Despite the fact that your children have promised to 
allow you to remain in it for as long as you wish, there are instances 
where children, for whatever reasons, have reneged on such promises. 

Certainly, the possibility is remote, but not as remote as the possibil¬ 
ity one of your children may run into financial difficulties. This could lead 
to their losing ownership of the home. 


However, it is a good idea for you to shelter your 
home from possible medicaid liens, but this can 
be accomplished without your giving up total con¬ 
trol of your home. 


There is no need for you to give up ownership of your home. You 
probably won’t need protection from estate taxes, since it appears your 
total assets will be below the state tax exemption level. However, it is a 
good idea for you to shelter your home from possible medicaid liens, but 
this can be accomplished without your giving up total control of your 
home.

grad school in a community and decide 
to stay. 

“Frankly, I’m not sure the buyers 
know themselves why they choose a 
certain area,” he said. “You almost 
have to be a psychoanalyst to know. 1 
often say to people that if they want to 
check out an area-, to go there during 
different hours, in the morning, in the 
afternoon, late a night. See how you 
feel walking your dog around there. ’ ’ 

But Meyer has an even better ex¬ 
planation to the “why buy here?” 
question. 

“People seem to want to live near 
people who are earning the same as 
they are,” he said. “It’s part of the 
reinforcement process. If you were 
working night and day to earn $75,000, 
you may want to come home to a 
neighborhood where people are work¬ 
ing as hard and doing the same thing. 
You may not feel comfortable living 
across the street from an artist earning 
$25,000.” 

Some communities are not founded 
on salary, however, Meyer believes. 

“One of the things I like about 
Cambridge is the buyers in Cambridge 
have a bit more diversity than in other 
areas. They’re interesting. Here you 
have people who are looking not so 
much for a community of similar in¬ 
comes, but similar intellect,” he said. 

That factor, similarity, goes even 
farther, Meyer said. 

Advice from colleagues 

“Suppose you’re a doctor working 
in Quincy and you get a job in a hos¬ 
pital in Framingham,” he surmised. 
“You’re likely to ask other doctors 


where they live and tend to look at 
those communities. There’s a large 
group of Harvard faculty in Lexington. 
It just grew out that way,” he said. 
“Then, new recruits will tend to look 
there. 

“That doesn’t mean they mean to 
exclude Concord or Framingham,” 
Meyer said. “Accident has a lot to do 
with it.” 

Meyer actually got into the real es¬ 
tate business by accident, he said. He 
bought a house, thought the process 
was interesting, needed money to fi¬ 
nance graduate school - divinity school 
- and decided to get a real estate bro¬ 
ker’s license. 

“It was accidental. Important, but 
accidental,” he said. “It’s like the 
choice of a spouse. You meet a partic¬ 
ular person and decide that’s your 
choice. That role of accident is ex¬ 
tremely important and the role of acci¬ 
dental circumstances applies to real es¬ 
tate like many other fields. ’ ’ 

“There is validity to the idea of ho¬ 
mogeneity within communities,” 
agreed Colin Balogh, assistant profes¬ 
sor of finance at Bentley College, Wal¬ 
tham. “Every community kind of has 
its own image that attracts people and 
people look for that. There are church¬ 
es, schools and socio-economic vari¬ 
ables,” said Balogh, whose major field 
of study was real estate. “But even 
beyond that, there are things like jobs 
that are going to make a big differ¬ 
ence.” 

Balogh, a former real estate bro¬ 
ker, said studies conducted on how far 
people are willing to commute indicate 
that white collar workers will travel 
half an hour while blue collar workers

One method is to transfer to your children now a future ownership in¬ 
terest in the home, while you retain a life estate. Although this method 
shelters your home from medicaid liens while protecting your right to live 
there, it also limits your ability to sell your home if you later decide to do 
so. 

A second method would probably be better: transferring your home 
into a revocable trust which gives you the use of the home during your 
lifetime and transfers ownership to your children upon your death. By 
doing so, you both protect your right to live in the home, protect the 
property from medicaid liens and retain the maximum possible control 
over your home during your lifetime. 

Any estate or medicaid planning action you take could have numerous 
repercussions, not the least being that you could automatically become 
ineligible for medicaid coverage for a 30-month period. Accordingly, be¬ 
fore taking any such actions, with no exception, it’s imperative that you 
acquire the advice and assistance of a qualified attorney and an account¬ 
ant.

are willing to travel 45 minutes. 

"Whether that’s a function of how 
long it takes from work to where they 
can find affordable housing or whether 
they’re more comfortable with com¬ 
muting, we don’t know,” Balogh said. 
“I don’t know of too many studies 
which got into the heads of homebuy- 
ers.” 

There is no single factor which 
leads people to buy in certain places, 
Balogh said. “It tends to be an individ¬ 
ual decision.” 

Yet, talk to any real estate agent 
and he or she will tell you, if not buy¬ 
er-specific reasons, the most prevalent 
factors that draw people to their com¬ 
munities. 

Unlike most real estate agents, 
Helga Switzler of Switzler Realty, 
Wellesley, does not pinpoint the school 
system as a personal priority for her 
buyers. 

Something for everyone 

“There is something for everyone 
in Wellesley,” she said, “but the 


schools usually don’t make my priority 
list. I think the towns around us have 
schools that are just as good. I think 
it’s many other things.” 

Switzler moved to Wellesley in 
1967, not because of any particular 
service or perception, but due to the 
look of the town. 

“It was the quaintness, the town 
hall, the pond, the cleanliness,” she 
said. “I thought it was a super-clean 
town. It reminded me of Europe (her 
birthplace). I’ve never seen a town 
any cleaner. It’s very special.” The 
easy commute to Boston also was a 
big draw. 

Neighboring Natick has a different 
feel than Wellesley, but people are 
drawn there for similar reasons, said 
Nelson Perry, a broker with DeWolfe, 
Natick. 

“The commuter location is ideal on 
the east-west route,” said Perry, who 
grew up in Wellesley and has lived in 
Natick for the past 15 years. “I’ve 
sold houses to what I call ‘mixed cou¬ 
ples,’ where one works in Boston, the 
other in Westboro. She can take the 
train to Boston and he can drive out to 


Westboro. I do see that amazingly fre¬ 
quently,” he said. “Some people need 
a middle ground.” Natick offers two T 
stops (mass transit stations), Perry 
said. “You can go a straight shot into 
Boston for social purposes. And 
there’s a huge parking lot on Route 
135. You can always get in there. ’ ’ 

And Natick seems to be a bit more 
heterogeneous than its neighbors, in 
terms of pricing, Perry said. “It offers 
a wide range of prices, from $100,000 
and way up. There is a similarity be¬ 
tween Framingham and Natick, but I 
think the people who prefer Natick do 
so because it has a smaller-town feel. 
Framingham, functionally, is more like 
a city. I think there are about 65,000 
residents. Natick has just over 30,000. 
It seems more clearly identified with a 
feeling like a town.” 

Confidence in schools 

The public school system, said Per¬ 
ry, “is very good. People feel con¬ 
fident in the programs and education 
and don’t feel they have to pay for pri¬ 
vate school.” 

As Switzler noted, many people 
feel they cannot afford to live in 


Wellesley, Perry said. “It’s not afford¬ 
able to many first-time buyers, but 
they still can have the benefits. People 
like to shop in Wellesley, audit courses 
at Wellesley College. Natick gives a lot 
of freedom to move back and forth be¬ 
tween the two,” said Perry, who still 
attends church in Welleslev. 

In Sudbury, which is adjacent to 
both Framingham and Marlboro, new 
construction is a prime attraction fac¬ 
tor, said Nancy Taylor, president of 
N.B. Taylor & Co., Sudbury. 

“There is lots of new construction 
and always has been,” she said. 
“We’ve been building for about 30 
years. That attracts people, especially 
transfers and younger couples who 
also want their children in a good 
school system. In other towns, with¬ 
out new construction, that attraction is 
not always there. And the appreciation 
factor in the homes has always been 
there, even in this recession. It’s a fa¬ 
vorite of transfers from IBM, Digital 
and Prime. It offers instant living.” 
There is what Taylor calls an “older 
section, very stately and now 25 years 
old.”

‘Liaison’ post 

is added to rolls 
at Lynch school

The addition of a new staff position 
to the ranks of the Lynch Elemen¬ 
tary School is a step in the right 
direction toward addressing special 
issues at the school, according to 
school officials. 

Frank Bianco, director of the Spe¬ 
cial Education program, defined the 
role of the newly added position of 
“home-school liaison” at a School 
Committee meeting on Sept. 24. 

‘‘The liaison will be an ombuds¬ 
man between the parent and the 
school,” said Bianco. He added the 
focus of the position will be on deve¬ 
loping a relationship with parents 
based on trust, especially for 
parents who had lost faith in the 
system. 

In order to accomplish that goal, 
the liaison would establish parent 
support groups, hold educational 
workshops for parents, develop long- 
and short-term goals for hand¬ 
icapped students, provide counsel¬ 
ing to children and serve as a resour¬ 
ce for parents in need of other social 
services. 

Bianco said, ‘‘The emphasis will 
definitely be on the Early Childhood 
Program.” He added that referrals 
to the liaison would be made through 
the Lynch School principal. 


Funding for the 25-hour position 
will be accomplished by pooling 
funds from two different programs, 
said Bianco. The School Committee 
allocated monies from the Project 
WIN grant in the amount of $20,123 
last spring, according to Bianco. 

In addition, the sum of $14,650 will 
be added from Chapter I entitlement 
funds so that the students in the 
Early Childhood Program can bene¬ 
fit from the liasion’s services. Chap¬ 
ter I monies are “earmarked to 
provide support services to students 
whose families are declared ‘low 
income’ by Chapter I federal 
criteria,” according to a memoran¬ 
dum from Bianco to Superintendent 
Charles Mitsakos. 

RoseAnn Gallery, who has a mas¬ 
ter’s degree from the University of 
Chicago, will take over the new 
half-time position at Lynch at a rate 
of $30 per hour. According to Bianco, 
Gallery has worked in a similar role 
for Winchester on a contractual 
basis for the past three years. Bian¬ 
co added that she has advanced 
training in family counseling, clini¬ 
cal social work and psychology. 

Bianco noted there has been an 
increase in Winchester in the num¬ 
ber of families who meet the federal 
criteria for low income and there¬ 
fore there are increased needs in the

Police are given more muscle in war on domestic violence 


“For years, domestic violence was not treated 
as a crime. It was considered a family matter” 
— Winchester Police Detective Lieutenant 
James Pierce. 


This article is the first of a two- 
part look at domestic violence here 
in town and the police response to 
the problem. Next week, the Star 
will explore the intricacies of the 
court system, and how that system 
aids victims.

A Winchester Police officer is 
often a knight in shining armor to 
the victim of domestic violence. 

And now recent changes in (he 
Massachusetts statutes governing 
incidents of domestic violence put 
some muscle behind the police 
response, by mandating that the 


arrest of the offender be the ‘‘pre¬ 
ferred response” of police officers 
when dealing with incidents of 
domestic abuse within the home and 
outside it. 

According to Winchester Detec¬ 
tive Lieutentant James Pierce, who 
deals with incidents of domestic vio¬ 
lence and the subsequent court pro¬ 
ceedings in such cases, important 
changes in the state laws governing 
police intervention went into effect 
in March 1991. 

“Domestic violence is a very real 
problem ... For years, domestic vio¬ 
lence was not treated as a crime, it 
was considered a family matter,” 
Pierce said. 


According to Pierce, in the past, 
the abusive person may have been 
told to take a walk and cool off. 

“We have no choice [now] but to 
arrest... if we have probable cause 
to believe that an assault took 
place,” said Pierce. 

The new laws, which are outlined 


in “Policy for Law Enforcement 
Response to Domestic Violence,” a 
publication from the Executive 
Office for Public Safety, have now 
been changed to protect a victim 
from household members who are 
not blood relatives, such as in-laws 
and ex-spouses. 


Specifically noted in the changes 
are those individuals who are proven 
by the court to be in a “substantial 
dating relationship.” Victims can 
now seek protection from these indi¬ 
viduals as well blood relatives. 

“You can get just as hurt if you 
are hit by your husband as by a 
stranger,” said Pierce. 

Pierce said the Winchester Police 
Department receives an average of 
15 calls a week regarding some sort 
of domestic incident. Of those 15, 
according to Pierce, seven are gen¬ 
erally first-time calls, requiring only 
one visit to the home. But at least 
nine of those calls are in regard to 
repeat offenders. 


Overall, Pierce says incidents of 
domestic violence are up in town. In 
particular, incidents of abuse in 
boyfriend/girlfriend relationships. 

Said Pierce. “I think [the 
increase] may be due, in part, to the 
economy.” The increased pressure 
of high unemployment and the result 
of the failed economy making money 
tight, are contributing factors, said 
Pierce. 

But Pierce added too, that 
increased public awareness that 
abuse on any level is a crime, is also 
a factor. 

According to Pierce, the typical 
profile of domestic violence goes

Desmarteaux resigns 
from Retirement Board

In the wake of allegations by a 
major Boston newspaper of impro¬ 
priety in the handling of Winches¬ 
ter’s pension fund, a member 
targeted in that report has stepped 
down from his position on the local 
retirement board. 

Louis Desmarteaux of Woodside 
Road announced his plans to imme¬ 
diately vacate his position on 
Winchester’s Retirement Board in a 
letter to Board Chairman Joseph 
Bonner. 

In that letter, dated Sept. 20, 
Desmarteaux wrote that the Boston 
Globe spotlight series in which the 
business practices of he and former 
Winchester resident Carmen W. Elio 
were targeted was “based on misin¬ 
formation and half-truths and con¬ 
tain unsupported innuendo of impro¬ 


priety in dealing with Massachusetts 
retirement systems. 

“The Winchester Retirement 
Board and my position on the Board 
were mentioned, inferring that my 
position was self-serving and con¬ 
trived for personal benefit.” 

He added, “As always, my prim¬ 
ary concern is for the benefit, suc¬ 
cess and good reputation of the 
retirement system. The Winchester 
Retirement System is one of the best 
funded in the Commonwealth and 
deserves only positive attention and 
accolades from the press and the 
community. 

“However, the Winchester Retire¬ 
ment Board has received unwar¬ 
ranted attention because of these 
articles. My firm belief at this time 
is that the Retirement Board must 
be able to fulfill its responsibility to 
the members of the system free

Wolfe family confronts 
tough obstacles ahead 


Design committee eyes 
updated charge of duties

For a little boy, Jack Wolfe has 
been through a great deal. 


Jack, the 21-month-old son of 
former Winchester High School 
football player Robert Wolfe, was 
born with a rare liver disease, 
biliary atresia, which blocks the 


bile ducts of the liver. 

After Jack underwent one oper¬ 
ation to correct the problem in 
March 1990, his condition only 
worsened. According to his 
grandfather, William Wolfe, who 
lives in Winchester, “the liver 
couldn’t respond. Slowly, he was 
dying.” 

But last November, Jack 
underwent a liver transplant at 
Children’s Hospital in Boston, 
which proved a success. 

Since that time, only one seri¬ 
ous setback in January 1991 has 
marred the Wolfe family’s happi¬ 
ness. “He’s doing very well,” 
reports William Wolfe. 

But now the Wolfe family faces 
a different kind of struggle — a 
financial one. 

Saddled with enormous hospi¬ 
tal bills, the Wolfes, who reside in 
Shrewsbury, are currently chal¬ 
lenging the decision of their 
insurance company, which is cov¬ 
ering just a portion of the medical 
costs. A total of $86,000 remains 
to be paid and in addition, the 
Wolfes are keeping up with pay¬ 
ments for Jack’s medication, 
which runs from $15,000 to $18,000 
each year. Jack’s grandfather 
says the medication will be an 
ongoing expense for the Wolfes

Members of the town’s Beautifica¬ 
tion Design Review Committee will 
be requesting an updated charge 
from Town Meeting this fall. 

According to Beautification 
Design Review Committee (BDRC) 
Chairman Sandy Rodgers, the com¬ 
mittee was originally charged with 
assisting the Department of Public 
Works (DPW) with improvements to 
the downtown area. 

“I believe that the original charge 
has really caused a great deal of 
trouble in terms of some of the 
problems the BDRC has had,” said 
Rodgers. 

She noted that the BDRC does not 
work specifically with the DPW, but 
rather assists that department with 
projects, which are generated from 
requests of the Board of Selectmen 
and Planning Board. 

Rogers also added that the board 
was expanded a year ago to include 
seven members, up from the origi¬ 
nal five. Three of those members are 
appointed from the Planning Board, 
two from the Board of Selectmen 


and two from the Town Moderator. 

The new charge, if adopted by 
Town Meeting, proposes that ‘a 
Design Review Committee be estab¬ 
lished to advise on the review of site 
improvements and visual design 
within the Town of Winchester at the 
request of the Board of Selectmen 
and the Planning Board. Further, 
the Committee shall assist the 
Department of Public Works in the 
implementation of Town improve¬ 
ments when requested.’ 

“I’d like to stress that the BDRC 
does wish, and this is the wish of 
every member, to be advisory to 
both you and the Planning Board,” 
said Rodgers. 

The BDRC has, in the past, 
clashed with selectmen regarding 
the advisory nature of the board. 

“1 agree wholeheartedly with the 
sentiment to make this charge crys¬ 
tal clear,” said Selectman Thomas 
Schmitt. 

“The committee gets beaten a lot 
around when things go wrong,” said 
Stephen Powers, “but they do a lot of 
good things. In a bureacracy of this

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Board rejects 
more Main Street 
parking spill-over

Parking problems on Main Street 
are not going to be alleviated by 
further encroachment of Horn Pond 
Brook, according to conservation 
commissioners. 

Cosmo Pasciuto, the owner of 750 
Main Street, asked for a permit to 
provide his property with additional 
parking that would be situated on 
adajacent town property near Horn 
Pond Brook. 

At a public hearing on Sept. 23 
Pasciuto said the property is only at 
30 percent occupancy because he 
doesn’t have the parking to offer 
prospective tenants. 

The majority of the commission¬ 
ers were against permitting this use, 
in particular, on town-owned 
property. 

However, Chairman Joshua 
Alper, who voted in favor of the 
petition said, “I’m at pains to see 
why Mr. Pasciuto should be treated 
differently.” 

He cited the use of the area by 
other Main Street properties park¬ 
ing close to the brook, as a reason to 
allow the use. Conservation Com¬ 
missioner Steven Lewis concurred 
stating that, “This seems to be a 
fairly benign use of the area.” Lewis 
said that any restrictions on its use 
could be further mandated in an 
order of conditions, drawn up by the 
commission. 

Conservation Commissioner Rita 
Breen said although vehicles have 
been tolerated in the area “some 
action should be taken.” 

Said Breen, “I would go beyond 
that and say that we should go out 
and investigate that whole area. We 
need to be consistent.” Commission¬ 
er Meg Sheehan added, “We should 
address the Department Public 
Works (DPW) trucks which are 
parked in the daytime, right on the 
bank, that’s a concern of mine.” 


. Swanton St. cleanup 

The cleanup of 134 Swanton Street, 
which is owned by Atlantic Fuel, 
was detailed for the commission by 
Jack Maserejian, a representative 
from Clean Harbors. The commis¬ 
sion asked for all test results begin¬ 
ning with the pump test until the 
cleanup is complete. A weekly moni¬ 
toring system to determine how the 
cleanup is going was also requested 
by the commission. 

The site, at the corner of Swanton 
Street and McKay Avenue, was pur¬ 
chased in 1986, said Maserejian. 

According to Peter Taylor, rep¬ 
resentative of Atlantic Fuel Market¬ 
ing Corporation, the storage tanks 
on the site “showed evidence of 
corrosion” and were the source of 
the benzene found on the surface of 
the groundwater. Four monitoring 
wells placed on the site showed there 
was fuel on the surface of the 
groundwater in amounts ranging 
from two inches to two feet, said 
Maserejian. 

A recovery system, in operation 
on the site for the past three to four 
years, has recovered 200 gallons, 
according to Maserejian. Since the 
rate of recovery has been slow the 
company plans to accelerate the 
cleanup, said Maserejian. 

. Health regulations 

In other matters, the commission 
voted in favor of a proposed amend¬ 
ment to the Board of Health regula¬ 
tions, which would give the board 
increased control over hazardous 
waste sites in town, with some 
express reservations. 

Commissioner Sheehan said that 
the site assessments referred to in 
the proposed regulation should fol¬ 
low the Department of Environmen¬ 
tal Protection (DEP) laws govern¬ 
ing hazardous waste cleanup. Also, 
some members said that the Board 
of Health should not attempt to oper¬ 
ate outside its jurisdiction by includ¬ 
ing protection of the environment in 
the proposed regulation.

Members of the North End Task 
Force say they have been left out of 
the loop on recent correspondence 
regarding the controversial Rock 
Avenue landfill site. 

North End Task Force Chairman 
Peggy Schleicher reminded mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Health that her 
group wants to be notified regarding 
any progress made on the cleanup of 
the site. 

Abutters of the site have charged 
for years that hazardous waste 
exists on the property, owned by 
developer Charles Ferrari. 

"I was just a little bit disturbed to 
find there had been correspondence 
over the summer from the town 
counsel, and that the North End 
Task Force had not been copied on 
it,” said Schleicher. 

Board of Health Chairman Warren 
Taylor said that the omission was 
not intentional and offered copies of 
any pertinent documents to the task 
force. Taylor added that in an effort 
to use the political process to move 
the problem toward a resolution, 
letters were sent to Sen. Charles 
Shannon (R-Winchester), State Rep. 
Paul Casey (D-Winchester), the 
Attorney General’s office and the 
District Attorney’s office. 

Schleicher responded, “We’re con¬ 
cerned in the north end that the issue 
of airborne contaminants has been 
outstanding for sometime.” 

A letter from the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) 
dated Aug. 6, focused on the impact 
of any contamination on the air. 
According to the letter, “since con¬ 
tamination is at a depth and is not 
surficial, exposure via direct human 
contact (including inhalation) is not 
of immediate concern.” 

The plans to cleanup the Rock 
Avenue site have come to a virtual 
standstill, Taylor said. “We want a 
resolution of this whole problem. 
The court decision in a suit against 
the Board of Health has tied us up,” 
he said. 

Taylor urged the members of the 
task force to be present at the public 
hearing on Oct. 1 to discuss the 
adoption of new regulations, which 
would give the Board of Health more 
authority with respect to overseeing 
hazardous waste cleanup. 

“Bottomline is that we are frus¬ 
trated by the present situation. 
We’re frankly doing everything we 
can,” said Board of Health member 
Dr. Randall Swartz. 

In Nov. 8, 1990, a Superior Court 
ruling found in favor of abutters 
John and Elizabeth Morgan, 13 Rock 
Avenue, and Angela McConkey, 10 
Hill Street, who sued the Board of 
Health over the landfill. 

The court rejected the town’s bid 
for summary judgment and 
remanded the decision for site 
assignment to the health board. The 
court ruled the board followed the

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Dentistry advances

Going to the dentist may never 
be high on anyone’s list of fun 
activities, but with advances in 
pediatric dental care, you 
shouldn’t have to pull teeth to get 
your children in the door. 

Dr. Arthur Daniels, a pediatric 
dentist in Winchester for the past 
18 years, says these advances 
have lowered the incidence of 
cavities by fit) or 70 percent. 

Says Daniels, “We are on the 
verge of developing a decay-free 
generation of kids.’’ 

Daniels says a recent survey of 
pediatric dentists has shown that 
fully 94 percent of the dentists’ 
patients are decay-free. Daniels 
credits the acceptance of pediatr¬ 
ic dentistry as one of the reasons 
for these statistics. Since the 
children begin their dental care 
earlier, cavities are never given 
a chance to start. 

Known as “Doctor Dan" to the 
children, Daniels says proper 
dental care involves as much 
parent education as it does edu¬ 
cation of the child. A young child, 
two or three years old, must ini¬ 
tially have the parents help to 
brush and floss. 

Daniels adds that the use of 
fluoridation in the water supplies 
and a common sense diet can 
further reduce children's risk of 
developing cavities. 

Warnings about the risk of 
developing cavities from eating 


too much refined sugar have been 
altered, according to Daniels. It 
has been been proven that virtu¬ 
ally any foodstuff that stays in 
the mouth over a period of time 
can lead to the creation of bacter¬ 
ia. which triggers the production 
of acid, says Daniels. 

Sealants on the back teeth 
further prevent cavities from 
forming. The treatment is 
applied in the grooves of the back 
teeth and protect areas that are 
difficult to reach, said Daniels. 

But the best part, according to 
local youngsters, is the fun atmo¬ 
sphere that Daniels creates. 
Daniels has hand puppets, stuffed 
monkeys, bears, horses as well as 
the Sesame Street characters 
that aid him in making the dental 
visit an "inviting, positive experi¬ 
ence," says Daniels. 

He uses the animals, several of 
which have teeth of their own, to 
demonstrate proper brushing and 
flossing techniques to children. In 
general, Daniels recommends 
that children be seen around two 
to three years of age. 

Daniel said that according to 
the American Academy of 
Pediatric Dentistry, children 
even younger may be at risk of 
developing cavities if parents 
allow the use of a bottle too long 
after the first birthday or breast 
feeding on demand. 

Daniels says that some child¬ 
ren are at first apprehensive 
about the visit, but "the child 
accepts the dentist more readily 


than their parents I do I." 

The office has a sitting room, 
complete with lots of books and a 
loft into which young readers can 
escape while awaiting their turn 
in Doctor Dan’s chair. 


A favorite of parents, the office 
succeeds in keeping siblings of 
the patient busy when it is neces¬ 
sary to wait, since there are toys 
in the office area, geared for the 
very young.

Desmarteaux resigns from Retirement Board

from outside media attention. 
Accordingly, I am hereby submit¬ 
ting my resignation effective 
today.” 

Desmarteaux added, ‘‘once the 
Globe’s allegations are shown to be 
improper and unfounded, I hope that 
I will again be considered to serve 
the members and beneficiaries of 
the Winchester Retirement 
System.” 

The Retirement Board held an 
emergency meeting Friday morning 
Sept. 20 to receive Desmarteaux’s 
resignation. 

“People are terribly upset,” said 
former Selectman Judie Muggia, 
who attended the session. ‘‘The publ¬ 
ic needs to pay close attention and 
show through their anger that [the 
board 1 has very direct responsibility 
for public funds,” she added. 

Ken Duffy, past president of the 
firefighters’ union, said he had 
worked with Desmarteaux in the 
past and cited his efforts to remove 
the $30,000 pay cap, which brought 


equity to the town's employee 
benefits. 

Desmarteaux, who was appointed 
to the board by selectmen in May 
1991, was also a key speaker at last 
Spring Town Meeting, at which a 
funding schedule was adopted to pay 
off the town’s unfunded liability of 
the retirement system. 

According to the Globe article 
published Sept. 16, Elio was hired by 
Aetna Life & Casualty of Connecti¬ 
cut as a consultant in 1984. However, 
the Globe alleges that Elio used his 
influence as a broker to bring mil¬ 
lions of dollars in assets to Aetna and 
himself collected fees from the firm. 

According to the Globe, Desmar¬ 
teaux worked for Elio at Alex. 
Brown and Sons, as a consultant. In 
1985, on the recommendation of 
Desmarteaux, the Winchester 
Retirement Board decided to invest 
$1 million of the $18 million pension 
fund monies with Aetna, according 
to Bonner. Those funds with Aetna 
have since been reduced to $65,000 
on the advice of independent consul¬ 
tant, Shearson Lehman Brothers. 


Bonner also noted that the town 
yielded a time weighted rate of 
return of 12 percent through 1989 on 
the Aetna investments. In August 
1990, the town received approxi¬ 
mately $1,609,000 from Aetna. That 
same year, the Winchester Contri¬ 
butory Board was ranked seventh 
out of 107 systems in the Common¬ 
wealth in terms of annualized rate of 


return on assets, according to 
Bonner. 

Currently, the remaining mem¬ 
bers of the Retirement Board, Town 
Comptroller Bonner and patrolman 
William O’Neil, are reviewing candi¬ 
dates to fill Desmarteaux’s position 
on the board. Those interested in the

Marlene, who is 
also Administrative Secretary to 
the Planning Board, seems 
always to have the patience of 
Job and to that she adds a 
sympathetic smile and her com¬ 
petent professionalism. 

As Engineering/Planning cele¬ 
brates its 90th birthday. Town 
Engineer John H. Ciarcia — 
“Jake” to most townies — cele¬ 
brates his 21st anniversary as 
Town Engineer, and his 38th year 
as a member of Engineering/ 
Planning. 

Continuity has always been one 
of the strengths of this portion of 
town services — and has resulted 
in one of the most comprehensive 
plan files of land and its uses of 
any town or city in the 
Commonwealth.

floor; kicks her shoes off; and opens 
a bag of popcorn the size of Rhode 
Island. 

3:45: It slams a third time; the 
15-year-old. “Hey, how was school?” 
“B-u-u-u-uh-h”, she observes, a kind 
of guttural moan delivered with 
deadpan expression. Three friends 
troop in behind her, in curtains and 
spikes and ridges of hair. “How are 
YOU guys? “ “B-u-u-u-uh-h,” they 
answer as one, ana together sling 
four 30-pound book bags onto the 
floor. 

A new wrinkle at our local high 
school is a schedule that shifts 
queasily not only over the hours of 
the day but over the days of the week 
too, so that no one class meets at the 


Resident tells tale 
of lost family dog 

TO THE EDITOR: 

A few weeks back my family lost a 
dear friend. It has taken us three 
weeks to discover what his life 
meant. At first our grief was over¬ 
whelming and I think the closeness 
we shared was his final gift. 

Our dog was hit by a car on Main 
Street and died instantly. The night 
before, I removed his collar because 
of the racket the tags made while 1 
watched television. Yes, I should 
have put the collar right back on, but 
1 didn’t. I woke up the next day and 
started doing the things that most of 
us in Winchester do on Saturday 
mornings. 

We do various errands and maybe 
take the kids to a sports event. When 
I returned my wife informed ine the 
dog was loose and the search began. 
I drove street to street without luck. 
I then called the police department 
and was informed a small white dog 
without tags was hit and killed. His 
body was at the dog shelter. I 
gathered the family and went to the 
transfer station for the possibility of 
our last goodbye. 

We uncovered trash cans filled 
with dog food, unwrapped balls of 
plastic, looked everywhere but could 
not find the small white dog without 
tags. At this point I made another 
call to the police and was told a 
cruiser was dispatched and an offic¬ 
er would meet us. 

If you can picture, for a moment, 
the three of us looking everywhere, 
still not knowing if it was our dog or 
some other poor family friend. This 


same time twice. Also, each class 
period lasts longer, so all major 
subjects meet four, rather than five, 
days a week. The result for the 
parents is, you can never figure out 
what’s due when. “What have we got 
in Latin tonight?”

He 
does it with relish, brushes his teeth 
and climbs into bed with a good 
book, causing everyone else in the 
house to prickle with envy. The clock 
ticks. 

“Have we got an atlas?,” the high 
schooler, emerging from her corner. 
Luckily, we do. “See these cities?”, 
a list of 50, with names like Yoppa, 
Znegg, and Shanooz. “We have to 
draw a map of the whole known 
world, place these cities on it, then 
use them to show the progression of 
the Black Death in the 1300s.” “AND 
some of the cities now have different 
names,” she adds. 

An hour later, we are still looking 
for Znegg, when the 12-year-old 
approaches Dad with a math ques¬ 
tion. “Wait. Let me see the book,” he 
says; turns 80 pages back to the 
beginning and starts reading the 
whole thing. She sighs, falls face 
down on the floor to wait. Then sits 
bolt upright. Screams. Begins claw¬ 
ing her face: “AAARGH! The 
Three-Book Report is due tomorrow 
for English! I just remembered!” 


level of anxiety should not be placed 
upon any family in Winchester. 

We then met the officer and was 
informed that because our pedigree 
West Highland terrier had no tags he 
was thrown in the compacter with 
the rest of Saturday’s trash. Like I 
said, it has taken these weeks to turn 
grief into anger. 

Everything is listed in the town’s 
computers. How many West High¬ 
land terriers can there be? Yes, I 
take full responsibility for his death. 
Somehow he got out of our fenced-in 
yard. Yes, I take full responsibility 
for his tags being off. I just can’t 
help but believe that any dog hit in 
Winchester belongs to a family just 
like me. As my l()-year-old son, who 
received this friend for his sixth 
birthday, cried himself to sleep I 
could not help but ask whether wait¬ 
ing until the end of the day would 
have mattered. 

I feel that our town treated this 
friend as one hour trash. 

Death needs to be final. In this 
case we still wonder if our friend 
will be coming home.

Winchester Republicans were 
on the bandwagon for Ike that 
year. The Dwight Eisenhower 
bandwagon made a trip through 
Winchester, and greetings from 
local residents came in the form 
of music, supplied by four jazz 
musicians on a open truck bed. 
The truck traveled through the 
square and serenaded the towns¬ 
folk to the tune of “As the Saints 
Go Marching In." 

The Red Feather Campaign 
began its drive to fund some 277 
health and social welfare agen¬ 
cies that week. The theme that 
year was to place an emphasis on 
the youth and it was noted in the 
Star, that a significant portion of 
the monies were used for activi¬ 
ties geared towards youth. Plans 
for a party were solidified that 
week at the local Masonic Hall. 

New England Telephone noti¬ 
fied its customers that the site for 
a new telephone building had 
been selected that week, on the 
northerly corner of Hemingway 
Street and Main. The new build¬ 
ing, local residents were told, 
would provide dial service by 
1958 to Winchester and Woburn 
residents. 

A music hall was opened on 
Bacon Street that week. A prohib¬ 
ition against the hall because it 
was against zoning bylaws was 
struck down by town counsel. The 
local Police and Fire depart¬ 
ments said they could find no 
grounds for the protest since the 
property posed neither a fire nor 
a traffic menace. 

Governor Herter, that week 
signed a bill which transfered to 
Winchester from Medford, 27 
acres of land off Border Road, 
most of which was originally a 
part of the old Symmes Farm, 
according to an article in the 
Star. The transfer was made 
because Medford was unable to 
service the land, and also had not 
zoned it. Located adjacent to 
what was a desirable and rapidly 
growing development in 
Winchester, the Town authorities 
felt it was wise to take title to the 
land as a protective measure, 
according to the Star article. 

A suit at Chitel’s, then the local 
men’s haberdashery, sold for $85. 
And traveling to Florida that 
year could be accomplished for 
$24 per night for a hotel room. A 
hair perm went lor $10 and 
grapes fetched a mere 25 cents 
for two pounds. 

Contracts were awarded to con¬ 
struct the first 17 miles of high¬ 
way in St. Louis, Mo., and nearby 
St. Charles County. The contracts 
totaled approximately $4 million 
that year, and include 350,000 
square yards of concrete pave¬ 
ments as well as grading and 
structures. The relocation of 
Route 28 in Winchester was also 
included in this federal project. 
Ninety percent of the monies 
were being covered by the feder¬ 
al government and the rest by the 
state.

Rand: a leader 


The following article is the nine¬ 
teenth installment in a series on 
George Dutton Rand, a prominent 
Boston architect who lived in 
Winchester from 1875-86. Recent 
research shows that he played an 
important role in shaping the Victor¬ 
ian town we know today. His work 
includes Town Hall as well as many 
of the houses built in Winchester 
during the 1870s and ’80s.

Throughout his career, George 
Rand was regularly hired to design 
hospitals. These large buildings 
were among his most widely recog¬ 
nized works. 

In 1874, Rand began supervising 
the design and construction of the 
state’s new “lunatic hospital” in 
Worcester, today Worcester State 
Hospital. It was tremendously 
expensive, costing $1 million, equi¬ 
valent to a $100-million project 
today. 

The hospital was Gothic in style, 
similar to Rand’s first brick houses 
for Winchester’s Rangeley develop¬ 
ment. A clock tower over the admi¬ 
nistration offices has long been a 
Worcester landmark. 

Rand’s design was well regarded 
in its day and was illustrated in the 
April 29, 1876, issue of the American 
Architect and Buildinq News (repro¬ 
duced in the May 30, 1991, Winches¬ 
ter Star). 

In 1887, Rand was hired again for 
additions to the hospital. Pavilions 
were built on the outer wings of the 
complex. * 

The success of the Worcester pro¬ 
ject led to other commissions. In the 
1880s, Rand’s firm, Rand & Taylor, 
was employed at least twice to 
design asylum buildings in Concord, 
N.H. One was the Bancroft Building, 
designed in 1885, which was to house 
“lady patients.” This brick Queen 
Anne structure was illustrated in the 
Jan. 3, 1885, issue of the American 
Architect. 

“In the planning of the building, 
the idea has been to avoid all 
appearance of restraint, as well as 
everything to remind one of the 
ordinary hospital ward,” the accom¬ 
panying description noted. “There 
are fireplaces, open stairways and 
bay-windows, and a home-like, 
domestic look in all the 
arrangements.” 

The description also pointed out 
that all rooms faced south, east or 
west, with the north side reserved 
for stairways and closets. Rand 
would pursue this concern for light 
in his later work. 

In 1888, Rand & Taylor designed 
another building for the New Hamp¬ 
shire State Insane Asylum. On April 
21, the American Architect records 
that the firm had been employed to 
design a “summer building” for the 
Concord complex.

the newly organized Mary Hitchcock 
Hospital in Hanover, N.H., engaged 
Rand to design their new building. 
Mention of it is made in the April 20, 
1889, issue of the American 
Architect. Although relatively 
small, the hospital was exceptional 
in a number of ways. 

First, its style was innovative. It 
was an early example of what is now 
called Beaux-Arts classicism, which 
was popularized at the end of the 
century by the work of the architec¬ 
tural firm of McKim, Mead & White. 
This firm had just designed the new 
Boston Public Library in 1888, and it 
was under construction when Rand 
designed his new hospital. The class¬ 
icism of both the library and the 
hospital is based on the architecture 
of the Italian Renaissance and was 
promoted by the Ecole des Beaux- 
Arts in Paris, Europe’s leading 
school of architecture at the time. 

Rand’s design for the Hitchcock 
Hospital was symmetrical, contrast¬ 
ing with the deliberate irregularity 
of Queen Anne architecture. At the 
center of the building was a rotunda, 
a hall under a dome supported by 
classical columns. On either side of 
the main building were corridors, 
animated by arcades. The arcades 
were an echo of those which organ¬ 
ize the Boston Public Library 
facade. Its design, in turn, was 
based on the Renaissance architec¬ 
ture of Brunelleschi. 

The hospital also was noteworthy 
for its engineering. It incorporated a 
new tile system, manufactured by 
the Guastavino Fireproof Construc¬ 
tion Company of New York. Over the 
years, whether designing the recon¬ 
struction of Boston’s Hotel Ven- 
dome, Winchester Town Hall, or his 
many hospitals, Rand sought inno¬ 
vative solutions for fire prevention. 

As with his plan for the Bancroft 


Building in Concord, Rand’s design 
for the Hitchcock Hospital 
addressed his interest in providing 
patients with sunlight. The arcaded 
corridors were sunrooms where 
patients were brought in wheel¬ 
chairs to spend their days of 
recovery. 

Over the years, the hospital grew 
and a number of additions were 
built. Recently an entirely new hos¬ 
pital has been constructed in the 
nearby town of Lebanon. Dartmouth 
College has bought the old Mary 
Hitchcock complex, and the college 
plans to raze the site to make way 
for new construction. 

Soon after planning the Hitchcock 
Hospital, Rand was commissioned 
to design the State Asylum for the 
Insane in Waterbury, Vt. This hospi¬ 
tal was illustrated bv the American 
Architect in its Dec. 19,1891, issue. It 
is a red brick building with classical 
detailing, typical of Colonial Revival 
architecture. It is well preserved 
and continues to serve the state of 
Vermont. 

From 1893 through 1896, Rand was 
living in Florida. When he returned 
to Boston in 1897, he resumed his 
architectural practice. Two more 
hospital projects followed. 

In 1897, he designed the Heaton 
Hospital, constructed in Montpelier, 
Vt. It was illustrated in the Dec. 11, 
1897, issue of the American 
Architect. It survives today, 
although it has been extensively 
rebuilt and little remains to suggest 
its original appearance. 

In 1898, Rand designed the Lend-a- 
Hand Home and Hospital, located on 
Williams Street in Roxbury. It was a 
large Colonial Revival building, as

shown in the illustration of it in the 
Sept. 3, 1898, issue of the American 
Architect. It has been demolished 
Rand’s partner of the 1880s and 
’90s, Bertrand Taylor, shared in the 
planning of many of Rand’s hospi¬ 
tals. Eventually Taylor designed a 
number of hospitals on his own He is 
credited with the design of the State 
Hospital in Westborough; the City 
and Homeopathic Hospitals in Bos¬ 
ton; Corey Hill Hospital, Boston: 
Newton City Hospital: and the Anna 
Jacques Hospital, Newburyport 
(American Institute of Architects 
Quarterly Bulletin, October 1909).

Protection Act

from creditors on property owned by 
seniors over 65 years of age. 

The law was amended in April 
1991. The new amendments extend 
the opportunity to file for homestead 
protection to persons over 02 years 
old, to owners of mobile homes as 
well as desabled persons. Declara¬ 
tion of Homestead Applications are 
now available at the Jenks Senior 
Center’s lobby desk for interested 
seniors to pick up, or they may call 
the Registry of Deeds at the Mid¬ 
dlesex County Courthouse, (617) 
494-4500. 

Two new' programs 
from Minuteman Care 

Minuteman Home Care has two 
programs available for those who 
live in their sixteen-town area 
(which includes Winchester) and 
are caring for someone with Alz¬ 
heimer’s Disease or a related disor¬ 
der. These services are available 
free without regard to the family or 
caregiver’s income. They are 
designed to assist the caregiver in 
maintaining the elder in the com¬

munity and to ease the stress of 
full-time caregiving. 

The first program is the Alzheim¬ 
er’s In-Home Management Service, 
a uniquely designed nursing service 
which provides individualized 
counseling, education and communi¬ 
ty referral information for clients 
and their families who are coping 
with the issues of memory loss. 

The In-Home Management Ser¬ 
vice focuses on home safety evalua¬ 
tion, behavioral management, com¬ 
munication techniques and 
medication management. A written 
individualized care plan is provided 
to the family following an in-home 
assessment by an R.N. The service 
is designed to enable the individual 
to function at an optimal level in a 
home setting as long as possible and 
to provide the caregiver much 
needed support. 

The second program is the Alz¬ 
heimer’s Caregivers Support Fund. 
Families and other caregivers in the 
16-town region who are caring for 
those with Alzheimer’s disease or a 
related disorder may apply to this 
Fund for financial assistance in 
obtaining respite services or adap¬ 
tive devices which would ease their 
caregiving tasks. 

The aim of this fund is to help 
families meet respite needs that 
they could not otherwise meet. A 
family may apply for a one-time 
need or an on-going need such as: 
weekend institutional respite: 
weekend or overnight in-home 
respite: companionship services; an 
additional day or day care; home 
adaptation; purchase of an adaptive 
device which would facilitate 
caregiving. 

The funding for these programs is 
made possible through the generosi¬ 
ty of the John Henry Carr Alzheim¬ 
er’s and Aging Foundation. Please

Attorney General Scott Harshbar¬ 
ger recently announced his endorse¬ 
ment of new criminal justice and 
sentencing legislation unveiled by 
the Boston Bar Association and the 
Crime and Justice Foundation. 
Harshbarger was joined in endors¬ 
ing the legislation by a bipartisan 
coalition of state legislators, includ¬ 
ing Senators David Locke and Paul 
Harold and Representatives Jim 
Brett and William Vernon. 

“This legislation is a tough, fair, 
effective response to some of the 
many problems that plague our 
criminal justice system,” said 
Attorney General Harshbarger. 
“Massachusetts needs reform of its 
sentencing and corrections policies, 
before the system collapses and the 
people lose faith in the ability of 
government to perform its most bas¬ 
ic function; the protection of the 
public. I congratulate the Boston 
Bar and the Crime and Justice 
Foundation for drafting this impor¬ 
tant proposal.” 

The major pieces of the legislation 
would: 

Create the Massachusetts Sen¬ 
tencing Commission, a body repre¬ 
senting all the members of the crim¬ 
inal justice system, that will set 
sentence ranges resulting in consis¬ 
tent, fair, truthful sentencing.

something like this: 

Two officers are dispatched to a 
house on a call from a neighbor who 
reports that screams can be heard 
from a home. What usually happens, 
according to Pierce, is that the yell¬ 
ing, audible at first from outside the 
home, ceases when the officers ring 
the bell. 

“What the hell do you want? ... we 
didn’t call anyone,” the offender 
may say as he answers the door, 
Pierce said. Generally, the officers 
ask to speak to the victim and make 


the first effort to determine the rela¬ 
tionship of the couple, according to 
Pierce. 

The officers may also note the 
victim’s lip is bleeding and observe 
red handprints on the victim’s arm. 
After the officers interview both 
individuals, the offender may be 
arrested, should the officer make 
the determination that the offender 
poses a threat to the victim, accord¬ 
ing to Pierce. 

But caution is the key word when 
an officer first confronts a domestic 


situation, according to Pierce. In 
fact, the guidelines for officers, 
issued by the state, say, 
... “Domestic violence situations 
are often characterized by anger, 
frustration, intense emotion and a 
batterer’s attempt to control house¬ 
hold members.’’ All of these emo¬ 
tions can suddenly be directed tow¬ 
ard the officer, when he intervenes, 
says Pierce. 

Added Pierce, “A pro-arrest poli¬ 
cy leads to a decrease in domestic 
violence. It can also lead to less 


likelihood that an officer will be 
hurt.” 

But several officers in Winchester 
have been hurt while responding to 
reports of domestic violence. 
According to Pierce, however, the 
injuries were minor. 

The officers first responsibility, 
according to Pierce, is to “remove 
the threat’’ to the victim at the 
scene. The officers then refer the 
victim to the Victim Witness Advo¬ 
cate, who is assigned to Woburn 
District Court.

The depth of 
Watertown’s girls team presented 
problems for Winchester head coach 
Joe Cantillon and his assistant, 
Lorin Maloney. The next cross coun¬ 
try meet is this Friday, Sept. 27, at 
Burlington before the Sachems 
return home on Monday, Sept. 30 to 
face Reading.

Sachem team 
pounds Somerville 
Highlanders 35-12

The 1991 Sachems opened up their 
season in style Saturday by dumping 
Somerville 35-12 in a game that fea¬ 
tured quarterback Dan McGrath 
rushing for more than 100 yards. 

It was also a game in which 
Winchester had field position all day 
that would leave any pro team envi¬ 
ous. Winchester’s drives started at 
their own 38, 46, 49 and Somerville's 
35, 30, 48, 44 and 31 yard line. 

With field position like this, it’s 
hard not to score. And after some 
early jitters, the team cranked it up. 
Somerville won the toss but elected 
to defer until the second half, which 
may have been their first mistake. 

After the kick-off, the Sachems 
started out on their own 38. The first 
play the Sachems went offside, leav¬ 
ing them with a first and 15 at their 
33. On the next play, McGrath took 
the snap from center, ran left, cut 
upfield and went 57 yards for a 
touchdown. But a clip away down- 
field nullified the touchdown and 
brought the ball back to Somerville’s 
46. It was a 21-yard game for 
McGrath. The third play of the game 
also featured a Sachem penalty, a 
delay of game. 

With the ball on their own 49, the 
Sachems started to get in sync. 
Adam Piandes and Todd Rotudi took 
the next two hand-offs and gained 
four yards each, leaving the Sac¬ 
hems with third and seven yards to 
go. McGrath again took the option 
left, kept the ball and scampered 32 
yards to the Somerville 12 yard line. 
Halfback Alex Martinelli took a 
pitch from McGrath on the next play 
and rumbled into the end-zone. Mike 


Szczepanski’s point after was good 
and Winchester led 7-0. 

Somerville started in first offen¬ 
sive at their own 20. Halfback Mark 
Wright ran 13 yards on the Highlan¬ 
ders first play. Fullback Michael 
Reckly picked up six yards on the 
next play but fumbled on the ensuing 
play. Todd Rotundi recovered the 
fumble and the Sachem offense was 
quickly back on the field. 

But Somerville hung tough and 
Winchester went three plays and Ed 
Russo had to punt. His punt pinned 
Somerville back on their own 10. 
Nose tackle Bill Branley came up 
big on the next play nailing Reckley 
for a six-yard loss. Three plays 
later, Somerville punted, leaving 
Winchester’s offense in great posi¬ 
tion on Somerville's 48. Alex Mar¬ 
tinelli picked up 11 on his second run 
of the day. McGrath picked up two 
more as time ran out in the first 
quarter. Piandes picked up five 
yards leaving Winchester with a 
third and three. But another penalty, 
illegal procedure, cost Winchester 
five more. 

McGrath took the snap and went 
back to pass for the first time this 
season and found Robbie Bourque 
open for 16 yards and a first down. 

Martinelli crashed through the 
line for five more yards. From there 
it was all McGrath. He picked up 
four yards on his first carry and 
eight more on his second for his first 
touchdown of the season. The pat 
was good, 14-0 Sachems. Four plays 
and Somerville was forced to punt. 
Winchester revved up its running 
game again. Martinelli went 25 
yards, but ended up only nine due to

Frustrating. That was the word 
Winchester High School boys soccer 
coach Gene Bouley used to describe 
his feelings after his team was tied 
1-1 by Wakefield on a goal with less 
than 10 minutes remaining in the 
Middlesex League showdown Tues¬ 
day night at Walton Field in 
Wakefield. 

Because the game followed so 
closely on the heels of an eerily 
similar result in Belmont on Satur¬ 
day, where the Sachems were also 
tied 1-1 on a goal with eight minutes 
to go, one could understand the 
Winchester coach’s feelings. 

In both games, the Sachems domi¬ 
nated play early, but were outplayed 
in the second half, and eventually 
made a mistake which led to a goal. 

“We played a beautiful game in 
the first half,’’ said Bouley, “but in 
the second half we didn’t come out 


and play the same game. But we’ve 
talked about it, and we know now 
that we have to come out and play 
hard in the second half.” 

Tuesday’s game was a classic. 
Winchester came out strong and 
dominated throughout the first half. 
With sweeper Mike Cramer and cen¬ 
ter halfback Brian Keefe continually 
forcing the play deep into the Wake¬ 
field end, it seemed it would only be 
a matter of time before the Sachems 
found their scoring touch. 

Senior striker Ken Yamamura 
was the focal point of the attack in 


the first half. Fifteen minutes into 
the half, Yamamura showed daz¬ 
zling footwork and speed by simply 
blowing by the Wakefield defense as 
he drove down the left side. His 
angle to the net afforded him only a 
crossing pass, however, and the 
Warrior defense was able to recover 
and clear the ball. 

Minutes later, goalie Kris Oliver 
spotted his brother, junior winger 
Shaun, alone on the right side of the 
field after a Wakefield shot. Shaun 
Oliver received the clearing pass 
and was gone, sending the ball 


ahead to Yamamura, who cut hard 
to the net but failed to spot junior 
winger Eric Hood, who had beaten 
the defense on the left side. 

Jason Capadanno, Shaun Oliver 
and Hood teamed up to put the 
Sachems on the board with just 
under 13 minutes remaining in the 
first half. Oliver sent Capadanno 
alone along the right sideline, deep 
into the corner. Suddenly covered by 
three Warrior defenders, Capadan¬ 
no displayed some razzle-dazzle of 
his own, spinning around and finding 
Hood wide open in front of the goal. 
Capadanno lofted a crossing shot to 
Hood, who quickly one-timed the 
ball through the legs of Wakefield 
goalie Casey Hicks. 

Something must have been in the 
water during halftime, as the Sac¬ 
hems came out flat while the War¬ 
riors came out flying to begin the 
second half. Almost every free ball 
was won by Warrior players, as the 
Sachems were a step slow to most 


every ball. 

Nonetheless, the Sachems were 
still getting solid play from Cramer 
and Keefe, along with sophomore 
fullback Jeff Rotondi, and were able 
to hold the Warriors at bay. 

With 9:59 left in the contest, Wake¬ 
field capitalized on a poor clearing 
throw from Sachem goalie Kris Oliv¬ 
er. The defense was caught out of 
position, and Wakefield had a sud¬ 
den three-on-one break. Oliver had 
no chance as Warrior forward Jason 
Hamelin took a quick pass from 
midfielder Mark Masella and buried 
the ball deep in the net. 

Despite the two ties, Winchester 
continues to sit near the top of the 
very crowded Middlesex League 
standings, with a 3-1-2 record. The 
boys next game is a make-up game 
this afternoon (Thurs. Sept. 26) 
against Lexington, at 3:30 at Skill¬ 
ings Field, followed by an away 
game with Melrose tomorrow (Fri.,

Girls soccer team 
rolls over Wakefield

The Winchester High School girls 
soccer team has a history with 
Wakefield they’d rather forget. 

The intense rivalry goes back at 
least three years, to 1988, when the 
Lady Warriors beat Winchester to 
earn the Middlesex League title. In 
1989, it was Wakefield who derailed 
the Sachemettes undefeated season 
with a 1-0 win at Winchester, the 
only Winchester loss of the regular 
season. 

Last year, the Sachemettes got a 
measure of revenge, beating Wake¬ 
field twice en route to its perfect 24-0 
State Championship season. This 
season, the team wants to continue 
the trend. 

If Tuesday’s Wakefield- 
Winchester game at Skillings Field 
is any indication, the Sachemettes 
may be in for another long tourna¬ 
ment ride this year. 

Led by senior captain Jen Gilpatr- 
ic, Winchester soundly defeated the 
Lady Warriors, 3-1. Gilpatric scored 
the first goal of the game when she 
connected after Daisy Lewis headed 
the ball towards the goal. Gilpatric’s 


skill around the net was evident once 
again as she danced her way around 
a jumble of players to put the Sac¬ 
hemettes up early on. 

Winchester dominated play 
throughout the first half, keeping the 
play in the Wakefield end almost 
exclusively, but was unable to add to 
the lead. Senior goalie Jen Russo 
was called upon to make just one 
stop in the half, that being on a weak 
roller from the right wing. 

Wakefield caught Winchester 
sleeping in the second half and took 
advantage of the situation to briefly 
tie the score at 1-1, just one minute 
into the second half.

ombining extensive 
I knowledge of physics 
with patient care, 

1 nuclear medicine 
technologists help 
diagnose diseases of the heart, lungs 
and other organs through the 
injection and scanning of radioactive 
isotopes. 

Men and women with such 
technical skills are in demand at 
hospitals and doctors’ offices around 
the state because enrollment in 
hospital- and college-based training 
programs has not kept pace with the 
growing use of nuclear medicine in 
diagnosing health problems, 
according to officials in the 
profession. 

Other health care sectors, such 
as X-ray technology and medical 
assisting, are experiencing similar 
shortages. 

“The opportunities are excellent 
and are expected to continue to be 
excellent for the remainder of the 
’90s,” said George Matelli. director 
of allied health sciences at the 
Massachusetts College of Pharmacy 
and Allied Health Sciences in 
Boston. “There has been a severe 
shortage of manpower in these 
fields. 

“The aging of the population has 
produced a larger number of patients 
who require these services,’’ he 
said.

radiology- at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, said that when a nuclear 
medicine technologist leaves, it is 
usually difficult to find a qualified 
replacement. 

She said both fear and ignorance 
may play a role in the scarcity of 
applicants. 

“I guess nuclear medicine does 
not attract that many people, 
probably because of the radiation,” 
said Gentley, noting technologists 
follow government guidelines to 
avoid overexposure to radioactive 
materials. 

Nuclear medicine is a diagnostic 
tool similar to others such as X-ray 
scanning, ultrasound and magnetic 
resonance imaging (MRI), but is 
distinguished by its ability to show 
how specific organs and body parts 
are functioning. This is because 
nuclear drugs have biological

organ, its distribution and the speed 
with which it is absorbed gives 
physicians vital information. 

Matelli, a Winchester resident, 
said that while radioactive isotopes 
were being produced as early as the 
1930s, they were not applicable to 
medicine until the first gamma 
camera was developed in the late 
1950s. 

“After that, it (nuclear medicine) 
had an exponential increase,” he 
said. 

The technology is now used to 


detect or rule out cancer, heart 
diseases, abscesses, pulmonary 
embolisms, strokes or stress 
fractures in bones. 

Richard Backner, director of 
imaging services at Framingham 
Union Hospital, said nuclear 
medicine technology has changed 
dramatically in the past 30 years. 

“A lot of that has to do with the 
different types of isotopes and 
instruments we have,” he said. 

He said the technology is now 
greatly used in testing heart function

monoclonal antibodies that attack 
diseased cells. 

He said that if such markers can 
be developed, they can be used to 
guide doctors to diseased cells, 
which can then be destroyed with 
radiation. 

“It’s kind of a magic bullet 
approach,” saidMatelli. 

For those willing to study the 
physics necessary to work as a 
nuclear medicine technologist, the 
financial rewards are attractive. 

Matelli said starting salaries in 
Massachusetts range from $30,000 
to $40,000 a year. In general, people 
entering the field start as staff 
technologists, but can be promoted 
to supervisory posts. Those with 
advanced degrees have opportunities 
to head departments overseeing 
radiology or diagnostic services. 

At the Massachusetts College of 
Pharmacy and Allied Health 
Sciences, students can enroll in a 
two-year associate’s degree 
program or four-year bachelor of 
science program. 


Backner said hospital-based

Community spirit 

Tenants, owners all have stake in the neighborhood 


O wning a home. It’s been 
called the American dream, 
the best way to create a co¬ 
hesive community. 

“We really believe this. 
Home ownership is probably 
one of the most important values, one 
of the most critical aspirations we can 
have as human beings. People who 
own their homes have more interest in 
the schools, in the community, in soci¬ 
ety, in the maintenance of life,” said 
William North, executive vice presi¬ 
dent of the National Association of Re¬ 
altors. 

In many cases, that is true, but lo¬ 
cally, Realtors and economists say. the 
depiction doesn’t fit.

For example, would it have made a 
difference if more people owned their 
homes in the now financially strapped 
Chelsea? 

Probably not, said William C. 
Wheaton, professor of economics and 
real estate at the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology. 

“We know that people who own 
their own homes take better care of 
them,” he said. “That makes sense. 
But we also know that renters are 
more likely to vote for tax increases 
and for money for the schools, because 
they perceive it’s the landlord paying 
for it. Usually, they end up paying part 
of it in higher rents. 


“So, we know that. Beyond that, 
as to whether homeowners are more 
involved in the community, I’m not 
sure that’s true, particularly when you 
have so many examples of lower-in¬ 
come parents (presumably renters) 
who are involved with the schools,” 
Wheaton said. A high percentage of 
the population in Chelsea lives in rental 
properties, generally owned by absen¬ 
tee landlords, said James Carlin, the 
receiver for the city. They have had 
little power to make changes and have 
been, Carlin said, “beaten up so badly. 
The spirit and feeling about them¬ 
selves and the community is pretty 
low.” 

But is that a result of the political 
makeup of the city, apathy on the part 
of its citizens or a feeling of non-be¬ 
longing, due to ethnic backgrounds, 
language barriers or nonownership of 
dwellings? 

A lot of the problem in Chelsea may 
be related to politics and the lan-. 
guage/ethnic factors rather than ten¬ 
ant/owner issue, said Karl Case, a real 
estate expert and economics professor 
at Wellesley College. 

The philosophy that home owner¬ 
ship is the end all and be all of life “is 
kind of the national lore,” said Case, a 
visiting scholar at the Federal Re¬ 
serve. “If you read the Congressional 
legislation in the National Housing Act 
of 1949, or Jack Kemp’s program cen¬ 
tered on home ownership, all the

wording is aimed at home ownership, 
with federal subsidies for mortgages 
and other tax breaks. 

“All the language surrounding 
those programs and all the defense of 
those programs is that homeowners 
are better Americans who have a bet¬ 
ter stake in the community. Home- 
ownership is heavily subsidized, pre¬ 
cisely because of that,” he said. 

“I don’t think there’s a shred of 
evidence that says homeowners are 
more involved,” he said. “Certainly, if 
you own something, the incentive is 
stronger to maintain it, but someone 
who owns a rental property, as long as 
he owns it, I would think he would 
have an incentive to keep it nice. ’’ 

Those claims, that homeowners 
make communities better, “I always 
thought were exaggerated,” Case 
said. “There is the problem in the 
inner city that there are landlords, his¬ 
torically, who milk old buildings. By 
milking, they take a building that’s 
gradually on the way out and squeeze 
the rent out of it without maintaining 
it. That’s a problem. There was a pro¬ 
gram back in the 1970’s, Urban Home¬ 
steading, that was very successful. 
Abandoned buildings were given to 
people for a dollar and they would fix 
them up. People had a stake in that. ’ ’ 

But looking at it realistically, Case 
said he didn’t believe home ownership 
could make or break a community. 

Brookline is a case in point. 

Until a few years ago, Town Meet¬ 
ing in Brookline was comprised of a 
majority of renters, not homeowners, 
said Patty Libbey of Libbey and Rod- 
man Realty, Brookline, proving that in 
some areas, tenants may be even 
more involved in the community than 
owners. 

“Tenants here do get very active 
in the town,” Libbey said. “And 
sometimes, to those of us who are 
homeowners, it’s a worry. They may

be here for two or three years and 
might do something that might not be 
for the betterment of the town. ” 

Brookline is chock full of active 
neighborhood associations, Libbey 
said. “We see that people are con¬ 
cerned. Of course, you’ll always find 
people who don’t care, but these 
neighborhood groups, I think, started 
in the late 60’s, so that people could 
try to keep the neighborhoods the way 
they wanted them. And the tenants 
get involved, especially in terms of 
parking problems.” 

But although the two communities 
share the commonality of a high per¬ 
centage of renters, Brookline is worlds 
apart from Chelsea, ethnically, educa¬ 
tionally and now, especially, financially. 

Libbey, a director of the Greater 
Boston Real Estate Board and a past 
president of its marketing institute, 
also believes that Brookline is unique 
in its significant tenant involvement.

Dear Mr. Shaffer: Could you please explain what a “REFI” refers 
, to and how it applies to real estate? J.M., Framingham. 


A Dear J.M.: A REFI — refinance mortgage — usually refers to a 
loan taken on a currently owned property, where some or all of 
•the proceeds of the new loan are used to pay off a pre-existing 
mortgage on the property. 

REFIs are generally split into two types: no-cash-out and cash-out. A 
refinance is considered a no-cash-out loan where the amount borrowed 
does not exceed the mortgage debt currently owed, plus points and clos¬ 
ing costs. A REFI is considered cash-out when the total borrowed does 
exceed this amount. 

Most financing products used to buy a home are also available for both 
cash and no-cash-out refinances. There is, however, one major differ¬ 
ence. Up to 90 percent of the home’s appraised value can be borrowed 
on a no-cash-out refinance; onlv 75 percent is available for a cash-out 
REFI.

When can you finance? Though most lenders don’t limit the reasons 
for taking a REFI so long as your credit and income qualify for the size 
loan you want, the most common, and generally best reasons for refi¬ 
nancing are to save money by acquiring a lower interest rate and to gain 
security by switching from an adjustable to a fixed-rate mortgage. But

"The tenants are concerned, and 
it’s a good thing they’re concerned," 
she said. "It keeps the owners on 
their toes. After the last reassessment 
here, the homeowners lost their apa¬ 
thy and now there is a slight majority 
of homeowners in Town Meeting. 
Both parts get very active." 

But Brookline, like Cambridge, is 
very different from a city like Chelsea 
when it comes to rental units. Rent 
controlled apartments in both Brook¬ 
line and Cambridge may be a signifi¬ 
cant factor in high tenant involvement. 

"Rent control leads to a very stable 
population of tenants," said Karen Da¬ 
vis of Ellis and Andrews Realtors, 
Cambridge. Rent-controlled apart¬ 
ments are typically less expensive than 
apartments which are not controlled. 
And often, if someone moves out of a 
controlled apartment, the landlord can 
request a rent increase for the next 
tenant. 

There are more tenants in Cam¬ 
bridge than owners, Davis said, and 
they create a very powerful voting 


block. The City Council pays attention 
to their concerns, she said. 

"There are two kinds of situa¬ 
tions," said Davis, a director of the 
Residential Association of Realtors, a 
division of the Greater Boston Real 
Estate Board. "People in rent-con- 
trolled apartments do take an interest 
and are active," she said. "But in 
some, the rents are so low, that the 
landlords aren’t getting enough to 
keep the property in good shape. 
There is a Small Property Owner As¬ 
sociation here which is presenting 
those problems to the Cambridge City 
Council. Those low rents result in run¬ 
down housing." 

Davis, too, believe that ownership 
may not be the crux of the crisis in 
Chelsea or any other city or town. 

"I think it might boil down to 
whether the rental population is very 
mobile," she said. "And with rent 
control, there are real economic incen¬ 
tives to staying put, in a way a typical 
tenant might not." 


Refinancing a mortgage

whatever your reasons for refinancing, two important guidelines should 
be followed. 

First, try to be certain the monthly savings realized by acquiring a 
lower interest rate will pay back the cost of refinancing within the re¬ 
maining time you own the property. To ascertain how long it will take, 
divide the cost of refinancing, points and closing costs, by the amount 
you save each month on your mortgage payment. However, since it’s of¬ 
ten difficult to know exactly how long you’ll retain ownership, use the fol¬ 
lowing rule of thumb: The interest rate you’re financing to should be at 
least one-and-a-half to two percent below the rate on your current mort¬ 
gage: and you should be planning on retaining the property for a mini¬ 
mum of three, and preferably five, more years. 

As lor the second guideline, generally it’s not a good idea to take an 
adjustable rate on a refinance mortgage. Although you may save addition¬ 
al money at first due to the adjustable’s lower initial rate, there’s far too 
great a chance this rate will later rise back to the level of your original 
mortgage or higher, especially if the adjustable’s initial rate is discount¬ 
ed. As a result, refinancing to an adjustable rate loan could actually cause 
you to lose money, and it certainly won’t offer you any benefits from the 
standpoint of security. 

If you’re considering refinancing, always seek the advice of your at¬ 
torney or accountant.

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Settlement in the area that now includes Belmont began in the 
summer of 1630, when Sir Richard Saltonstall and approximately 40 
families separated from the first settlers of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony and moved inland to start an agricultural community. 
Originally called Pequosette after the local Indian tribe, the name of 
the new town soon changed to Watertown. In 1638, by order of the 
General Court, Watertown paid the Peauosette Indians the sum of 13 
pounds, 7 shillings and 6 pence for the land. 

The original settlement spread inland extensively, into the present 
towns of Watertown, Waltham, Weston, Lincoln, parts of Cambridge, 
and Belmont. Watertown became the most populous town in the Bay 
Colony. In 1738, Waltham seceded from Watertown, and the future 
Belmont was now part of three towns. A stone marker on Belmont 
Hill still indicates where Waltham, Watertown and West Cambridge 
once met. 

The Belmont area did not escape the events of April 19, 1775. 
Richardson's Tavern on Belmont Street, and Mentomy common at the 
corner of Brighton and Pleasant streets, served as training posts for 
local Mlnutemen. When the British retreated through Menotomy 
Center (now Arlington), they set fire to houses and plundered the 
neighborhood. They met resistance from the local Mlnutemen and 
residents-the first British prisoners of the war and supplies were 
captured on Pleasant Street. 

Belmont incorporated in 1859 after many years of feuding between 
Waltham, West Cambridge and Watertown. It had a population of 
1,175, of whom 170 were registered voters and 325 were 
schoolchildren. The new town was a widespread collection of fruit 
farms and market gardens. 

During the mid-1960's, a committee was formed to study the 
possibility of preserving some of the older homes and landmarks in 
the face of continued commercial development. This led to the 
creation of The Belmont Historical Commission in 1968, and the 
subsequent establishment of Belmont's Historic District in 1975. The 
district includes a long section of Pleasant Street, protecting many 
historical homes, the majority of which date back to the 19th century.
